WASHINGTON. March 30. — General 
satisfaction is expressed hore at the an- 
nouncement made todny that an agree- 
ment practically has lj pen reached be- 
tween the officials representing the Can- 
adian government and President Taft 
and Secretary of State Knox, respecting 
tho adjustment of the tiirlfs of Canada 
and the United Ktutes. 

No one in authority is- willing to dis- 
cuss the. detail:?, but there is good ground 
for the bollef that material concessions 
had been granted by Canada, and that 
the United States will receive In return 
for its minimum tariff the intermediate 
rates given by Canada to France and 
twelve other countries on a considerable 
number of articles In which exporters 
from the United States arc especially in- 
terested. 

This understanding is said to have 
been reached after a prolonged confer- 
ence today, participated In by Hon. w. s. 
Fielding, the Canadian Minister of Fi- 
nance; Hon. George P. Graham; the Can- 
adian Minister of Railways, President 
Taft. Secretary of State Knox and 
Charles N. Popper, of the bureau pi 
trade relations of the state department. 

Under tho existing treaty between 
Canada and France, the latter country 
receives tho conventional rate of about 
ninety articles. .\s to many of those, 
however, the United States has little or 
no interest, and then, is reason to be- 
lieve that the United States Government 
has consented to receive the intermedi- 
ate rate on much less than half tluvr 
number. 

The tariff exports who have srr suc- 
cessfully concluded this work take par- 
ticular prido in the fact Hint for the 
first time the United States now enjoys 
the minimum tariff rates of ail Im- 
portant nations. Heretofore. American 
goods have generally paid the maximum 
rates and have hud to force their way 
into foreign markets solely on the basis 
of their superior merits, or because they 
could not be produced outsldo of tin' 
United States. The possibility of a 
temporary broach in relations with Can- 
ada, owing to the expiration next Thurs- 
day or the period allowed by the Payne- 
Aldrlclj A> t for the making of such ar- 
rangements, was at on,- time regarded 
as very dose. But it is now said that 
it will not be necessary to consume time 
in the Canadian parliament in giving the 
arrangement vitnlity by legislative cn- 
iCtmWnt, for the r<?a«on that It can bo put 
into operation at once by an order-in 
council, which is likely to be the course 
followed. 

Although details of the arrangements 
are refused at this moment, it is under- 
stood that tho agreement win be con- 



cluded as the basis of future negotia- 
tions between Canada and the United 
States for a general treaty between tile 
two countries. 

Canada lias four rates of tariff which 
differ materially from ono another. The 
rate .which the United States probably 
will receive is rale number three, tho 
treaty rate, and. within tho limitations 
as to the number of articles involved, is 
tho same as that allowed to France 
under the existing treaty. 

Up to this date about one hundred and 
two nations and their dependeclos lidvo 
been granted an American minimum 
rate, and this leaves only about twelve 
countries Upon Which action is stil! to 
bo taken. These Include Canada.

CATANIA, March it!.— Reports from 
all points In tho district directly, af- 
fected by ihe eruption of Mount Etna 
indicated that the violence of the 
movement within the volcano is sub- 
siding. Tlie various lava streams are 
now advancing very slowly, moving 
only a few yards in tho last twelve 
hour.-. a oe v eruption occurs, 

there is little danger to be feared. 
Nevertheless, detachments of soldiers 
and Bremen are held in readiness. 
They have already constructed a 
strong wall around the threatened 
side of Nlcolosl. 

Hundreds of peasants have lost, their 
homes and worldly belongings, and it 
is understood that many of them will 
emigrate to America. 

The eruptions from the side craters 
of Mount Etna continued this morn- 
ing and tho fiery river formed at the 
foot of Mount Castellazzo moved slow- 
ly toward Borreilo and Belpasso, con- 
suming everything in its path. The 
lava stream winding in and out over 
tho uneven surface at the mountain 
base has covered probably 25 miles, 
though its head is not more than 10 
miles from the source in an air line. 

Throughout the night the summit 
o£ Mount Etna appeared to be abie.ne, 
but today a cloud of black smoke en- 
veloped the peak. 

Rumblings from the. central crater 
and frequent explosions from the side 
fissures nerved as effectually as the 
flood itself to hold in terror the popu- 
lace for miles around. 

Those whose homes had not been 
overtaken by the laval clasped their 
craoifixes, images oC the ■ Madonna 
itnd of the saints and with character- 
istic cries and prayers Implored that 
their little houses be spared. Mean- 
time the molten mass crawled irre- 
sistibly forward as ff determined that 
nothing should escape It. 

At times clouds of cinders obscured 
the volcano and then suddenly a shift 
of the wind forced back the clouds 
and the sun. bursting through, smiled 
down upon the fertile country. 

The people of the district have been 
wrought up to a high pitch of excite- 
ment and are ready for miracles, 
though at tile same time declaring 
that the evil eye is upon them.

Medal of National Geographic 
' Society Presented to An-

ton tonight gave a graphic description of 
his dash for tho South Pole.

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The first mention ,,r either of the re- 
cent Arctic explorers was made by the 
president In bis speech, presenting the 
Hubbard medal on behalf of the National 
Geographic Society, stun, ling lace to 
face with Lieut. Shackloton, the presi- 
dent sui,l "the medal was tho oVldenco of 
tho .society's high appreciation of the 
marvellous week that you have dene in 
the cause of Boience, tho onduixdnce, cour- 
age and intelligence shown in the pur- 
sol; of n definite object. I am sure " 
I,,, continued, "thai you will tho more 
appreciate the medal as it comes from 
the National Geographic Society that has 
among Its prominent members thai dis- 
tinguished American, Commander Poury, 
who, while you wen- working al tho 
south pete, was himself surrounding the 
north pole." 

Tho Lieutenant, In making his reply, 
Hnld be fell sure that tho English people 
would receive Commander Peary as cor- 
dially when he lectured as he (Shackle- 
ton) had been received since he stepped 
ori American soil. 

NEWWRK TRAGEDY 



Young Girl Murdered and Attempt 
Made to Burn Hor Body by 
Means of K orosenc. 

x low* i'ORK, March !!G.— Tho body 

of Ruth Wl lor. the little girl who 

was lured from her widowed mother 
lust Thursday by a decoy oiler of em- 
ployment, was found late this after- 
noon, huddled In a gunnysack on a 



firo escape outside the apartment of 
Albert Walter, the twin charged with 
her abduction. She had been strangled 
with a short end of rope, hacked with' 
a knife, burned beyond recognition, 
and. thrust carelessly out of doors like 
so much rubbish. 

Identification was possible only by 
shreds Of clothing and fragments of 
jewelry, but there was abundant evi- 
dence ot how tho murder had been 
done. Around the neck were the 
charred fibres of manlla rope burnt 
into the flesh; The apartment reeked 
with kerosene. There were oil stains 
in front of the newly painted flreuoard 
that hid an open grate. Tim girls' 
clothing and hair had been saturated 
with kerosene, the flreboard had been 
removed, arid the body thrust up the 
chimney, standing. When the match 
was touched to her, she burned like a 
torch. 

Probably the murderer had hoped 
for an opportunity to remove the body 
under cover of the night, but when 
the girl's disappearance raise,! such 
an uproar and he begun ; to suspect 
lie w.as shadowed, he had packed un_ 
ami (led. This afternoon a neighbor 
living ,,ii tho same floor o£ an adjoin- 
ing house had noticed the lumpy 
bundle outside his window, and. 
thinking it refuse, had poked It off 
the fire escape Into the back yard 
with a broom handle. The bundle 
moved obstinately arid fell with a 
crash. His curiosity aroused, the 
neighbor hurried down stairs for the 
janitor to investigate. When the two 
men cut the strings that bound the 
socking there rolled out before them 
the full horror of an atrocious mur- 
der. Both fled for the police. 

Until Wheeler was ID years old. the. 
youngest of three sisters, bred by 
thelr mother, a dressmaker, to sell- 
support. Loth the elder sisters are 
stenographers, and Ruth had just 
graduated from a business college. An 
employment agency for graduates is 
conducted by the college, and Ruth 
called there often to look for a situa- 
tion. On Thursday morning she left 
home on her usual errand, and never 
returned. 

The girl had been carefully brought 
up. She was never on the streets at 
night, and her failure to come home 
for twenty-four hours without explan- 
ation meant more than a caprice. The. 
next morning her sisters, Pearl and 
Adelaide, in serious concern, went to 
the college and learned that the fol- 
lowing post card had been turned over 
to her: 

"Dear Madam, — Please call in refer- 
ence to position of stenographer at 
residence of the secretary, A. AVolter, 
122 Last 105th street." 

Investigation at the address given 
soon showed that AVolter, whom his 
landlady described as a sickly, white- 
faced youth of about twenty, with 
flashy clothes and elaborately curled 
hair, had left the apartment where he 
lived with hi.s wife, earlier in t ho snmo 
day. Ho received many calls from 
young girls, said the landlady, and she 
had particularly noticed that the one 
who called yesterday was fresher of 
face and better dressed than the ord- 
inary run of them. 

With Wolte'r down, the detectives 
waited for his wile. When she ap- 
peared they trailed her to a corner, 
where she met. a man answering Wal- 
ter's description. Ho was immediately 
arrested, taken back to the rooms he 
had vacated, and searched. At first 
he denied writing postal cards to the 
schools, but when detectives turned 
up notes from business schools ad- 
dressed to him at various house num- 
bers, ho admitted the correspondence, 
but could not explain it. Before a 
magistrate he had nothing to say, but 
to others he admitted that the woman 
with whom he was living is not his 
Wife, He met her shortly after com- 
ing to tilts country from Germany, 
two years ago, he said. They foil in 
love and set up housekeeping. Last', 
summer ho and . she had worked at 
Irvington-on-the-Hudson at a board- 
ing house. They came to this city 
Inst month, and since then tho woman 
had supported him by working in a 
laundry. He has not been arrested.

Kitty sturdy axemen swinging the 
double bits tluv after day nnd day nf- 
ter day,: gnawing their way up ldll 
and down dale, through virgin brush 
and over rugged steeps, following the 
surveyors and followed by the en- 
gineers who ereoted great obelisks at 
regular Intervals; these were the In- 
struments that left a lasting monu- 
ment lifty foot wide in the wilderness 
between Point Roberts and the moun- 
tains. The fifty-foot swath marked 
the forty-ninth parallel and the forty- 
ninth parallel marks life '-boundary be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 

There is one man In Victoria today 
—a pioneer for sure—who helped to 
line out that swatli and who recalls 
the ring of the axes in the stillness of 
the ureal silent land as distinctly as 
If lie had heard them yesterday.

ties and the camps were always well 
guarded. Occasionally Indians would 
stalk into the cook shacks and lift 
the lids of the pots, but no serious 
breach ever occurred between tho 
white and red men. Order was al- 
ways maintained in the camps and on 
the trail, and Mr. Semplc says there 
was never at any time during the four 
years any unpleasantness or tiny ne- 
cessity for severe discipline. 

In glancing backward over those 
years Mr. Sample recalls that the 
party met with one of the greatest 
difficulties when the lino had pro- 
gressed Into the Boundary Pass 
country; Here the ground was rough 
and uneven and the whole locality 
was covered with dry, fallen timber 
and brush to a depth of six feet. 
This timber had fallen in such a man- 
ner as to weave between the great

) Mr. Semple was born in the town of 
Ayr, Scotland, whore he went to 
school and experienced the adven- 
tures of boyhood. In isr.i the cam- 
paign In the (Crimea had the world 
by the car.-. The glamor Of it at- 
tracted young Robert Semple, then 
little more than IS year* of age, and 
he enlisted in the Royal Engineers. 
After some preliminary training the 
corps to which Semplc belonged was 
rushed through to Chatham, where it 
hoarded a troopship for Balaklava 
and went into the thick of the cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Semple served through the re- 
mainder of the war without injurs' or 
mishap, and after peace was declared 
he was appointed to do duty with 
some of his corps at the fixing of 
boundaries In 'Russia and Asia .Minor. 
Following this lie went home on fur- 
lough and spent some time again in 
Ayrshire, at the expiration of which 
he volunteered for duty In tar dis- 
tant British Columbia, where it had 
become necessary to set up a per- 
manent boundary between the British 
possession and the United States. 

in .May. 1858, the little body of sap- 
pers and miners, numbering fifty 
men with officers and scientists, hav- 
ing made the passage by way of IH< 
Isthmus of Panama, was landed at 
Hospital Point. Preparations for tin- 
advance Into the wilderness were 
made at once. Fifty axemen wen: 
hired, some of them prospectors, 
seine of them "busted" miners, others 
plain adventurers; supplies were pro- 
cured with the assistance of tho H. 
li. Co. and eventually the work was 
begun at Point Roberts, 

At tins time the country through 
which the line must pass was In 
many places an almost Impassable 
jungle of brush and forest, Giant 
boles readied up to the sky. the 
ground was a mass of forest rubbish, 
great mountains towered In the path. 
And this was the task set before the 
boundary hewers: they must sight .1 
straight lino and follow It, leaving a 
fifty-foot trail behind. The country 
would have offered resistance enough 
even were it possible to pick and 
choose a course, to skirt mountains 
ami bogs and -elect the thinnest 
piece of bush. But there was none of 
this; the boundary makers must go 
as the crow files; where the line lay 
through thick brush the thick brush 
must be conquered; where It climbed 
hills or small mountains it must be 
followed there. 

Mr. Semple looks back 011 the work 
of those busy months with relish In 
tho memory of difficulties overcome, 
of the wilderness conquered". At 
times, he says, the task ahead looked 
impossible of accomplishment; but 
the party never ceased or gave up. 
They had been sent there to run tin- 
line and. ran the lino they did. it 
took- four years of steady plugging; 
tho line crept like a caterpillar; tlie 
great forest groaned in derision, the 
mountains laughed at the puny ef- 
forts of tho humans; but day after 
day and month and year after year 
the axemen chopped merrily, the en- 
gineers sighted their Instruments, tho 
teamsters brought up the supply 
trains and tho miners threw up tho 
obelisks, and fool by toot the work 
was accomplished. 

When the lino began to approach 
the mountains the BlttckfeGt Indians 
showed a disposition to make trpuble. 
This never came to anything, how- 
ever, for they always found the en- 
gineers prepared for them. Time and 
again small parties of Indians would 
be seen prowling about, but the en- 
gineers never travelled in small pur- 



trees a network of barriers which 
threatened to b« Impossible. A 
week's work In this part of the coun- 
try seemed to make little or no im- 
pression, and the task. -was a heartless 
one. However, the axemen and the 
engineers kept plugging away, eating 
the trail out art inch at a time until 
eventually the Work was finished. 

In the siu ing of 1862 the party re- 
turned to Victoria and afterwards did 
other survey* work in various parts of 
the province, making one trip up tho 
Columbia river. 

During the cutting of the boundary 
from Point Roberts to the moun- 
tains Mr. Somple's duty lay with the 
chief commissioner, Col. Hawkins, 
who rode from camp to camp along 
tin- trail overseeing the entire work. 
Mr. Semple was mounted and accom- 
panied Col. Hawkins on all his rounds. 

The axemen of the party, although 
they had to v.iu-k hard, made good 
wages during the years of work. They 
received lifty dollars a month and 
their board, paid out to. litem by tks 
secretary or paymaster of the expedi-. 
Hon, Lieut. Wilson, now Sir Charles 
W ikson. 

When be left the engineers Mr 
Semple, who was a machinist bv 
trade, settled in Victoria. At that 
time there was nothing here save the 
Hudson's Bay fort and a saloon on 
\\ harf street run by a Mr. Yates. 
Eventually a man named Spratt came 
from San Francisco and started, with 
others, a machine shop and iron 
works, and Mr. Semplc found work 
with him. He worked for that firm 
for forty years and lately has been 
employed at Bullen's yards. He is 
still hale and hearty and looks upon 
Victoria as the best place he ever saw- 
to spend one's life | n .

The rails have been shipped from 
Cape Breton rolling mills for the rail- 
road which is to be built Inland from 
Stewart at the bead of Portland Canal 
by Mackenzie i& Mann; arrangements 
have been made ;'or the construction 
of a wharf to be completed In May, 
and for telegraph connection, accord- 
ing to A. l>! Tennant of tin; Red Cliff 
Mining Company, who has returned 
from Ottawa where he went to inter- 
view the Minister of Public Works, 
Mr. Pugsley, Hon. Wm, Temple-man, 
and D. D. Mann, with regard to public 
works at Stewart., 

The Dominion Government lias pro- 
vided $16,000 for a wharf, and this 
sum would have built tho -wharf, but 
had not provided for telegraphic con- 
nection. Mr. Tennant said it has been 
arranged that the government shall 
increase the appropriation to connect 
Stewart with the outside world by tel- 
egraph, either from Port Simpson via 
Observatory Inlet, cabling the Naas 
river and Observatory Inlet, or over- 
land from tin- Yukon Hue, across the 
Naas mountains. 

Mr. Tennant said that D. D, 
told him he would have his 
ready probably in May, and 
give right of way to the people c 
district over the wharf, lie olso 
posed to put in a light railway and 
horse trolly to haul light freight to 
the city from the waterfront 

The Red Cliff Mine, said Mr. Ten- 
nant, proposes to erect its own smelt- 
er as soon . as development has pro- 
ceeded sufficiently to warrant this 
step.

With the advent of April there will 
be inaugurated throughout the length 
and breadth of British Columbia such 
an era of activity and accomplish- 
ment as the province lias never be- 
fore experienced, in road and bridge 
construction, trail cutting, wharf erec- 
tion, dyke improvement and general 
betterment of tin- facilities of com- 
munication which are a prime essen- 
tial in tlie colonization and settlement 
I up of tin- land. The order lias just 
gone forth from the department o£ 
public works that the appropriations 
I contained in Die estimates fur 1910-11 
j arc- available from anil after tlie 1st of 
I April next, ami mad superintendents, 
foremen and all others directly inter- 
ested as officials in charge, are urged 
to use ail possible diligence and em- 
ergency in .advancing tlie various 
works under their supervision to tlio 
I earliest completion compatible with 
first quality work that will stand the 
I test of time. Extra-progressive me- 
thods are to be adopted in this year's 
road work, no less a sum than $40,000 
I being invested by tlie department 
I over which Hon. Mr. Taylor presides

j Included are numerous powerful ruck 
I crushers; while, experience having 
j demonstrated the wisdom of this 
course, the very general use of donkey 
engines has been adopted in connec- 
tion with road construction through 
heavily timbered country. Last year 
experiments were made In this con- 
nection under some of the best ox- 
pcrts in the provincial service, and 1 
the favorable reports that were made 
I at the Seattle (iood Rends congress : 
during the summer, as to the service- 
ability of the donkey engine in public 
read construction, were found to rest 
upon a good- foundation In the econ- 
oray both of time and money. ii is I 
the Intention of tho Provincial Min- 
ister also, particularly with respect to 
trunk lines, to endeavour to carry for- !

that labor promises to be an excep- 
tionally scarce commodity in the pro- 
vincial market during the approaching 
summer, in consequence, of course, of 
the exceptional demands upon it or the 
railway builders.

Esquimalt'a requirements In the mat- 
ter of bridges are covered by the 
modest appropriation of $0,250! while 
Ferni utilizes $10,674. Grand forks 
$3,355, Kas'o ,$2,550, and Kamloops 
$44,050; of which $40,000 is required 
for the new bridge over the South 
Thompson at the City of Kamloops. 
Lillooet district figures in the present 
year's estimates as requiring $3,-95 for 
bridge purposes, but is also ^present- 
ed in a deferred expenditure of $00,000 
upon the new steel suspension bridge 
over the- Fraser at the town of Lil- 
looet. Nanalmo appears in the bridge 
appropriation sheet as requiring in nil 
$2,760, Newcastle district $2,100, the 
Qkahagan $32,400, and Revelstoke 
$10,000, the last mentioned amount 
being for various small bridges and 
for repairs, the just-completed bridge 
across the Columbia at this point rep- 
resenting $05,000 of public, money, and 
the new. trlfllc bridge over the IUecclIl- 
waot $10,000, both sums previously 
voted. The Richmond bridge dis- 
bursements are provided for in tlie new

$5,000 for a bridge spanning the same 
river at Pass Creek— while Yale re- 
quires .$7,500, the latter supplement- 
ing the $25,000 which is the approxi- 
mate cost of tho now steal bridge 'oyer 
the Thompson at Penney's and $5,000 
aaddltldnal for a new bridge at Lyt- 
ton, conditional upon the Dominion 
government providing a Mice amount. 
The bridge at Penney's, too, should bo 
jointly provided for by Dominion and 



provincial appropriations, it also be- 
iing on the railway line. It will not 
be possible to dispose- of preliminaries 
such as location surveys, preparation 
of plans, etc., in time for construction

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EASTER 

The thought of Easter is resurrec- 
tion, not simply the Resurrection of 
Christ, although to Christians that is 
ils central feature, but the awakening 
to a new life. It' this was not a chris- 
tian community and we observed the 
customs which our Te.utonic ancestors 
practised two thousuid years ago; we 
u-ould ut this time of year observe a 
festival of such a lite. That the 
Christian church did not originate the 
thought that the Vernal Equinox ought 
to be celebrated as tho triumph of life 
over death does not In the least de- 
tract from the value and significance 
of the festival, but rather accentuates 
it. That the Christian observance was 
able to supplant the pagan ceremonies 
at a very early period In Christian 
history show how strong was the be- 
lief in tho Resurrection, and proves 
with what force the idea of a new life 
appealed to mankind. There are those 
to whom the thoughts, which cluster 
around Easter, have no meaning. They 
set their ignorance up against the uni- 
versal faith of mankind, and because 
of what they do not know they claim 
to be wise. Herein we find one of the 
strangest characteristics of men, for 
surely it is strange that men should 
consider themselves wise because of a 
certain subject they know nothing at 
all. in every other department of 
human thought we require that a man 
should have fitted himself by investi- 
gation before we look upon' his opin- 
ion as worth anything at all, hut In 
matters relating to the spiritual, men 
affect to speak with certainty, and yet 
are absolutely without knowledge. To 
reject tiie thought of a resurrection, to 
reprove, to believe in the Resurrection, 
to reject Christianity, to decry the ex- 
istence of God — these are easy things 
to do. No special amount of .ability 
is necessary to enable a ,man to be an 
infidel or atheist Neither wisdom 
nor experience is requisite before a, 
man can deny tho Resurrection or the 
lessons taught by it. 

This seems to be the thought upon 
which stress ought this morning to be 
laid especially. .Said a Colonist reader, 
referring to the observance of this 
season: "1 am constantly meeting 
men who totally reject not only Chis- 
tianity, hut every religion, who 'assert 
with confidence that there is no God, 
wlm laugh at the idea of a future life. 
There Is nothing new in this. Three 
thousand years ago, according to 
David, "tho fool said in his heart: 
There is no God." Still longer ago the 
writer of the Book of Job poured 
contempt upon those "who darken 
counsel by words without knowledge." 
Depend upon it the verdict of man- 
kind In all ages is worth more than 
the hasty conclusions of a man, who 
lias left the spiritual side of his na- 
ture undeveloped, and yet professes to 
be able to speak with authority uponi 
things that are spiritual. To say that 
we do not believe In certain things 
proves nothing unless we have fitted 
ourselves to judge of their truth. And 
as to those who deny the Resurrection 
and reject Christianity, we say that 
perhaps they may not kit >w much 
about either, that their opinions ate of! 
no more value than those of an Eskimo 
upon the problems of chemistry. IVc 
have the great historical faci that the 
celebration of Easter has beer for 
centuries associated with the doctrine, 
of Resurrection, and that Christian-' 
ity. of which tho Resurrection is the! 
corner stone, Is the must potent ; 
agency, that has ever been known, for 
the betterment of mankind.

A LABOR TEMPLE 

The decision or the Trades ami L 
bor Council to erect, If sufficient su 
port is given, a Labor Temple in VI 
torla, will moot with the hearty ap- | 
proval of the citizens, and deserves 
their active pecuniary assistance. As 
we understand the project, tiie Idea is 
not to establish simply a headquarters 
for labor organizations, .although it 
will serve that purpose, but to provide 
a comfortable, home-like, and in every 
way well-conducted place of resort to 
which worklngmen, whether they are 
members of a union or not, will he 
welcomed. "What, In many respects, 
the T. M. C. A., on Its secular side, la 
to young men. the proposed Labor 
Temple will be to worklngmen. Re- 
spectability and good behavior will he 
the only passports which a working- 
men will require to be ti'ble to enjoy 
the privileges of the institution It is 
proposed to have a reading room, 
where men can spend a quiet evening, 
rooms for various recreations, am! 
halls for the meeting of organizations, 
One feature has been mentioned In con- 
nection with the recreation rooms thai 
specially commends itself. It. Is pro- 
ooscd that these shall be open to the

We are not dis- 
posed to exaggerate conditions in tho 
Orient or anywhere else, and We are 
not among those who are Inclined to 
attribute hostile intentions to either 
China or Japan; but there are some 
Influences that are stronger than 
statesmansnip or diplomacy, and they 
are those that arise from the stimul- 
ation or racial spirit and the utilisation 
of vast resources. It was pressure 
from within that sent the Barbarians 
over Europe at the beginning of the 
Christian Era, and pressure from with- 
in may force Asia into collision witli 
Europe and America. If such a col- 
lision ever occurs, there will be no 
division between the several parts of 
the English-speaking world. For ox- 
ample, we believe that if China were 
to attempt to force her people upon 
Australia, the United States would In- 
ready to lend assistance to Britain and 
the Common wealth, if it were needed, 
and if circumstances should array 
China and Japan against the United 
States, Britain would be found on the 
side of the latter, Sir Robert Perks 
has only foretold what will be inevit- 
able under such conditions as he sup- 
poses.

woefully slow In moving, and rather 
thun seo the city of Revclstoke de- 
stroyed through Federal apathy, the 
province has stepped into the breach 
on several occasions, keeping a special 
account against the Dominion in con- 
nection with these really Federal ex- 
penditures, which account will some 
day possibly be paid.

sential details. Tho section thus re- 
quiring a further prosecution of engi- 
neer's Investigations during the ap- 
proaching summer, lies between Hope 
and Princeton, from which latter 
embryo city connection will be had 
with Trail by roads already construct- 
ed. At or near Trull the Columlbia will 
be spanned by a great steel (bridge, 'and 
GrestOn reached by an extension and 
Improvement of the iSMioep Creek Road, 
and, after its connection with the old 
Dewdnoy trail, by an enlargement and 
conversion of that well-known pathway 
of the prospector and the pioneer, 
which gives access upon the Kootenay 
river, to "be bridged at or near Kootenay 
Landing. From Croston the road is 
already completed to Kitchener, ten 
miles, From. Kitchener the road leads 
by way of Goatfel and tho route of 
the Crows Nest Pass railway, to Moyle 
whence It Is intended to make use of 
the old "toto road" of the C.P.R. which 
will of course require very consider- 
able Improvement. From Moyie v to 
Craiibrook the road Is opened thro igh 
but will require repair and Improve- 
ment generally, together with some 
small bridging, to put It in the re- 
quisite condition for through trunk 
road traffic. On from Cranbrook, tho 
Inter-provincial trunk road skirts the 
C.P.R. to Wardner, this section toeing 
now completed and In fairly good order. 
From Wardner to Elk also the road Is 
built and this summer It Is Intended to 
link up Elke with Morrissey, In which 
connection there are several small 
bridges to be repaired at a cost of 
possibly $2,000 to $ 1,000 each From 
'.Morrlsey the road is built through to 
Michel, from which point another lilno 
miles must bo built to connect with 
Crow's Nest, on the Alberta boundary, 
where union Is to be made with the 
system of the sister province. The 
authorities of Alberta are now malting 
provision for tin' extension of their 
I general trunk road system up the eas- 
tern slope of the Rockies to afford tho 
desired connection. To deal specifi- 
cally with the provincial districts pro- 
gramme for the season. 

Alborni Roads. 

Albernl, with S 15.000 available for 
road work proper (exclusive of bridge 
work) will use fully $10,000 of this in 
general Improvement of the main trunk 
highway from Nanaimo to Albernl, 
eleven and a half miles of which, fall- 
entirely in Albernl district, in to 
he practically reconstructed to meet the 
special demands of fast vehicular traf- 
fic, that are now made upon this par- 
ticularly scenic driveway.

$•5,500 upon tho Matsqui road, from 
Clayhurn Station to the north 'boundary 
of. Abbotsford townslto, and $0,000 en; 
the road from the Vedder Creek bridge 
of tho prairie east line. 

C'omox is destined to enjoy a period 
of unexampled activity In road-build- 
ing during the ensuing few months, 
the following being a few of the spe- 
cial appropriations contained in the 
general vote of $05,000 for the public 
works of this district during 1910-11: 
For the Cumberland-to-Courtney 
road, $0,000; for the Courtney and 
Comox road, $:i,000; for the road from 
Cumberland tq Roy, $3,000; for Horn- 
by Island roads, $1,000; for twenty- 
three miles or trail from Campbell 
River to Buttle'a Lake, $5,000; for tho 
Victoria-Campbell River road, $5,000; 
for the Salmonds-to-Courtney road,

Arbutus Major was easily a winner, in 
the novice class Gaffer Montez, owned 
by Hillis Houston but from the minor 
stock, took the blue, and then in the 
open, .J, S. Ilickford's string, came into 
prominence again, Ch. Maljwyd Major 
winning. 

A goodly portion of the plums went 
to local competitors in the pointer 
contests, but ft was among the Boston 
terriers that Victoria made the clean 
sweep. Among the younger fry X. P. 
Aluriset, of this city, had easy picking 
and when it came to open dogs, Hig- 
glns, owned by Miss Helen Cochrane, 
of Victoria, simply captured the 
Judge's heart. 116 took the blue rib- 
bon right through, finally being pro- 
nounced the best in the show. 

Then there was Mrs. I). B. McLar- 
en's success with her entries in the 
Scottish and West Highland Terrier 
classes. The representatives of her 
kennel won practically every thing of 
importance. Incidentally Victoria car- 
ried off winnings in Tomeranlan and 
Dachshundo classes. Resides this 
was the sweep of Western Demon- 
strator in the Irish Terrier class, of 
which there Is a fuller account else- 
where.

"The ninth annual do;; show' of the 
Vancouver Kennel Club, held under 
the auspices of the Canadian Kennel 
Clilb, was opened yesterday in the 
Horse Show Building under most 
favorabh? conditions. 

"The show tins year is a five-point 
one, every don winning a blue ribbon 
having five points added towards its 
championship, (if 503 entries re- 
ceived, 36 canities of very high class 
are being shown before tile critical 
eyes of the judges. This year's sho-, 
has attracted many blue-blooded 
animals, many of these coming from 
the Slate of Washington. The breeds 
are represented by greatly increased 
entries, notably amongst these being 
the .Airedale terrier, looked upon by 
fanciers as the coming dog of tins 
Province, being a most useful fellow 
and a splendid bear tracker.

Advices from Peking state that 
sixteen naval and military officers 
tinder Duke Tsal Tao, Including four 
Generals, leave China, .March 20, for 
Japan to investigate the military and 
naval systems of Japan. 'Phis is taken 
as Indicative that China will model 
her new army and navy after that of 
Japan. 

Commenting on China's modern army 
in view of the recent riots at Canton, 
the Hongkong Dally Press says. 

"Since China began to organize 'a 
practical army trained in warfare' ac- 
cording to foreign rhefhods the World 
lias been led to expect great things 
f' ■"!:, the development. Tin Chinese na- 
tion unquestionably possesses the raw 
material for turning out good soldiers, 
but a writer who knows bis China 
well has declared that the whole Chin- 
ese system, or want of system, added 
to the corruption in the ranks of those 
who pretend to lead them, . .militates 
against the Chinese Tommy Atkins 
being •anything but a coward before 
a Western foe and a desperado and 
robber In the piping times of peace 
amongst his own countrymen. The 
quiet and peaceloving home-abiding 
Chinaman, according to this observer, 
may well say, 'Defend us from our 
defenders!' What has been happening 
at Canton during t lie past week lends 
support to this view. Because a police- 
man in the execution of what he con- 
ceived to be his duty arrested a couple 
of soldiers by way of pulling an end 
to a brawl in the public street, some 
three or four thousand troops cast 
military discipline to the winds, disre- 
garded the commands of their officers 
and Hocked,' a disorderly rabble, into 
the crowded city, wreaking vengence 
on every member of the police force 
they met ami bent on razing police- 
stations to the ground. Something like 
a reign of terror appears to h ive 
existed in tin; City of Canton for three 
days. Firearms were used with deadly 
effect by . both parties to the combat, 
and but for the fact that Admiral Li 
was ablfe, by means of wireless tele- 
graphy, to rapidly concentrate his 
naval forces for the protection of life 
and property in. the city Hit; record of 
destruction and the loss of life would 
certainly have been far more ; formid- 
able than happily' is the case. Xo 
reliable statistics appear to be yet 
available as to the casualties incurred 



In this prolonged riot. Estimates usual- 
ly do, but having regard to the fact 
that botli the soldiers and the police 
I had arms and ammunition, It is not 
I improbable that the casualties run into 
I hundreds. The Viceroy and even the 
I military officers, were powerless to 
control the enraged soldiers. The latter 
were doubtless well aware of the 
punishment their mutinous conduct en- 
tailed. .Martial law prevails in the 
Chinese army, and the soldier detected 
in any flagrant crime has short 
shrift, his superior officers having the 
power of life and death in their hands, 
without the necessity of referring to 
the Emperor for colli! rmatinu of the 
sentence. Hence the mutineers hav.» 
deserted in large numbers, and are now 
being hunted down and shot when 
captured. At the .height of the riot a 
free pardon was promised those.'' who 
returned to barracks, and presumably 
it hail 1 be effect desired. Xo serious 
punishment can lie meted out to the 
general body of mutineers when thejj 
are to be numbered by thousands. The. 
, lesson learnt from the Incident is that 
the army of China is not amenable 
to discipline, and that in any disturb- 
ance which arises neither the govern- 
ment nor the commanders of the forces 
can coniidently count upon their 
loyalty and obedience lo commands. It 
was doubtless this feature of the Inci- 
dent at Canton that led to the report 
that this was the beginning of the 
antl-dynnstic rebellion which is be- 
lieved to be an ever-present possi- 
bility in South China, but in reality 
no political significance whatever Is 
to be attached to the incident, and it 
is a matter for congratulation that the 
mutiny of the troops lias not, by lie 1 
use of any political battle cry, drawn 
the civilian population Into the affray 
and magnified ii into a civil war." 



Invasion of Thibet 

Considerable comment was made in 
Japanese news-papers received by the 
steamer Titan regarding the Invasion 
of Thibet by a Chinese expeditionary 
force. The .liji Shlmpo considers ac- 
tion in Thibet is to be interpreted as ; 
an evidence of a new sense of sover- 
eign rights and a new determination 
to enforce them not only in Thibet.: 
but also In .Manchuria and .Mongolia. 
The Jlji considers that the incident j 
may prove a turning point in Asiatic 
history. 

The Japan -Mail says: 

"So far as can be made out at. 
present the sequence of events has i 
been this: — Since' the Dalai Lama's! 
return from Peking lasst year there [ 
has been an obvious disposition on the | 
part of the Buddhist priests in Tibet 
to defy Chinese authority, .lust as the 
Peking government was growing un- 
easy in the presence of reports to this 
effect, a despatch arrived from the 
Resident in Lhasa, saying thai .the j 
Dalai Lama bad concluded a eonvcii- 
tion with Russia, and urging that tt 
note should be addressed to St. 
Petersburg explaining the invalidity of 
such an agreement. The Chinese gov- 
ernment then decided that it was; 
time to take decisive measures, and j 
orders were issued to send a portion 
of the" Szchuan garrison troops to 
Lhasa. Xo sooner did these troops 
cross the frontier, however, than they 
began to take measures which from 
the people's point of view were count 
ed cruel and oppressive, though from 
the point of view of the troops they 
were essential commissariat precau- 
tious. On receiving news of tht'se 
_. I 



events, the Dalai Lama at once left 
Lhasa and crossed Into Slkkim." 

The Buddhist pontiff is probably of 
the opinion that for some time past 
I his experiences have been too remark - 
[ able and too interesting to be pleasant, 
j He Med from the Holy "City tin the 
approach of the VTounghusband Mis- 
sion; and though be was .invited to | be said t 
return and take part in the negot'J- J liuencd o 
ations that ensued he stoutly refused. 
The Emperor of China signed a decree 
depriving him of such .powers as he 
possessed. Hit. temporal authority was 
placed in the hands of a Regent anil 
Council, and his ecclesiastical pow- 
ers were transferred to the head of 
tin' Tashllunipo Monastery, generally 
known as the Tashi .'Lamia', whose 
divine attributes as an incarnation of 
the Buddha are scarcely inferior' to 
j those of the Grand Lama of Lhasa, 
j Since then th(! latter has been a wan- 
derer. He went tp Peking in the 
autumn of 100S, and was received there 
I with profound respect" both by the 
populace and the: government. I! was 
reported at the time that the Chinese 
authorities were willing to assist film 
to return to. Lhasa on the condition 
j that he would in future be wholly 
| guided by the advice of the Ambans, 
or representatives of the Imperial 
government there. If, however, this 
arrangement was really contemplated 
it must have fallen through. At any 
rate, the Chinese later endeavored to 
prevent his return. It is probable that 
by this time they saw their way to 
re-establishing their suzerain control 
over Thibet without the aid of a shif- 
ty a nil not too intelligent hierarch. 
According to information received at 
the India office he reached Lhasa, 
after bis long absence, on Christmas 
day; but only In lind the place too 
hot to hold him As Hie British, gov- 
ernment relingulshed its right to have 
a representative at Lhasa, it Is Im- 
possible to say exactly what has 
happened. What seems most likely is 
that the Council of Regency was en- 
couraged b,y the Chinese Ambans to 
oppose any attempt mi his part to 
resume his old position; while the 
advance of a Chinese'' military force 
from the East may well have filled 
him with apprehensions for his per- 
sonal safety. Aftei a iiawqw escape 
from his pursuers be is now safe in 
British India. 

But the Might of the Dalai Lama 
ami. the preparations that are being' 
made for his reception at Calcutta are 
really of lessj Importance than the 
development of Chinese designs for fie 
complete subjugation of Thibet. The 
suzerainty of China, in this part 



High Asia dates back to a very early 
period, long before Dalai Lamas made 
their appearance on earth. It was 
temporarily overthrown by the Kal- 
muk Tartars 1n the eighteenth cen- 
tury, when a [Calhiuk chief invaded 
Thibet, slew the Mongol Khan who 
tried to defend Lhasa, and sacked and 
burned the great monastery at Potala. 
The Dalai Lama's life was spared, 
and he appealed to the Emperor of 
China, for assistance. A Chinese army 
was sent to Lhasa, the Kalmuks were 
driven out, and the pontiff was re- 
stored. Some years later the Emperor 
Kienlung suppressed a native rising 
in Thibet, and it was then settled that 
the administration should lie invested 
in the hands of the Dalai Lama am! 
four .Ministers, or ".Shapes," but sub- 
ject to the authority of Chinese com- 
missioners. These are the Ambans, 
of whom we so often le-ar; and at 
first, no doubl,' 'they were practically 



the rulers of Thibet, especially as 
they enjoyed .privileges which usually 
enabled them to select new incarna- 
tion of the Grand Lama. But as the 
prestige of the Manchu Empire de- 
clined, China's hold on Thibet grew I 
weaker; and, in spite of Chinese pre- 
tensions/the Peking government may | 
have exercised no real in- I 
r Thibetan affairs through;- I 
out tiie greater part of . the last | 
century. Within the last two or three 
years, however, Chinese statesmen | 
have seen their way to recovering lost 
ground. The Brlt'lslj government un- 
wisely threw away most of the 
advantages gained by Sir Francis 
STounghusband's mission. China bav- 
in;;- failed tc restrain the Thibetans 
from unprovoked attacks on British 
Indian territory, her claims, to suzer- 
ainty might reasonably have been' 
ignored; and modified. British protec- 
torate comd have , been established 
with the full consent of the Thibetans, 
to their advantage and to that of our 
own subjects. But the clause of, the 
agreement empowering the India gov- 
ernment to have a political agent was 
vetoed, and the . only practical result 
of the expedition < was the exaction 
of an Indemnity. This the Chinese 
undertook to pay, foreseeing, no doubt, 
tiiat it. would give them a. hold over 
the Thibetans . which could be 
exercised whenever convenient. The 
Thibetan, part of the Anglo-Russian 
agreement showed that there need be 
no fear of interference either from 
London or St. Petersburg if a forward 
policy was pursued. 

it cannot lie said that tin: last step 
towards an effective occupation of 
Thibet by the Chinese . comes alto- 
gether as a surprise. .More than two 
years ago there wore evident signs 
that China was bent on breaking down 
whatever independence the Thibetans 
still enjoyed. Chinese officials, civil 
anil military, were sent to Lhasa and 
Shigatze and even to posts adjacent to 
tin' Indian frontier. The Viceroy of 
Szechuan, one of the ablest statesmen 
In China, was transferred to Lhasa as 
Amban; and as long ago as September! 
loos, it was reported that ho had been 
reorganizing the administration on 
linse laid down by the Central gov- 
ernment in Peking. A large military 
force was sent to the Eastern dis- 
tricts, where opposition to Chinese 
Interference was most likely to be en- 
countered, in November last, it was 
reported that the Ambai, at Lhasa had 
asked for troops to be sent to the 
capital, and, that a. general named 
Chiang Kuel-tl, with two regiments, 
had been ordered to advance. These 
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are probably the troops which have 
recently arrived at .Lhasa. By this 
time, it is probable that the Chinese 
have between 6000 and 7000 troops in 
Thibet; far superior in arms and dis- 
cipline to any force which the Lamas 
could put in the Held.

The burial was with full 
military honor.';. 

A Russian lad whoso foot was 
crushed while he was engaged in con- 
struction work Is waiting for his in- 
jured limb to heal in the Prince Rupert 
police station. He has been proffered 
tiie accommodation of tho best hotels, 
but. Insists that "this is good enough" 
— "this" meaning tho police station. lie 
has also shown himself an eccentric by 
declining $ 1,000 proffered by the con- 
tractors, assorting that he "hasn't 
earned the money." 

The 'bylaws of the city of Hovelstoko 
are In very had shape. They consist, 
according to the Mail-Herald, of a 
mass of odds and ends compiled over a 
period of about twelve years and 
pigeon-holed as idd scrap. Ltecont in- 
vestigation shows these bylaws have 
been a dead-letter. The taxes provided 
under them have not been collected, and 
it is doubtful whether anyone: knows 
what bylaws or taxes are in force, ml 
what are not. For the past six years 
various councils have proposed to have 
the city bylaws revised and consolidated 
and the present council would do good 
work for the city if it undertook the 
task, which has been shelved by one 
council after another, till the bylaws 
are now in a hopeless mess. 

Rcvelstoke was tho scene of another 
tragedy last Monday when Gus Laakso, 
a Finn; John Osur, an Icelander; and 
M. J. McKay, a Scotchman, lost their 
lives through an accident at the new 
dam being constructed at the city hy- 
dro-electrlo plant, for which Newman 
it Co., of Winnipeg, have the contract. 
The men wore engaged in drilling boles 
for blasting out tho rockwall on the 
south bunk of the Illlclllewaet, to make 
room for the final section of the mono- 
lith, which is to he built into the rock 
of that hank. The rock is schistose in 
character, badly broken and In its dip 
overhangs the bed of the I lliclllewnet 
nt that point. At noon the men had fired 
a round of holes, and erected a staging 
so as to drill holes In the rock higher 
up. Thry had been at work an hour 
and a half after dinner, when a slab of 
rock, measuring about eight feet square, 
broke off from above their heads, hav- 
ing evidently been loosened by the re- 
moval of the underlying strata. It 
broko off without warning, falling on 
the three men ami crushing them with 
the scaffolding on which they stood 
down Into the bed of tho stream below, 
causing Instant death'.

It was in far 
less llnished state, though, than the 
other steamer, which was well under 
way. The Clarke steamer was com- 
menced at the beginning of this week. 

The accident to tho steamers was 
duo to an unusually early and heavy 
run of ico in the Fraser river, which 
jammed at the canyon and caused the 
water to rise to summer high water 
mark. 

The damaged sternwheeler of the 
British Columbia Express Company 
was being built at a cost of $10,000.

Tees Returns to Port With the 
News that 21 Have been 
Captured by the Orion and 
St, Lawrence 



Tho steam wha.lcrs of Sechart have 
begun work in earnest, according to 
advices brought by the steamer Tees, 
Capt. Gillam, which reached port yes- 
terday afternoon from the West Coast 
with a cargo of whale oil and general 
freight and 62 passengers. The 
steamers Orion and St. Lawrence, 
which are being operated from tho 
Sechart station, have secured a total 
of twenty-one whales since they be- 
gan work, eleven being taken since 
the last visit of the Tees to the sta- 
tion. As was the case last year, there 
Is keen rivalry between the hunters on 
the two steamers. The Orion was 
leading her rival by one whale, having 
a total of eleven, against ten for the 
St. Lawrence. The Tees brought 150 
tbarrels of whale oil from the West 
Coast station. 

News was brought by tho Toes from 
Quatslno of an accident in tho coal 
mines there. Barnes and Francis, two 
former Nanaimo miners, were going 
Into the tunnel, one carrying a safety 
lamp, tiie other a naked light, when 
a small pocket of gas exploded and 
burned both severely about the face. 
The Injured men went across the trail 
to Hardy Bay to take passage from 
there to the hospital maintained by 
the Church of England at Alert Bay. 

Two sealing schooners were reported.

The 
statement Is made on the authority of 
Scottish Engineer Falckney, who yes- 
terday \vus on board the Princess 
Charlotte on a special speed trial 
which was undertaken to test her 
speed. . 

The s.s Princess Charlotte left port 
at 10 a. m., with the object of carrying 
out a series of speed trials. Her speed 
on a measured course of 10.7 knots, 
from Trial Island to itaco Rocks, with 
and against the tide, was 20.114 knots 
per hour. 

Subsequent- to this trial the vessel 
was put on a run from Brotchlo Ledge 
to Point Wilson, and return, when the 
sliced averaged 19.80 knots per hour. 
T'lis speed was bused on tfc|i distance 
given by patent log, the various cur- 
rents and tides upon the route prevent- 
ing any further record melng made. 

The results were considered most 
satisfactory by Scottish Engineer 
Paiekeny ,and ho and his assistants 
having completed their task in Vic- 
toria, will now return to the old land. 

The Princess Charlotte was .never 
built for a 20 knot service boat, yet in 
all her speed trials she has exceeded 
this clip. When 1'ir.st fried in a six 
hour run on the Clyde, her speed was 
20.31 knots per hour, 

The question of the rival speeds of 
the Princess Charlotte and the Prin- 
cess Victoria has been the subject of 
considerable partisan comment on the 
waterfront ever since the former ves- 
sel arrived at this port. The latest 
trial ^evidently demonstrates the su- 
periority of the newer ship, and until 
some new record is made by the 
Princess Victoria, the Charlotte must, 
on' the authority of experts, be award- 
ed the palm.

The Toronto dtp 

Board of Control 
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Tho history of tho rise and progress 
of municipal government may be trac- 
ed buck to a period so remote that It 
Is finally lost in the obscurity of an- 
tiquity. The word "municipal" Is no 
doubt derived from the R irsati "munl- 
cipitim;" but civic organization will 
probably be found' In a more or less 
crude state long prior to the time 
when Romulous and Remus were suck- 
led by a she wolf. 

Municipal government, so far as It 
Is the subject of authentic history, has 
been established and developed largely 
in Europe and America. The motives 
underlying Its creation have varied in 
different countries., In Spain, for ex- 
ample, It was granted by tho kings as 
a means of defence, they not having 
the wherewithal themselves to defend 
the kingdom. In most places, on the 
other hand, it arose out of local neces- 
sities and for local convenience. One 
writer states (Encyclopaedia Brltan- 
nica "municipality"), "the muncipall- 
ties of every country have a separate 
history of their own, and it is difficult 
to find any general law in determining 
their method of development." 

We find them under various names, 
boroughs, guilds, burgeoulsies, com- 
munes, communa, civic franchises and 
civic charters, and in our land, coun- 
tries, townships, cities, towns and vil- 
lages. 

It may be interesting to note hero 
that a municipality has no vested or 
inherent rights such as pertain to a 
federal government. It is purely a 
creation for local objects and its scope 
is limited strictly to what it given it 
expressly 'or implied by law or charter. 
Beyond these limits its acts are ultra 
vires. 

In our Dominion it can perhaps be 
fairly stated that there are three great 
elements underlying our civic govern- 
ment, viz., first, the legislative; second, 
the administrative; and, third, the ex- 
ecutive. I am a'wdre that the two lat- 
ter terms are often, used as having the 
same meaning, but wo here distinguish 
between them by attributing the word, 
"executive" to the head of the various 
departments employed 'and paid to 
carry out the actual works of the cor- 
poration, constructive and otherwise. 
Bv the administrative is meant tho 
body which works out the mass of de- 
tail that always intervenes between the 
acts of tho legislative and their actual 
fulfilment by the executive. 

As an illustration of the distinction 
between tho legislative and the admin; 
is tractive let me quote the Immortal 
Swift, wdio said: "It may pass for a 
maxim of state that the administrative 
cannot be placed in too few hands, nor 
the legislative in too many." I would 
impress this maxim, because it will be 
referred to a little later as one of the 
chief features present in determining 
to create the Board of Control in Tor- 
onto. 

It might be convenient here to refer 
to the agitation which for some years 
has prevailed more or less both in 
Canada and the United States for 
civic government by Commission. The 
inherent weakness of civic government 
by Commission, as we uylorstand It, 
is that 'while It provides lor adminis- 
tration, it entirely ignores the legisla- 
tive, which is one of the essential ele- 
ments of any good government. 



Tho Board of Control 

With these genera! observations, lot 
us proceed now to discuss the precise 
subject with which this paper is in- 
tended to deal, and for the sake of 
clearness I will take the liberty of sub- 
dividing It, as follows:, 

1st. The origin of the Board of Con- 
trol In Toronto. 

2nd. Its functions. 

3rd. Its operation and success. 

So fiir as I can loam the board of 
control as an integral part of the civ- 
ic institution originated In Toronto. 
It cannot well be said that any one 
thing or condition caused it to bo 
founded. In all probability, 'perhaps 
without having read of being conscious 
of it, the principle of Swift's maxim 
above referred to, that there cannot be 
too few in the administration or too 
many for legislation asserted itself 
strongly enough to demand a change. 
Prior to 1396, when the Board of Con- 
trol was launched In to being, the leg- 
islative side of our city council was 
strong and the administrative weak. 
Everyone connected with the work of 
the corporation realized that there was 
loo many administrators altogether. 
For each department, such as the 
Works, Fire, Parks, Property, Island, 
etc., there was a standing committee, 
besides which there was an Fxccu- 
tlve Committee Which bad charge of 
all the finances of tho city. The ad- 
ministration, therefore, was In the 
hands of, perhaps, more than half a 
dozen committees, some of them quite 
large, consisting or a dozen or more 
members. All the standing commit- 
tees reported to tho council through 
the Executive Committee to vary, al- 
ter or amend any of the standing 
committees' reports was so limited 
as to practically amount to nothing. 

Executives Committee 

The Executive Committee consisted 
of the two senior members lor each 
of the six wards; consequently there 
were twelve men upon It, many of 
them also, practically by virtue of 
their seniority, chairmen of the other 
committees. This committee had 
charge of the advertising for and the 
opening of tenders, and, subject to 
the approval of council, the awarding 
of contracts, and it was openly al- 
leged on several occasions that Infor- 
mation as to tenders leaked out be- 
fore the time for opening them had 
arrived, and this gave rise to a great 
deal of friction and adverse criticism. 
In addition to the large number of 
persons in whom tho administration 
was vested was the fact that the 
meetings wore Infrequent, Except 
tho Executive each committee met 
once in two weeks and the Executive 
very little oftener, with the result 
that business of the greatest import- 
ance was kept standing over for a 
considerable time' and there wns a 
lack of close touch between the legis- 
lative, administrative " nnd executive 
branches of tin. corporation govern- 
ment.. Considerable public discussion 
took place as to the remedy to be ap- 
plied to bring about satisfactory ad- 
ministration. Many were in favor of 
government by Commission. It_ was 
on all sides felt that a change of 
some kind was needed and the Im- 
portant point to determine was what 
form the change should take In order

to best' serve the Interests of the city. 
The Idea of a Commission was rather 
attractive and had' many supporters. 
Probably It failed to become tho real 
factor In the situation owing to the 
desire of the people to have u con- 
siderable legislative' body In close 
touch with the electorate and readily 
responsible to them from year to 
year. Another solution was looked 
for, and legislation was by tli-i On- 
tario Legislation placed upon the 
statute book about the year 1804 pro- 
viding for a small board of adminis- 
tration, which seemed likely to meet 
tho necessities of the case. At/ tjiia, 
timo there being six wards in Tor- 
onto, four aldermen were elected from 
each ward, and the Mayor elected 
from the city at largo each year. The 
council, therefore, consisted of "5. 
members. Tho provincial legislation 
which was passed authorized tho 
council to drop the Executive Com- 
mittee and elect out of its own mem- 
bers a small committee to be called 
ti Board of Administration consisting 
of three aldermen and the Mayor. 
Ample administrative powers were 
given to this committee and its ap- 
pointment and operations were re-, 
garded with a great deal of public 
interest. In the following year au- 
thority was given by legislation to 
change the name of the committee 
from the Board of Administration to 
the Hoard of Control. Each of Its 
three members received a salary of 
$700. Tin.' Mayor's salary at that 
time was $4,000 per year. Changes 
were from time to time found neces- 
sary. For instance, the Mayor had 
two votes and* each of the other mem- 
bers had one vote, and therefore the 
Mayor ami one member practically 
constituted n majority. This was 
changed by adding another member 
and taking away one of the Mayor's 
votes, thus making the board to con- 
sist of the Mayor and lour members. 
After some years' experience and find- 
ing that the appointment of the 
Board by the Council each year gave 
rise to a great deal of wire-pulling 
and not a little friction, it was decid- 
ed to try the experiment of a Board 
elected by the people, anil the Pro- 
vincial iegislatiou was amended, pro- 
viding that the people in each ward 
should elect only three aldermen nnd 
tile city as a Whole should elect four 
controllers and the Mayor, and that 
till should sit together in council, the! 
Mayor presiding. The salary of con- 
trollers was Increased to $i,000, nnd 
subsequently authority was given to 
make it $2,500, which was done, anil 
the Mayor now receives $5,000 per an- 
num, and is by law chairman of the 
Board. At first the law required that 
no one could qualify as a controller 
who had not served the city as a:i 
alderman for at least two years. This 
clause was repealed a couple of years 
ago, though up to Bate only one has 
been elected who had not previously 
been ah alderman, nnd even In that 
case the candidate wns able to claim 
twelve years' municipal 'experience 
In connection with one of the news- 
papers. It is generally felt that ex- 
perience in the City Council is very 
Important 'for, one who desires to be 
a controller. Out of this process of 
evolution came the Board of Con- 
trol of Toronto as now constituted. 
No doubt tiie evolution will continue 
until eacli of the controllers receives 
an adequate salary and gives his 
whole time and attention to the busi- 
ness, and we will 1 ' then have all the 
advantages of government by Com- 
mission without' destroying' in any 
way the le'glsle*j,\e authority of. the 
City Council 

Functions of Boards 

2nd, The functions of the Board of 
Control. These might otherwise be 
(lofined as the powers, duties, respon- 
sibilities and jurisdiction of Die 
Hoard, and without professing to go 
into till the details! they may be gen- 
erally described as follows: 

(a) tine of the lirsl duties of tile 
Hoard of Control after its election 
each year is to prepare the yearly 
estimates of receipts and expendi- 
tures, and lix the lax rate subject to 
the approval of the Council. This 
takes about tlirde or four months' 
time, us it covers all the city ami 
municipal services, including schools 
and tree libraries, and those who are 
familiar with tin- preparation of civic 
estimates and the direction of them 
and the detail involved will under- 
stand that tiie administrative part of 
the government, which Is to consider 
every item must spend an anormous 
amount of time at such a task. In 
point of form the estimates are pre- 
pared by the heads oftlio various de- 
partments, and in many departments 
such as the Treasurer's, City Clerk's, 
Solicitor's, Assessment Commission- 
er's, etc., come direct to the Hoard, 
hut In sonic instances, such as the 
Works, Property, Flro Department, 
etc., they go first to tin- appropriate 
committee, but the actual Until re- 
vision anil elimination is made by the 
Hoard of Control, having regard to 
the whole revenue for the year, and 
the amount at which the tax rate is 
desired to he fixed, and all subject to 
the ultimate approval o£ the City 
Council which generally passes the 
estimates at one or two sittings. 

(b) All the city business of every 
kind comes directly from or litters 
through the Hoard of Contr d to tin; 
( 'its- Council for legislation considera- 
tion. Many matters are merely re- 
ported to th,. Council. All the com- 
mittee reports .are forwarded to the 
Hoard, which has lb" right, to revise 
them and add any amendments, and 
as amended send them on to Council. 
In regard to the finances, the amount 
reported by the Hoard cannot be In- 
creased without a two-thirds vote of 
the Council, although a majority of 
the Council can reduce or refer back. 
The principal portion of the Council 
meeting every two weeks is taken up 
in considering and passing Hoard of 
Control reports. These reports, of 
which there arc generally, about thirty 
during tho year, are passed through 
substantially as sent In by the Hoard 
of Control. There are usually, how- 
ever, a few amendments, sometimes 
trilling, nnd often important. 

(c) Tho Hoard of Control author- 
izes and awards all contracts for 
municipal' works and supplies, and 
makes provision for inspection of 
works. It controls the general direc- 
tion of departmental works. 

(d) In the case of a vacancy lit 
tho head or sub-head of ;i depart- 
ment, the Board nominates the per- 
son to till tho vacancy, it can also 
suspend or dismiss officials, all sub- 
ject to the approval of Council. 

(e) During the vacation, months, 
July and .Vufrust, greatly increased 
powers are given to the Board of 
Control by bylaw, owing to tin- sus- 
pension of the meetings of the coun- 
cil at that time. At the hist meeting 
of the council before vacation each 
year u bylaw Is passed authorizing 
the Board of Control to carry on the 

business and defining Hit extraordinary 
powers and Jurisdiction for the time 
being. 

(0 It also performs all other duties 



which may be relegated to the city 
council, 

The Administrative Link 

From tho above it will be seen that 
the Board of Control Is the adminis- 
trative, link between the city council 
and the officers of the corporation who 
carry out ,tlie various works, In 
short, as above stated, all the work of 
tho city is originated by or sent on 
through the Hoard of Control to coun- 
cil. One might think at first sight 
that these various duties tire so nu- 
merous and important that they would 
appear to strip the council of its chief 
functions, and leave it as a mere fig- 
urehead to record the will of the Board 
of Control. This, however, lias not 
proved to be the ease. There litis been 
little or no jealousy between the coun- 
cil and the Board of Control. The 
council lias always 1 recognized the fict 
that Hie Hoard in exercising Its 
functions has and must continually 
havo regard to the dignity nnd impor- 
tunco of the Hoard of Aldermen, nnd 
it must also be b,orne in mind that ex- 
cept in small matters, no act of the 
Board of Control is tlnal and complete, 
no monies recommended by them to 
bo paid can be paid, no contracts rec- 
ommended by them to be let are tlc- 
tually let until the action of the Board 
is ratified- by the city council. As u 
general rule only a majority is needed 
for the purpose of ratification, but, as 
before stilted, In money matters the 
amount cannot be increased by the 
council without a two-thirds' majority. 

Having regard to the above 
functions and also on a variety of 
others which do not come speciiically 
under any general head, It will readily 
be seen that the general scope of the 
work of the Board of Control is and 
was Intended to be, the working out of 
the policy of the council and digesting; 

I the multitude of details which are 
necessary before the legislation of the 

I council can be placed in the hands of 
the .officers o'f the city ready for exe- 
cution. As an Illustration of how the 
functions are worked out, take for ex- 
ample the case of a pavement. The 
City Engineer reports that a pave- 
ment is necessary on a certain street. 
This comes before the Committee on 
Works who recommend it and pass It 
on to the Board of Control, who con- 
firm the recommendation and sent It 
on to the city council who add their! 
confirmation. The matter is then re- 
ferred back to the Board of Control, 
which advertises for and receives ten- 
ders. These tenders tire opened by the 
Board in one of Its public meetings 
and they decide which of the tender- 
ers should receive the contract, and 
forward their recommendation to the 
city council, which as a general rule, 
is conllrmed. The matter then comes 
back to the Board of Control again 
nnd under their supervision the con- 
tract Is prepared, executed by the' 
contractors, by the vice-chairman of 
the Board of Control, and by the 
Mayor before the transaction Is com- 
plete. It will thus be seen that every 
branch of the civic government has 
Its due share, and only Its due share, 
of the work and responsibility In car- 
rying out a transaction as above des- 
cribed, and It will he noticed that, the 
chief responsibility and the working 
out of all tho detaijs devolves upon 
the Board of Control. Tiie abovo 
transaction may be taken as typical 
of the manner in which, the respective 
jurisdictions of the city council and 
the Board of Control are adapted to 
each other and harmonize in tho pro- 
per carrying out of the city's business. 

3. The, operation and success of tin: 
Board of- Control have, we rrlay fairly 
say been phenomenal, and I bellve wo 
can safely assert that there has never 
been a more popular civic institution 
in Toronto. Its creation and tin? 
manner in which it has fulfilled the 
expectations in regard to It, have left 
nothing to be desired. Xo doubt the 
process of evolution will continue and 
indeed already we can see indications 

I of changes which might be made In 
the way of improvement, but up to the 
present timo tho Board lias been a 
decided success. Having been on it 
but two years myself and what I des- 
cribe having been largely the work of 
my predecessors, I trust that 1 will 
not bo considered egotistical in giving 
it the credit to which it is thought to | 
be entitled. 

Many Meetings 

The meetings of the Board tire In- 
numerable. It is quite within the 
mark to say that there Is at least orf 
an average of one meeting for every 
working day in the year. During the 
several months when the estimates 
are being considered there are often 
three meetings in a day, and special 
meetings are a very common thing 
| throughout the whole year. The usual 
and ordinary public meetings of. the 
Board are held on Tuesday, Wednes- 
day, Thursday anil Friday of each 
week, between 11 and 1 o'clock, and 
usually take nil the whole of the time. 
These meetings have become, very 
I popular, because tiny matt In the city, 
however humble lie may be, has, and 
any deputation of citizens have the 
| right to come without notice or any 
I preliminaries and- state tiny civic 
I grievance before the Board, whether 
! It relates to a sidewalk or a drain, or 
I indeed to any business, and the head 
of the department having the matter 
• in charge is sent for and it is threshed 
! out and the complaint dealt with tit 
I once. 

The Hoard is In close touch every 
I day with the heads of the various de- 
partments, c-ach of whom can ho 
I brought to tin- meeting on a moments' 
notice to discuss anything relating to 
his department, tine of the advan- 
tages of the Board Is that its business 
is transacted, while having every re- 
gard to the legal nnd necessary form, 
without any more formality that busi- 
ness between man and man. and the 
result is that the people appreciate 
very much the courtesy they receive, 
the promptness with which their mat- 
ters tire handled, and the satisfactory 
way, from a business point of view, 
in which they llnd everything done by 
the Hoard . 

Meetings Are Public 
Probably one of the most essential 
elements of successful government In 
this democratic age is publicity. Tint 
ordinary meetings of the Hoard of 
Control arc public, and what they do 
in the morning is known by the whole 
city, through the evening newspapers 
in the evening, ami hi that manner 
from day to day, the people generally 
nre kept in close touch with the opera- 
tions uf civic government to tin extent 
which one, without knowing It, would 
hardly believe to be possible. 

While the ordinary and genera) 
meetings of Die Board nre public, It 
reserves to Itsell the right to hold 
private sittings, which is done as a 
rule when consulting with the Caw 
Department, when negotiations are be- 
ing carried on that It would not be 
wise in the public interest to divulge 
until they terminate In some way, and 
in the considedrtiOrf of the estimate's 
and the discussion of the details 
thereof with the heads of depart- 
ments, and officials, in these and other 
matters Die Board has found it fri the 
city's Interests to havo occasional 
private meetings. This right litis 
never been challenged except by some

Trades Union Principles 

Why shouldn't workingmen have as 
much right as anybody else to have 
a minimum rate of wages? The doc- 
tors get together and decide what shall 
bo the least amount for which they 
will make a call. The coal dealers 
agree on a uniform price. The same 
thing is true of practically every 
business In the country. Even some 
preachers' organizations will not In- 
stall a minister unless the congrega- 
tion promises to pay him their union 
rates of wages. Why doesn't somebody 
set up a howl on some of these folks? 
Why does everybody Jump on the 
labor union when it simply fqllows the 
examples of those who are supposed 
to know better? 

Same thing with "limiting the out- 
put." How- often do wo get slammed 
on this question? Why doesn't the 
country jump on the coal operators, 
who deliberately decide at the begin- j 
ning of the season just how much 
coal is to be mined, p,o that they may 
regulate the price? What about the I 
owners of the steel plants and other 
great corporations who do just as they I 
choose about such matters? Nobody', 
seems to care very much about what 
these people do, but the whole crowd 
will throw it into the worklngman 
when be tries to make a fight for a 
decent living. The corporations do 
these things so that they may get a 
'bigger profit. The worklngman seeks 
to regulate his craft so that he can 
make both ends meet. 

They call us a trust. How can an 
organization he a trust when we are 
all the time after new members, try- 
ing to get every man in the craft to 
join us, ami sometimes lowering or 
cutting our initiation fee altogether, 
in order to make it easier for him to 
do so? A trust Is exclusive. Its a 
close corporation. Our union is a 
wide open institution, whose doors are 
closed only by Incompetents, Immoral, 
and disreputable characters. 

Then they say that we are Insisting 
upon a "closed" shop. There's quite a 
difference between a closed shop anil a 
union shop. As a matter of fact, when 
the average employer runs a so-called 
"open" shop. If is actually a "closed" 
shop to the trades unionist, because the 
boss will not employ a union man. One 
of the- questions that Is asked every 
man who applies for a job In most big 
shops is this, "Are you a member of a 
labor union?" If ho Is, he steps down 
and out. 

The day of Individual bargaining has 
gone by for most workmen. We pre- 
fer to do our bargaining collectively, 
through a chosen representatlpe who 
knows all about the game, because he 
Is a specialist on that sort of a deal. 
He knows the tricks that are com- 
monly practiced on workingmen, so 
that he can properly represent our In- 
terests, lie goes to the boss and 
makes him a proposition that the un- 
ion which he represents will furnish 
him with competent men. These men 
are to work so many hours per day, 
and all details are to be settled by 
mutual agreement. Our business agent 
can control the men In his organiza- 
tion. They will abide by the con- 
tract which he litis made. We cannot 
control the men who are outside our 



organization, so that wo ask the em- 
ployer to employ only our men, in 
order to • have perfect harmony If 
these outside men will agree to make 
the snmo contract that we have made 
with the boss, they come in on the 
same terms. We ask no more of them 
than we are willing to do ourselves. 

I'll admit that it isn't a square deal 
to force a man into the union if he 
feels that ho doesn't want, to join. But 
if he will not come In, then ho has no 
right to the benefits which come as 
the result of our lighting and sacri- 
fices. Many a worklngman who says 
that he has "conscientious scruple's" 
against joining the union, simply 
means that he Is against paying dues 
and assessments for a thing which 
he believes he will get, anyway, be- 
causo the other fellows will do the 
fighting for him. I call that a snide 
game. 

It's all nonsense to say that the 
bosses would have advanced us with- 
out tho help of the union. They don't 
do things that way. Some of, them 
would, If they could, but unless the 
bosses as a class are compelled to do 
so the better class of employers would 
find It hard to compote with the fel- 
lows who declined to advance wages 
and other privileges. As it is, under 
the union rules, they are all on a com- 
mon footing, and they know just what 
every other employer Is compelled to 
pay his men, unless there tire special 
reasons why he may pay more or less, 
'but in such a case the thing is balanc- 
ed up In some other way. so that they 
are still in the same class. Our plan 
really protects the man who wants In 
do the square thing by us. 

But about this whole business of 
judging labor unions," why does every- 
body gauge us by our worst points, 
whereas they themselves expect to he 
judged by their best? [colics don't 
treat any organization its they do ours 
in this respect. It's hardly a square 
deal. When the average man thinks 
of the labor union, his mind runs at 
once to the last union "slugging" 
story reported by a sensational news- 
paper, which, in all probability, was 
greatly exaggerated, and for which

It might not be amiss to tell albout 
the way In which organized labor has 
elevated the great mass of workers. 
Their labor halls have become social 
centres, where lecture courses are 
given, and where the union man may 
tokc his wife anil family for social 
functions. Why don't our enemies tell 
albout the sick and death benefits paid 
out by our national and local organiza- 
tions, so that a trades unionist never 
appeals to anyone for charity? What 
a'bout the correspondence schools that 
are being supported, so that a man 
may become a better mechanic'.' Let's 
hear about the technical courses that 
are being printed In our journals.

The 
company was capitalized at $2,000,000 
In ono dollar shares, and Wallace and 
rOastbrook took 1 00,000 shares at 2r>c 
apiece, while Mr. Chapln took a bigger 
block, so that throe of them held con- 
trol. Drilling proceeded and a few days 
ago they struck more oil than they 
know what to do with. The well (lowed 
for a while at the rate of 50,000 barrels 
a day, and before they got it plugged, 
$10,000 to $15,000 worth ol* oil Mowed 
away after filling a reservoir built to 
boh)' several thousand barrels.

James Crichton, the younger, of liliock, 
called the Admirable Crichton, was an extraor- 
dinary person. Born on August 19, 1500, he 
was slain by a sword-thrust on Jul}' 3, 1582, 
and the question has always been in what cir- 
cumstances did he fall? In 1604 his country- 
man, Thomas Dempster, reporting the con- 
temporary story in Italy (where he was in 
1582). says that the young Prince of Mantua, 
with two fencers, encountered Crichton one 
night ; Crichton had a friend with him. One 
of the bravoes he despatched, and turned 011 
the Prince, who declared his own identity. 
Crichton then knelt down, asked pardon, hand- 
ed the Prince his rapier, ami was stabbed to 
death. This is the usual story, as usual not 
quite accurate. Hut .Mr. Douglas Crichton 
publishes in the Proceedings of the Scottish 
Antiquaries, tin- letters written on the night 
of the event and later, which he has found in 
the Mantuan State Papers. To get the exact 
truth cut uf these and other documents is a 
task for Mr. Sherlock Holmes. 

Crichton. though a "barbarian." had ac- 
quired in polished and learned Italy an extra- 
ordinary reputation for erudition, oratory, dia- 
lectic skill in religious controversy, mastery of 
languages, cunning in fence, and personal 
beauty. The Duke of Mantua employed him tu 
fortify the town, ami admired him so much 
that the jealousy of his son, the Prince of Man- 
tua, was aroused. Crichton's letters, read in 
-MS. by Mr.. Douglas Crichton. show that he 
was aware of his danger. "The letters indi- 
cate an ominous foreboding." 

At 4 a.m. on July 3, 1582, the Command- 
ant of Mantua wrote to the secretary of the 
Duke, lie had been roused two hours earlier 
by the Prince, who asked him in open the \u>>- 
tern on the lake, that he might set four men to 
attack Crichton if he attempted to escape 
from tlie city by swimming. The Commandant 
replied that Crichton was (lying of a mortal 
wound. The Prince then told this story: lie 
had gone, armed with his buckler and a small 
walking sword, for a stroll with one Lanzonc, 
credited with the possession of a "bestial 
mind." A muffled stranger took the wall of 
him; the Prince thrust the man into the road 
with his buckler, and walked on: the stranger, 
as Lanzonc followed, stabbed him in the hack 
with a dagger of prohibited shape. Lanzonc 
tell, the Prince engaged the stranger, at a great 
advantage as he parried with his buckler, lie 
wounded his adversary with a thrust, ami the 
man said: "Pardon, your Highness, 1 had not 
recognized you," and walked away. Lanzonc 
died on the spot, and Crichton at the house of 
one Serena. The Prince later varied consider- 
ably in his tale, as we shall see. and it is curi- 
ous that he carried a buckler when wearing a 
light gilt rapier. It was customary to parry 
with the dagger held in the left hand. 13 y the 
way, two priests attended to the dying Lan- 
zonc ; their evidence, if they gave any, is not 
reported. 

On the next day the Conimrndant wrote 
again. "When the Signor Critonio disclosed 
himself, praying (he Prince to pardon him, his 
Highness at once withdrew." found Lanzonc 
dying, and went to the Commandant. The 
Prince now said that Crichton had necessarily 
recognized him from the first, as the moon- 
shine was very bright, and the Prince's face 
was open to view. In that case Crichton would 
certainly not have attacked the --on of his host. 

On July 4 the Duke intimated his distress 
and displeasure. The Prince had -lain his re- 
tainer "of world-wide fame." and had been in 
the company of the wretched Lanzonc. 



()n July 5 the Prince's tutor, Donate, 
spoke his mind to the Duke about the Prince's 
character, companions, and general behaviour 
with surprising freedom. As to the affair of 
Crichton, however, he said that the Prince 
only fought in self-defence. The Capitano di 
Giustizio (however his title should be trans- 
lated) now examined the case judicially: with 
such promptitude that he sent in his report by 
[uly o. The public voice already and always 
accused the Prince of a dastardly murder, lie 
reported that Lanzonc was killed by a dagger 
thrust "under the hone of the left shoulder"; 
therefore, from behind. The blood was on 
Crichton's dagger and Crichton's blood was on 
the Prince's rapier: he was struck in front, 
above the right breast. The sword was shorter 
than Crichton's by five inches. "The one 
party knew not the other till after the wounds" 
had been dealt. I bit the Prince had said that 
Crichton knew him at once, as he wore a biret- 
ta with no brim and the moonlight was bright. 

( >n July 27 the Prince made a written state- 
ment about the occurrences in a letter to the 
Bishop 01 Osimo, lie had met Crichton. and 
supposing that he was Ins own "grooin-in- 



waiting (he said this on July 3 to the Com- 
mandant), "1 went to knock him in jest, hut 011 
coming near 1 observed it was not he, and, 
therefore, putting up my buckler before my 
face, I passed, on leaving the Scotsman sus- 
picious." 

On July 3 he had said that he drove the 
Scot with his buckler into the road, and later 
that tin: Scot recognized him. Now be says 
that he hid his face with his buckler and that 
the Scot, not seeing his face, "was suspicious." 
This Prince is a bad witness The suspicious 
Scot, seeing Lanzone also with his buckler 
hiding his face, tried to take the wall of him. 
and "having done so drove into his shoulder 
his dagger up to the hilt." really, according to 
the post mortem examination, "a palm's 
breadth deep." However, " t 'will serve." The 
Prince now turned on Crichton, whose cut and 
thrust tin' Prince parried with his buckler. 
Crichton "not recognizing me." The Prince 
riposted, Crichton tried to parry with his dag- 
ger, as was the mode, failed, "got wounded, 
and having recognized me. commenced 1k>o- 
ging for his life." In the Prince's statement of 
July 3. Crichton did not "beg for his life," 



which he could defend. He said, "Pardon me, 
Highness, I did not recognize you." The 
Prince then gracefully calls Crichton "a 
wretch" and "a barbarian," and concludes. 

Dr. Douglas passes no judgment; the let- 
ters and the personal character of the parties 
speak for themselves." 

The Prince was a young ruffian, and not a 
truthful ruffian. Lanzonc was a notorious 
scoundrel ; the two priests who somehow hap- 
pened to be strolling about at (.'30 a. in. were, 
not examined; no questions ?.v said to have 
been put to anyone who saw Crichton after 
he was wounded. Anyone may believe that 
Crichton. set upon at night by two strangers 
whoso faces were hid by their bucklers, drove 
his dagger into Lanzone's hack as he went by, 
turned on the Prince, recognized him, knelt, 
begged his pardon, handed him his rapier, or 
rather invited the Prime to use his own, and 
was stabbed by the Prince. To act thus was 
like a chivalrous young man of Crichton's 
character and in his position. So famous a 
swordsman in a good light should have been 
able to parry the Prince's thrusts, if matters 
passed as in either of the Prince's variants. 



Pierre Loti on Egypt 

Pierre Loti rebukes with scorn those noisy 
tourists wdio forget when they cuter a mosque 
"One of the travellers, stumbling in the san- 
dals, which are loo large for her small feet, 
laughs a prolonged silly little laugh, like the 
clucking of a turkey. . . . Is there then 
no keeper, no guardian of this holy mosque? 
Ami amongst the faithful, prostrate there in 
prayer, none who will rise and make indignant 
protest? Who after this will speak to us of 
the fanaticism of the Egyptians?" 

Then, alter a scathing description of scenes 
in Cairo. Loti says: "This, then, is the Cairo 
of the future, this cosmopolitan fair! Good 
heavens! When will Egyptians recollect them- 
selves, when will they realize that their for- 
bears have left to them an inalienable patri- 
mony of art. of architecture, and exquisite re- 
finement; and tiiat, by their negligence, one 
of those towns which used to be the most 
beautiful in the world is falling into ruin ami 
about to perish ? 

"When I sec the things that are here — see 
them with the fresh eye of a stranger, impreg- 
nated with the glory of antiquity, I want to 
cry out to them with a frankness that is brutal, 
perhaps, hut with a profound sympathy: 

"'bestir yourselves before it is too late. 
Defend yourselves against tins disintegrating 
invasion — not by force, not by inhospitality or 
ill-humor — but by disdaining this Occidental 
rubbish, this last year's frippery by which vou 
are inundated. Try to preserve not only sour 
traditions and your admirable Arab language, 
but also the grace and mystery that used to 
characterize your town, the refined luxury of 
your dwelling In uises.' " 

Happily, the great French writer sees a dif- 
ferent people down by the Nile — "the Race of 
Bronze" he picturesquely calls them. 

"Put all this past grandeur has left it-- im- 
print on the fellahs. They have a refinement 
of appearance and manner all unknown 
amongst the majority of the good people of 
our villages. And those amongst them who by 
good fortune become prosperous have forth 
with a kind of distinction, and seem to know 
as if by birth how to dispense the gracious hos- 
pitalit v of an aristocrat. 



And here is a glimpse of Thebes by night, 
by that avenue which took passive multitudes 
nearly 3,000 years to build. 

"It is here, and especially at night, that you 
suffer the. feeling of having been shrunken to 
the size of a pigmy. Ali round you rise mono- 
liths mighty as rocks. Vou have to take twen- 
ty paces to pass the base of a single one of 
them. 

And then, in spite of the sonority 
of the vast straight walls, in spite of the echoes 
which prolong the cries, the silence obstinately 
returns. Silence The silence after all ai.d 
beyond till doubt is the true master at this 
hour (if this kingdom, at once motionless and 
blue — a silence that seems to be infinite." 



GIRLS' EDUCATION 

Are we educating our girls on the wrong 
lines? In the opinion of one authority, at 
least, we arc, and both parents and teachers 
will have to take stock of their position. 
Writing in the "Ladies' Field," Miss J. F. 
Dove, M.M.. the retiring head mistress of 
Wycombe Abbey School, who came so near 
being elected Mayor of Wycombe for last 
\ car. .says : 

"1 have been asked to say something of the 
education of women today. 

"I am sorry to .say that I believe it to he 
rapidly deteriorating. The good work- of some 
ten or twenty years ago," she says, "resulted 
in a bright and practical education, well cal- 
culated, by the prominence given to F.nglish 
language and literature, history and modern 
languages, to equip a girl well for talcing an 
intelligent interest in life, but with that solid 
and substantial substratum of definite train- 
ing, resulting from the study of classics and 
mathematics, which is the best known instru- 
ment for counteracting the vagueness and in- 
accuracy of the untutored young woman. 

"Now. alas! parental pressure, together 
with the unsympathetic altitude of some 
higher examinations, is driving bit by bit all 
definite training out of our schools. 

"It is one hard, stand-up fight all along the 
line for the conscientious head mistress 10 
into use. 



No More Love Stories 



A well known author has recently an- 
nounced her intention of w riting no more love 
stories. 

"Novels," she says, "have fallen out of 
favor; there is no longer any demand for 
them." According to her, the only readers of 
fiction, are doctors, lawyers and other pro- 
fessional men who like something easy to 
skim through after the fatigues of a hard day. 

Not all of us, surely, can say that these 
statements are borne out by our own experi- 
ence. To say nothing of Londoners (always 
great novel readers), in .almost every country 
house at home there is a table or shelf devot- 
ed to "library books." and here novels are by 
no means conspicuous by their absence. In 
fact, to be strictly truthful, works of fiction 
predominate, in nine cases out of ten. After 
all. why should they not? 

"Novels are sweets," said Thackeray. 
"All people with healthy appetites love them." 
The modern story may not be a masterpiece, 
but it is often well written and entertaining. 
Considering the number of newels which arc 
published every year, it is surprising how 
very readable they arc. 

The fiction of the moment often deals with 
topics of the day, providing openings for con- 
versation, not to speak of subjects lor dis- 
cussion. Every hostess owes a debt of grati- 
tude to the writer of a popular novel. A 
contemporary has lately pointed out that 
"there are plenty of authors silting down to 
write stories that shall keep grown up children 
rpiiet and' force them to abstain temporarily 
from mischief." 

( bight we not to regard such authors as 
benefactors to the human race? Nobody is 
any the worse for being lifted for a short 
time out of the worries of every day life into 
a world of imagination, and to give such in- 
nocent enjoyment to thousands of one's fellow 
creatures is no trilling privilege. 

Men who are engaged in (iull. crabbed 
work day by day. that demands minute at- 
tention, are wise to exercise those faculties 
which their ordinary occupation docs not call 
(Continued on Page Ten) 



Put wdiat other persons saw the encounter 
and told the usual story? Did the priests see 
it and blab? Did Crichton himself tell Serena, 
at whose house he died? If neither view is cor- 
rect, how did the common story about beg- 
ging pardon (corroborated, so far, by the 
Prince half an hour after the event) get into 
circulation? If the common story is true, the 
Prince, with great presence of mind, must im- 
mediately after the murder have rushed to the 
Commandant and asked to be allowed to send 
out a boat with four men to kill Crichton in 
case he tried to swim the lake. Of course, if 
unhurt, Crichton was too canny a Scot to at- 
tempt flight. Set on by two men with bidden 
faces, he had killed one and had begged pardon 
of the other, the Prince, as soon as he recog- 
nized him. He was secure in the favor of 
1 he Duke (Whom he had informed that be was 
in danger), and in the Duke's knowledge of 
the Prince's character. On the other hand, a 
good fencer may be hit by a had fencer, Crich- 
ton by the Prince.

.sans the sealing vessels have been 
obliged to remain sixty miles from the 
Islands where the baby seals are 'born 
nnd our sealers were not allowed to 
use firearms. This was according to the 
agreement, between Britain, Canada 
and the United States In hopes of pre- 
serving the seals. But as the Japanese 
sealers were at liberty to hunt 'Where 
and how they pleased, and the United 
States Commercial company ruthlessly 
destroyed the seals on the Islands of 
St. Paul, little good was done. 

Jn a few weeks the company's lease 
expires and It Is not likely to 'be grant- 
ed again;. Britain, the United States, 
Russia and-Japan are now trying to 
find the best way to preserve tho life 
of tho seals. Tt is thought that an 
agreement will be made, forbidding 
sealhuntlng far some years, and that 
the 'breeding places of the animals 
will be protected In future. If this la 
to be done all nations must consent to 
the 'bargain or It will be as useless as 
when the arbitrators at Paris acted 
'without consulting Japan. 

The nations of the world would tint 
think of making any important Inter- 
national agreement without taking 
Japan into account. 
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WITH THE PHILOSOPHERS 
Voltaire 

This eminent and very much maligned 
philosopher lived during- the lifetime of three 
of his monarchs, Louis XVI., Louis XV., and 
Louis XIV. He has been blamed in a great 
measure for stirring- up those sentiments 
■which led indirectly to the Revolution: 
though however culpable he may have been 
in this respect, the result was certainly far 
•from his intention. When we read of the life 
of Voltaire, we cannot but wonder why he 
has been the subject of so much adverse criti- 
cism. It was probably his attitude toward the 
church which prompted this, for be was al- 
ways an active partizan of those in favor of 
religious toleration, and wrote extensively ou 
this subject, fearlessly attacking those whom 
be knew to be at fault, lie believed in a nat- 
ural religion, and far from being an athiest, as 
most people think hint to have been, he was a 
devout believer in God. In the series of arti- 
cles, "Famous Frenchmen of the Eighteenth 
Century," the life of this great man was dealt 
with, and we saw then something of his real 
character, his fearlessness, his broad-minded- 
ness, his kindliness of heart, bis love of justice, 
his unselfishness. That such qualities should 
be prominent in a man at a time when rapa- 
city, infidelity and licentiousness were rife, is 
all the more creditable to him happy enough 
to possess such qualities. With Voltaire it has 
been the case "that the cwil that men do live 
after them: the good is oft interred with their 
.bones." Time will adjust the balance of 
things, however, tor evil and good eventually 
find their own levels. Voltaire was one of the 
most voluminous of writers the world has 
produced. His published volumes number 
nearly one hundred, and his correspondence 
was enormous, lie was a great admirer of 
English institutions, and ardently wished to 
establish something of the British social order 
of things in France. This was another cause 
for bitter attack upon him. Three times was 
he imprisoned in the Pastilc because of his 
writings, but the punishment does not seem to 
have had its hoped-for effect, as he continued 
in his own way until his death, though he was 
obliged to live out of France for the greater 
part of his life. Xo one can pity him for his 
isolation, however, lie had a' magnificent 
estate near Geneva, which he describes in the 
following letter: "A vast, rustic house, with 
wagons loaded with the spoils of the field, 
coming and going by four great gateways. 
The pillars of 'oak which' sustain the whole 
frairic are placed at equal distances upon pil- 
lars of stone ; long stables are seen at the right 
and the left. Fifty cows, properly fastened, 
occupy one side with their calves;' the horses 
and oxen are on the other side : their fodder 
falls into' the racks from the immense mows 
above. The floors where the grain is threshed 
are in the middle. . . . To the south of 
these beautiful monuments of agriculture are 
the poultry yards and the sheepfolds ; to the 
north are presses, store-room';, fruit-houses; 
to the east are the abodes of the manager and 
thirty servants; to the west extend large 
meadows, pastured and fertilized by all the 
animal companions of the labor of man. The 
trees of the orchards, loaded with fruit, small 
and great, are still another source of wealth. 
Four or five hundred beehives are set up on 
the banks of a little stream which waters this 
orchard. The bees give to the possessor a con- 
siderable harvest of honey and wax, without 
his troubling himself with all the fables which 
arc told of that industrious creature; without 
endeavoring- in vain to learn whether that na- 
tion lives under the rule of a pretended queen 
who presents her subjects with sixty to eighty 
thousand children. There are some avenue's 
of mulberry trees as tar as the eve can reach" 
the leaves of which nourish those precious 
worms, which are no less useful than the bees. 
A part of this vast enclosure is fenced by an 
impenetrable rampart of hawthorn, neatly 
clipped, which rejoices the senses of smell and 
sight." 

Passages from Voltaire's Pamphlets 
Love truth, but pardon error. The mortal 
who goes astray is still a man and thy brother, 
lie wise lor thyself alone: compassionate for 
him. Achieve thine own welfare by blessing 
others. 

To desire all is the mark of a fool. Excess 
is his portion. .Moderation is the treasure of 
the wise; he knows how to control his tastes, 
bis labors, his pleasures. 

Work is often the father of pleasure. I 
pity the man overwhelmed with the weight of 
his own leisure. Happiness is a good that na- 
ture sells us. 

Miracles are good; but to relieve a brother, 
to draw a friend , from the depths of misery, to 
pardon the virtues of our enemies— these are' 
greater miracles. 

A sure means of not yielding to the desire 
to kill yourself is to always have something 
to do. 

The human race would be too unhappy if 
it were as common to commit atrocious things 
as it is to believe them. 

Believe that in Mis eternal wisdom the 
-Most High has with His own hand engraved 
at the bottom of thy heart natural religion. 
Believe that the native candor of thy soul will 
not be the object of God's eternal hate.

BOOK REVIEWS 

The Book of Easter 

The growing practice of exchanging gifts 
at Eastertide 'makes the publication this week 
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U U N'. DE DERI RAN O LUGRIN 

by the Macmillan Company. First of all there 
is a book of a general nature — Practical 
Farming, by Dr. John McLennan. Here are 
embodied in simple form the principles derived 
from the latest scientific investigations in 
agricultural methods. The work covers prac- 
tically all of the problems which the ordinary 
farmer is compelled to face. Of a similar na- 
ture but a little more specialized is J.. H. 
Bailey's Manual of Gardening. This work sets 
forth the results of the author's wide experi- 
ence in investigating the amateur and com- 
mercial gardens in all parts of the United 
States. The numerous diagrams included, in 
the volume will be found exceedingly prac- 
tical and helpful in planning ami planting a 
garden. Two books on subjects on which there 
has been but little written heretofore are D. 
I.. Lyon's I low to Keep Pees for Profit, and 
C. S. Valentine's J low to Keep Hens for 
Profit. The authors have gathered their ma- 
terial from their own actual experience and 
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(March 2nd) of The Rook of Easter most op- 
portune. This little volume has an introduc- 
tion by Bishop Doanc, and decorative 
drawings by George Wharton Edwards. The 
selections, chosen from a great variety of 
authors, illustrate the custom- and ceremonies 
in different lands in the springtime and the 
belief- which have given rise to them, lie- 
ginning with the old hopeless view of life 
the quotations gradually change in character 
until in the final section they depict the joy 
and hope which the Easter season inspires 
today. There is a section on Easter play.-, w ith 
special reference to Ob/Crammcrgau, one on 
Easter stories and one on Easter hymns. Dis- 
tinctive customs such as the giving of Easter 
eggs and the Washington egg rolling are 
treated of and explained. The aim throughout 
has been to iouch the universal note in hu- 
man experi .nu which made the return of new 
life in the spring a world festival even before 
it received its fulness of significance on the 
morning of the resurrection.

Agriculture 
Time was w hen the application of scientific 
tides to farm management was looked upon 
as little short of fanaticism. It is only of late 
years that it has been widely recognized thai 
scientific principles underly successful tilling 
of the soil and that disregard of these prin- 
ciple will cause failure. In Agriculture on the 
Pacific Slopes, by E. W. Hilgarcl and VV. J. 
Osterhout, published this week- (March 2nd) 
are set forth in simple, concise English, just 
those lines along which it is necessary to 
work for the best results. While the book is 
designed primarily for those interested in the 
arid regions of our Western Coast, it is so 
comprehensive in its treatment, the climatic, 
and soil conditions taken up so varied, and the 
principles which it lays down so genuinely 
valuable, that it may' be successfully applied 
to any section of the country. The book is 
profusely illustrated, 



MUSICAL NOTES 

Dr. Richard Strauss, the composer of the 
much-talked-of opera "Elektra," is probably 
the richest composer in the world. His new 
musical production, ".Sylvia and the Star," was 
recently sold for $62,000, and another one of 
his works brought nearly St 0,000. Whenever 
he personally conducts a performance, he re- 
ceives five hundred dollars, and as he has very 
keen business instinct.--, and has made remark- 
ably good investments, he is worth a good 
many thousands. M, A. P. tells the following 
anecdotes regarding him : 

One of Herr Strauss' greatest annoyances 
is to be mistaken for that other Strauss who is 
known to lame as a composer of waltzes. He 
tells an amusing story of an occasion when he 
was present with his wife at a concert where 
one oi bis own tremendous compositions was 
played. Sealed next to him was a provincial 
to whom the music was evidently quite incom- 
prehensible. At last he could hear it no long- 
er and shouted out: "That man Strauss must 
be going mad! 1 wish we bad not come. He 
has probably written so many waltzes that 
they have turned his brain. Too had, too bad!" 

Another time, a lady attending one of his 
concerts sent a note round to the composer, 
who was conducting one of his great tone 
poems, asking him to give as an encore one of 
his pretty little waltzes! 

It is well known that the Kaiser was op- 
posed to the production of Dr. Strauss' "'Sa- 
lome" in Berlin, and it might never have been 
given there but for the composer's clever in- 
spiration. Hearing that court influence was 
against his opera, he sat down and composed 
two brilliant military marches. 

Of course, the Kaiser beard of this and bis 
love of things military made him wish to hear 
the marches. Shortly afterwards Strauss was 
invited to the palace, and was asked to play 
his marches to the Emperor. The stirring mar- 
tial music so appealed to Wilhelm II. that 
.Strauss heard no more about the opposition to 
"Salome." 



Probably the highest salary paid to a 
church singer in America was given recently 
to Mme. Rider-Kelsy, who earned S;,ooo a 
year by her church work. She has given up 
everything now, however, fur concert singing, 
which she finds much more remunerative and 
less taxing. \ 

Mme. Gadski does not believe in cosseting 
lor a singer, but thinks even tenors and so- 
pranos, whose voices are supposed to be so 
easily affected, cannot get too much fresh air. 
For herself, she declares she goes out in all 
sorts of weather, and sleeps with her windows 
wide open in the dead of winter with the ther- 
mometer below zero. 



At a recent performance at the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House, the leading soprano of the 
opera "Otello" was stricken with appendicitis 
during the smothering scene. Leo Slezak was 
taking the part of Otello and Frances Alda 
was the unfortunate Desdemona. Her suffer- 
ings during the strenuous scene can be better 
imagined than described, though both artists 
deny that Slezac's rough handling had any- 
thing to do with Miss Abla's seizure. The hit- 
ter is betrothed to Giulio Gatti-Casazza, the 
general manager of the opera company, and 
will probably not recover in time to sing again 
this season. 



There i> abundant evidence that comic op- 
era—the real comic opera, that has both music 
and story to commend it — is coming into its 
own again in this country. So says F. C. 
Whitney, who is one of the best musical au- 
thorities in America, in a recent interview 
with Musical America. Ton long has it-- vcrv 
remote relative, musical comedy, in many in- 
stances neither music nor comedy, held. tin. 
public attention, and it appears that when to 
this has been added the flood of meaningless 
jingle and ragtime horror, the public taste has 
demanded a new diet. Not only New Vcrk, 
but the country, has received anew a musical 
education. It has learned to distinguish be- 
tween wit and coherency un the one hand and 
banality on the other, and the demand for 
comic opera is the natural sequence. 

The arrival of Pav lova, the famous Russian 
dancer, was heralded in many American mag- 
azines and papers, indeed it was claimed that a 
very substantial inducement had to be given to 
the Tsar himself before he would permit his 
favorite dancer to leave the country. Any- 
way, she ba-. arrived and, according to all ac- 
counts, her beauty and charm have been in no 
way exaggerated, however little foundation for 
the rest of the story may have. She is light 
and grace personified, ami the artist who as- 
sists her is a very able coadjutor. His name is 
Mr. Mordkine, and he displays remarkable 
strength and agility. The Musical America 
thus comments 011 Pavlova : 

It was the first production of the dainty 
Dclibes ballet since Conried gave it at the Met- 
ropolitan half a dozen years ago, and to bear 
its delicately melodic measures was a most 
welcome privilege. Mine. Pavlova's triumph 
in it was complete. Coming here with a repu- 
tation placing her among the world's greatest 
dancers, she amply justified her fame. Not 
more than once or twiceSu a generation does 
one see such dancing. Beyond her merely tech- 
nical accomplishments, remarkable enough in 
themselves, Mine. Pavlova disclosed an art in 
suggestive pantomime that translated her 
every movement into viv id significance. Her 
grace was wonderful to behold, and her light- 
ness was as of tin: proverbial thistledown, in 
the sensuous beauty and charm of her move- 



ments she gave New .York something striking- 
ly new to admire, and there was always an 
easeful plasticity in her dancing that made 
even her most dazzlingly pyrotechnical feats 
seem harmonious and very far removed indeed 
from acrobatics.

Mine. Mazarin, who has recently created 
quite a sensation by her splendid singing and 
acting' in the gruesome opera "Elektra," has 
surprised the musical world very much by an- 
nouncing that she is married. Her husband 
is a student in the Latin Quarter in Paris, and 
is some years younger than herself. He is 
studying architecture, and when his wife has 
completed her engagement here she means to 
join him in Paris. They have been married 
since December and are, according to the 
prima donna, ideally happy. Mme. Mazarin 
was previously married and divorced; she has 
a little daughter nine years of age. 

The programme of Oliver Codling's forth- 
coming grand opera season is remarkable for 
its catholicity. It will include "Parsifal," "The 
Bohemian Girl," "Fidelio," "The Merry 
Devil," "Tristan unci Isolde" and Strauss' 
"Electrocura" — the last named subject to the 
approval of the censor. Besides these stand- 
ard works, Mr. Codling hopes to produce "A 
Suburban Hamlet." by Archie Pelago, the fa- 
mous Anglo-Hellenic composer; "Ulat Tanal- 
arezul." an Etruscan fantasy-opera ,by (Juan- 
lock de Banvillc, and "Jack the Ripper," a 
grand opera comique, by Ole Brok. 

Some notion of the initial difficulties to be 
faced by Mr. Codling may be gathered from 
the fact that each performance of "A Subur- 
ban Hamlet" will cost £2,000, irrespective of 
the composer's fee for conducting his work, 
which is £500 a night. Again, for M. de Ban- 
ville's work the orchestra will be increased to 
200 performers, while in Ole Brok's master- 
piece no fewer than 1,200 instrumentalists will 
be employed, including 300 contrabass bulbo- 
phones with reciprocating nozzles and Har- 
vcyized placket-flanges. 

Put the preliminary outgoings reach their 
highwater mark in the case of "Electrocula," 
where the inspissated gloom of the story ami 
the appalling display of blood-boltercd* rero- 
city in the last act rendered it necessary for the 
management to retain the services of a wdiole 
army of medical men. ambulance bearers arid 
nurses to attend to the needs of the terrified 
spectators. 

Some personal particulars relating to the 
artists will perhaps be of interest to our read- 
ers. Mme. Materna Seigel. who is of Pess- 
arabian extraction, is a woman of colossal 
build and Amazonian physique. Her shrieks 
in the death scene, as Strauss once generously 
observed, arc more like the cries of an inspired 
macaw than those of a human being. — London 
Punch. 



THE CHINESE QUESTION IN THE 
RAND 

The following extract from Public Opinion 
shows how they have dealt with the Chinese 
question in the Rand, and with what good re- 
sults : 

The last Chinaman left the Rand mines on 
Monday last, says Renter's correspondent. 
"Thus happily ends the miserable experiment 
which .-ought to turn the 'white man's coun- 
try' for which a great war was fought into a 
field for exploitation by yellow labor, cheaply 
bought and working under servile conditions." 
says the Manchester Guardian. 

"Put has the experiment really ended "hap- 
pily'? Has the Rand really not suffered any 
oi those grave disasters which we were told 
we should inflict on it if we dared, in 1906, to 
vote against Chinese labor? Let Mr. Langer- 
mau. who a few days ago presided over the 
meeting of the Johannesburg Chamber of 
Mine.-, reply. Has not the removal of the 
Chinese reduced dividends, checked the inflow 
of capital? No, says Mr. Langerman; last year 
provided a 'record in production and divi- 
dend disbursement.' and there was 'no diffi- 
culty in finding capital for new mines.' Indeed 
the quicker the Chinese went the better in- 
vestors seemed to like it. for 'apparently the 
confidence of investors in the industry, -was 
fully restored, and probably would become 
greater than ever.' 

"Put at least the number of white workmen 
has been reduced? For were we not always 
told that increase of Chinese was the. only 
road to the increase of white workmen? Sav's 
Mr. Langerman, 'an extremely gratifying- 
feature was the increasing number of white 
workmen employed in the mines' — 18 per cent, 
more than in 1908. Of course there was some 
shortage of native labor — there always is — 
but 'il bad not been so great as to affect the 
indust ry.'° 

"The opponents of Chinese labor have been 
justified at every point, and probably all par- 
ties in the Transvaal and South Africa are now 
glad that a system so unnecessary and so dis- 
creditable has come to the long-lookcd-for 
end. It is a happy consummation which re- 
flects equal credit on the Liberal government 
of 1906 and on the Transvaal ministry- which, 
in the face of many difficulties, steadily 
carried out a policy of withdrawal." 

The Westminster Gazette says: "There were 
over 51,000 Chinese workers at the mines 
when the work of sending them home again 
was undertaken. They have now gone, and a 
discreditable page, of English history has 
ended."

ENGLISH SOVEREIGNS 

Among the sovereigns of England, Henry 
of Monmouth, better known as llenry \\, is 
the most picturesque. Greater interest at- 
taches to him even than the Coeur de Lion, or 
the first F.dward. He was inure nearly like the 
I '.lack Prince than any other member of the 
Piantaganet family, although he had fewer 
vices than those, which characterized thai il- 
lustrious exemplar of chivalry. As a lad he 
displayed a genius for military matters, and 
was exceptionally courageous. His father, the 
King, gave him an opportunity to display his 
fitness for feats of arms by assigning him t6 a 
command in the operations against the Welsh, 
and so well did he perform the duties entrusted 
to him that his lame and popularity led the 
King to believe that his son aimed at supplant 
ing him upon the throne. Me therefore re- 
moved him from his command, whereupon the 
young prince plunged into dissipation with a 
zeal like that which he had exhibited in war. 
lie gathered around him many congenial 
spirits, and for some time led a life, which 
semed destined to end in disaster and dis- 
grace. But when the lime came for him in 
succeed to the crown, he completely altered 
his method of living, becoming as religious as 
hc had been reckless, and as full of great plans 
as he had been of boisterous mischief. In the 
war with France he distinguished himself, es- 
pecially at Agincutirt, where he gained a vic- 
tory against a force of vastly superior num- 
bers. He extended his power over all France, 
caused himself to be recognized as the heir to 
the French throne, aimed to control Naples, 
and died as he was planning an expedition to 
rescue the I loly Sepulchre from the Turks. 
This is the llenry of whom historians love to 
tell, and it is the llenry of whom Shakespeare 
tells in his powerful drama.. Hut there was 
another side to his character, His religious 
zeal led him to countenance, if he did not 
actually encourage, the burning of persons 
charged with heresies. I 1 is war against 
France, though technically only a renewal of 
hostilities after the truce arranged by Richard 
II. had expired, was a deliberate attempt, to 
lake advantage of a weak king and a distracted 
country. His valor and unquestioned military 
skill were marred by merciless cruelty, lie 
gave little care to the welfare of ins own peo- 
ple, and shaped his policy only so that it might 
gratify his persona! ambition, lie aimed at 
little short of universal dominion, and such 
was his ability that, if he had lived, he might 
have achieved it. 

His reign was not marked by any develop- 
ment of constitutional government, for which, 
indeed, there was very little room, seeing that 
Archbishop Arundel had declared in his place 
in Parliament during the lifetime of Llenry 
IV.. that there was no doubt that the Lords 
and Commons of England had the right, in 
Parliament assembled, to depose a sovereign 
and appoint another in his stead. No great re- 
form can he assigned to the reign of I [enry V. ; 
no notable institution was then inaugurated. 
Nevertheless, there was a steady hardening 
process going on in tin- institutions, which 
constitute the Knglish government. It was 
no longer necessary for Parliament to assert 
its rights, for they wen- no longer disputed. 
The baronage was already showing signs of 
weakness in its personnel, owing to it- great 
losses by death in battle .or on the scaffold for 
political offences. Henry's course toward-, 
them was in every way conciliatory. He drew 
the Church closely to him by his course to- 
wards heretics, and be dazzled the imagination 
of the common people by his splendid qual- 
ities as a soldier. He asked little of Fnglaml 
except men and money to carry on his wars, 
and so long as these were available, he saw no 
reason for interfering with Parliament. Thus 
die idea of parliamentary government became 
strongly implanted in the mind- of hugh-h 
men: the right of the representatives >f tie 
people to say what taxes should be imposed 
was fully recognized and the nation learned 
to look u pi >n I 'arliament a - supreme. 

Such in brief is the pari which llcnrv V. 
played in Fnglish history. When allowance is 
made for the customs of the limes, in which be 
lived, we need hav< no hesitation in declaring 
him to be one of the greatest of Knglish kings 
in those qualities, which go In make up a 
strong ami successful monarch, lie was not a 
greal king in the since thai Kdward I. was 
great, but he had those qualities which win the 
loyal support of the populace. Knglattd is 
• "Illy llle richer by glorious though Useless war 
lor the pan which he played upon the stage of 
history, and yet his is a name that will alwavs 
be anion- the mi><| honored in the long list of 
Linirlish si wcrci'iru -. 



THE JEWS 



In t he court of King Solomon there was a 
youth, of the tribe of liphraim, uf whom we 
are told that he was "a mighty man of valor." 
He attracted the attention of his sovereign, 
who made him ruler over all "the house of 
Joseph." thai is, ovei the tribes of Kphraint 
and Mcnasseh. Phcrc was cm-rent a propheo 
relating to this young man. to the effect that 
he was destined tu be king uf ten tribes of the 
Israelitish peopb. Whether it was because 
he believed this prophecy or because Jeroboam 
sought to strengthen nts influence al the cn 
pense of his sovereign; Solomon sought In- 
life, whereupon Jeroboam fled to Fgypt, where 
lie was living al the time the king died. When 
he heard that Rehoboam, Solomon's son, had 
ascended the throne, Jeroboam returned, to |n' s 
country, .and, placing himself at the head, of 
"all Israel." demanded of the new kino cer- 
tain concessions, It was a prototype of 
Runymede and the Great Charter, but Relio- 
bnam was made of sterner stuff than King 
John of England, and he tujt only refused the 



request of the people, but told them that 
whereas his father had chastized them with 
whips, he would chastize them with scorpions. 
I'croboam thereupon called upon the tribes to 
rebel, and they all responded to his summons, 
except Judah and Benjamin, and such repre- 
sentatives of the others, wdio were resident in 
the cities of Judah. He thus establishes a 
kingdom, which endured for upwards of two 
and a half centuries. The history of the King- 
dom of Israel is full of vicissitudes. There was 
war between it and Judah for many years, and 
the sacrifice of life was enormous, even if we 
make allowance fur the exaggeration that 
seems inseparable from ancient accounts ol 
battles, ddie last fight, which Jeroboam was 
engaged in. was against the forces of Judah, 
led by Abijah, king of that nation. In ibis it is 
.aid he lost 500,000 men. and shortly after- 
wards he died. At times the two kingdoms 
were in alliance; at other time.- they were en- 
gaged in hostilities. The progress of the 
country was by no means great. Indeed for 
the next two hundred years. Israel retro- 
gressed steadily, except only for brief periods, 
when some exceptionable able kin;;' was on 
the throne. The worship of Jehovah was aban- 
doned, I'' be renewed spasmodically at times, 
ami the whole tone of the people became low- 

erd. 

.Meanwhile great events were transpiring 
along the Euphrates, in the region over w hich 
David had extended his "sphere of influence" 
and Solomon had exercised sovereignty. The 
Assyrian Empire was rapidly coming to the 
front. L'nder Tiglathpileser it grew exceed- 
ingly powerful, and truly imperial in its char- 
acter, for it came to consist of a strong central 
power, formed by 'he absorption of Babylon 
hv Assyria, .and a -real number of tributary 
-laic-, including Syria, Phoenicia, Israel. Ju- 
dah ami the various kingdoms of Arabia. Just 
what was the nature of tin- relation between 
these feudatory power-- ami .Assyria is not cer- 
tain, except that they all paid tribute: but it is 
known that Tiglathpileser aimed at the con- 
solidation of the inhabitants of all Western 
Asia into a homogeneous population, for he 
adopted the policy of transferring the leading 
people of the countries, which he conquered, to 
places in Assyria and replacing them with As- 
syrian-. His object seems to have been two- 
fold. He thought by tins means to prevent 
rebellion, and he believed the various races 
would become in time assimilated. While 
he exercised suzerainty ewer Israel, he did not 
apply this policy to that country. Ilis success- 
or. Shalmancser, early in his reign, had to deal 
with tin Israelitish rebellion. The people oi 
that nation were resolved upon attaining their 
complete independence. 'I he Assyrian king 
thereupon advanced against Samaria, the cap- 
ital of Israel, Hosea being king at that time, 
and laid seize to it. lie doe-, not appear to 
have been successful, though there is some 
doubt on the point, and he died either during 
the seige or shortly after the city capitulated. 
1 1 is successor, w ho look the name of Sargon, 
after the great founder of Babylon, completed 
Shalmaneser's work, and adopting Tiglath- 
pileser's policy, transported a large number of 
the Israelites to the mountainous region which 
lies in Asia to the south of the Caucasus. He 
himseli said thai lie took away about 30,000 
men, w ith women and children, but these were 
ihe leaders of the nation, the best artizans, cul- 
tivator-, soldiers ami scholars. lie left the 
peoph- without any one capable of reassert- 
ing their nationality, and to render that task 
even more difficult, in- colonized Samaria with 
Assyrians. These intermarrying with the Is- 
raelites, who remained at home, formed what 
were a 1 leewards known as the Samaritans. 
Tin Kingdom of Israel passed completely out 
oi existence, and history has nothing more to 
tell u- of the people, who were carried away. 
They were the Los 1 Tribes of Israel, concern- 
been ' much specu - 
- firmly believed by 
are the de? cendants. 
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powerful state of Israel became simply a prov- 
ince, passing m the course ,,f lime under the 
control of Persia, when Cyrus the Great estab- 
lished that empire supreme over Western 
\sia. In 107 B.C. Samaria was conquered hv 
Indca and remained a province of that nation 
until the Roman conquest took place. 

Judging from tin Biblical narrative, the 
distinction between Judah and Israel began 
to be 1 ibsen able even in the lime 1 if I )a\ id. 
Then- was great rivalry between the tribes oi 
Judah and Kphraim. The latter wen- descend- 
ed from Joseph, and seem lo have resented the 

I biims to kingship put forth by Judah. E\ ents 
show that 111 thus disputing the validity of the 
action of Samuel in selecting David as the 
founder ol the royal family, the great majority 
of the Children of Israel sympathized. The 
disappearance of Israel from ihe stage of his- 
tory i- one of the most interesting of events. 

I I is if it our intentii >n to give in 1 hesc ci iluinns 
even a synopsis oi the efforts made to follow 
tin- subsequent career of I hi- race, but i 1 am 
person wishes to .-end us a brief sketch of 
what is claimed by the Anglo Israelites to he 
it- lii-torv . wc w ill be glad to print it. 

CHIVALRY 

It is not easy to give a definition of chival- 
ry any more than it is to discover its origin. 
Some writers profess to be able to discover its 
germ in the respect held foi women in the 
Teutonic tribes in days before the Christian 
Era. The chief evidence cited for this claim 
is found in certain references made by Tacitus 
to the practices of the Germanic races. The 
legends that have been preserved of the early 
days of Britain, such, for example, as those 



which tell of Arthur and his knights arc full 
of the spirit of chivalry, hut how much of this 
is based on fact and how much is due to the. 
desire of the minstrels in after years to relate 
tales that would appeal to the best instincts 
of the knights and ladies, whom it was their 
business to entertain, must be left to conjec- 
ture. There does not seem to have been any- 
thing corresponding to the institution of chiv- 
alry among the Germans in the time of Charle- 
magne, and we look in vain beyond the Elev- 
enth Century for any proof of its existence. 
The name "chivalry" comes from the French 
"chevalier," a horse s. ddicr. 

John I 'cm land Mahaffcy in his "Social 
Life in Greece" contrasts the Homeric heroes 
with the chivalry of the .Middle Ages, .and 
after speaking of" the attributes of the former, 
he says: "The Mediaeval knights, with whom 
it is fashionable to compare the princes ol the 
Iliad and Odyssey, were wont to sum up the 
moral perfection, which they esteemed under 
one complex term— a term for which there is 
no equivalent in Greek— the term "honor." It 
may be easily and sufficiently analyzed into 
four component ideas, those of courage, truth, 
compassion and loyalty. No man could ap- 
proach thi idea of chivalry, or rank himself 
among gentlemen and men of honor, who was 
not ready to contend, when occasion arose, 
against any odds, and thus to encounter death 
rather than yield one inch from his post, lie 
must feel himself absolutely free from the 
stain of a single lie. or even from an equivoca- 
tion, lie must ever be ready to help the weak 
and the distressed, whether they be so by na- 
ture, as in the case of women and children, or 
bv circumstances, .as in the case ol men over- 
powered by numbers. He must with his heart, 
and not with mere lip-service, obey God and 
the King, or even such other authority as he 
voluntarily pledged himself to obey. A knight, 
who violated any of these conditions, even if 
he escaped detection at the hands of hi-, fel- 
lows, fell himself degraded." 

Thus we see that chivalry meant more 
than, as some suppose, an exaggerated devo- 
tion to woman and a readiness to do and dare 
anything at her behest or lor her advantage. 
It was an attempt to develop the highest type 
of manhood, and while it did not always free 
its devotees from grossness and cruelty, and 
while it often led to exceedingly grotesque re- 
sults, it was undoubtedly a potent factor in 
the emancipation of Europe front the thraldom 
under which it fell after the overthrow of the 
Roman Empire. While chivalry was hardly 
an organization, it was something apart front 
the great body of 'he people. It was by no 
means confined to the hereditary nobility, nor 
were till the princes or barons recognized as 
belonging to it. W hen a parent desired his 
son to he trained in chivalry, he sent him as a 
page to the court of some king or great noble, 
where he served the ladies. I le thus acquired 
an ease, grace and appreciation of the more re- 
fined side of life. Meanwhile he was instruct- 
ed in the use of arms and in the principles of 
die order. When he became strong enough he 
was made an esquire, or shield-bearer, to the 
knight in whose service he was. and later he 
might, if he chose, and was deemed fit. take 
upon himself the vows of chivalry, after which 
he was knighted, the ceremony consisting of 
a tap ol a sword upon the neck, which was 
meant lo signify his emancipation from all 
control save that of his own honor. His in- 
vestiture with knighthood was accompanied 
bv a religious ceremony, and it is to be noted 
ihat the Church gave every encouragement to 
the development of chivalry, which indeed in 
some oi its aspects was purely religious. It 
may be mentioned that in early day s knight- 
hood, was regarded as of the highest rank, and 
a baron, carl or duke, upon whom it had not 
been conferred, ranked in precedence below 
the humblest knight, who might live up.ui his 
estate. The status of knighthood was derived 
from the vows taken by those admitted to it. 
Some of these were general and were made by 
every knight, but in addition individuals made 
special vows, some of tlieni grotesque, some 
of them noble, but all alike binding. As an ex- 
ample of ihe former, may he mentioned thai a 
band of young English knights, who previous 
lo selling out on an expedition to France, 
bound chubs over their left eyes .and vowed 
not to remove them until victory was achieved. 

Knight errantry was a phase of this extra- 
ordinary institution. \ knight errant wan- 
dered from place to place, accompanied by his 
squire and perhaps by a few men-at-arms, his 
object being usually the protection of women, 
but frequently hi- vow was of w ide application, 
and he was pledged to riglu every wrong that' 
came under his n< nice. \\ hile man y 1 if these 
knights errant were nol much better than ad- 
venturers, there i- no doilbl thai their influ- 
ence was 1,11 llle whole beneficial. It was a 
good thing that in communities just emerging 
from barbarism, and in which every feudal 
lor. I might, if he choose, he a petty tyrant, 
there should be some persons, who might be 
relied mi to stand for the right, irrespective 
of rank or station in life. At the same time it 
is to he observed that chivalry did not. as a 
rule, concern itself with the affairs of any ex- 
ec])! 1 he higher classes. 

The use ol gunpowder put an end lo ibis 
institution, When a common man, with 
"deadly saltpetre,'' could with safety to him- 
self smite down the strongest knight, when, 
fighting was done from a distance instead of 
hand-to-hand, the noble arts of knighthood 
were shorn of their value. Indeed ev en before 
gunpowder came inn, general use the English 
archers, w ith (he grey goose shaft, spread ter- 
ror into the ranks of ihe chivalry of France, 
and hater the Swiss foot-soldiers denioiisl rate! 
that men on horseback were no match for g 
man on loot properly armed. Chivalry played 
a very important part during the Crusades, 
and perhaps it was then that it attained its 
best development. J i was the precursor of the 



Renhaisance, It elevated popular ideals. It. 
brought into prominence that admirable qual- 
ity of human nature known as honor, that in- 
definable thing that we have in mind when we 
say of a man that he is a gentleman. Perhaps 
it may not be a mistake lo say that the word 
"gentle" look ils modern meaning from Chiv- 
alry. Originally gentle meant well-born. But 
in early (lays of the English a well born man 
might, and was very likely to be the reverse 
of gentle as we use the word today. When, 
however, he a.tlopted the rules of chivalry, his 
manner, towards woman especially, was 
changed. Hence to be well-born or gentle 
came to be synonymous with kindness, con- 
sideration and, indeed, all those qualities, 
which are compressed in the modern meaning 
of the word gentle. 
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IVAN TURGENEFF 

There is something inspiring even in the 
pictured face of this greai Russian. From un- 
der a low broad brow, over which the heavy- 
while hair falls, the stedfast eyes look scarch- 
ingly into yours. The nose is straight and 
broad, the lips firmly closed but kindly, and 
the short, neatly-clipped while beard and 
moustache give an air of military trimness. The 
head is held well erect and the shoulders are 
splendidly broad. It is the picture of a man 
well up in years, upon whom the years have 
had no deteriorating effect, but have simply 
served to further enlarge the capabilities and 
enhance the ideals. It is the face of youth and 
age in one. with only the best qualities of both 
apparent. 

Ivan Turgcneff, with Lyof Tolstoy, easily 
stands at tin.' head of Russian novelists, 
though the works of both tire utterly dissim- 
ilar. Tolstoy never wrote except under the 
stress of strong feeling which almost amount- 
ed to passion : Turgeneff, on the contrary, pro- 
duced his works patiently and deliberately, 
writing- .always with great conciseness and 
precision, never attempting to force a moral 
upon one. or an ideal, but trusting to the read- 
er's perspicacity to trace his deepest mean- 
ings beneath the surface, of his words. And 
because of ihe novelist's power of portrayal 
the task does not call for a great deal of dis- 
cernment. Indeed that is one of the chief 
charms of a great writer or speaker to have the 
faculty of seeking, by mere suggestion, t. call 
into being latent possibilities in the mind of 
the reader or hearer, and to produce thoughts, 
which, while they have their birth in the sug- 
gestion of the artist, come to such a full fru- 
ition in the mind of the one impressed that /he 
or she seldom doubts but that the whole idea 
is all his or her own. .and consequently the im- 
pression is the deeper and the more indelible. 
Turgeneff was what llenry James calls "the 
novelist's novelist." Continuing, he thus says 
of him: "Putting aside extrinsic imitations, it 
is impossible to read him without ihe convic- 
tion of his being, in lite vividness of his own 
tongue, of the strong type made to bring- 
home to us the happy truth of the unity, in a 
generous talent, of material and form — of their 
being inevitable face- of the same medal: the 
type of those, iii a word, whose example deals 
death to the perpetual clumsy assumption that 
subject and style are — aesthetically speaking 
or in tin- living work — different and separable 
things. We arc conscious, reading him in a 
language not his own. of not being reached by 
his personal tone: his individual accent. It is 
a testimony therefore to tile intensity oi his 
presence, that so much of his particular charm 
does reach us; that the mask turned lo us 
ha-, even without his expression, still so much 
beauty. It is the beauty (since wc must trv 
to formulate) of the finest presentation ..f the 
familiar." Incidentally we might mention 
that there are few writers who love so well to 
veil the simplest expressions behind a galaxv 
of superfluous words as llenry James, but in 
his case, the effort to extricate the real mean- 
ing is too much of a task upon the reader's 
time and ability. Here lies the difference be- 
tween genius and talent. In the one case we 
are phased to inspiration at the evidence of 
our own latent powers, j n the other case we 
an- impatient of being shown .mr deficiency in 
comprehension, and are instinctively annoyed 
with the one who opens our eyes 1,, our de- 
fect.-. 

Turgeneff was born at Orel, in Russia, in 
1818, hut the latter half of his life was spent 
almost entirely away from his native land. Ilis 
parents were rich land-owners, and he inherit- 
ed a great deal of wealth, so that his literary 
labors were never necessary to his livelihood, 
•and he was happy in always being able to 
leave a pecuniary 'interest out of his calcula- 
tions. Turgeneff was a Liberal, and the years 
he spent in the German university only broad- 
ened these views, so that when he- returned to 
Russia he was immediately placed under sus- 
ptcion, and becau.se of some trifling remark 
thai seemed to reflect upon his country's gov- 
ernment, be was confined to his own estate 
lor fear that he might spread incendiary doc- 
trines. As ihe estate was a magnificent one, 
and Turgeneff had all sorts of moncv tit his 
command, it is not likely that he felt tin- pun- 
ishment very keenly. At all events, it was 
productive of good 'results, for it was during 
this temporary exile that he wrote his charm 
ing collection, "A Sportsman's Sketches." In 
his studies he represented the case of the 
Russian peasant in a manner that was not ,:' 
al! pleasing to his government, am! finding 
himself so absurdly hampered, and feeling an 
irrepressible incentive to write as his feelings 
t 



and reasons dictated, he determined to travel, 
and eventually took up his residence abroad, 
lie had an estate at Baden-Baden and a resi- 
dence in Paris on the Seine. In these two lat- 
ter places he spent the happiest years of his 
life, years marked 'by signal literary successes 
and the acquiring of a host of friends, most of 
which were distinguished men ami women In 
the world of art or letters, lie never married, 
and died in 1883. 

In Turgeneff s novel, "Fathers and Sons," 
the term "nihilist" was used almost tor the 
first time, and it was a term very soon every- 
where adopted . The hero of the story is a 
young Russian, Bazarof, who is a relic! against, 
all forms of authority. Bazarof is in direct 
contrast to the other principal character in the 
story, who is the son of a wealthy landed pro- 
prietor, and who cherishes most of the old con- 
servative ideals. Bazarof's career is vivid and 
tragic. The whole story depicts the old and 
the new forces at war with one another, and 
upon the book being' given to the public, the 
whole country- read it and took sides either 
with the "Fathers" or with the "Sons." Il is 
a fearlessly- written, powerfully realistic storv, 
and made an impression in the literary world 
and upon Russian politics that has ever been 
fi irgotten. 

"Virgin Soil" is another story of nihilism, 
with the love interest very strongly developed. 
It is graphically written and is one of the 
author's best.

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PLANTING AND PROPAGATING THE 
IVIES 

The Ivy is probably better known to most 
beginners in gardening matters than almost 
any other subject, and yet comparatively little 
may be understood regarding the method of 
dealing with the plants and the wealth of ma- 
terial available in the many varieties that are 
catalogued by nurserymen. The Ivy is known 
to botanists by the names of Hedera, and' is a 
popular genus.of evergreens shrubby or climb- 
ing plants; it belongs to the Aralia family 
(Araliaceae). In our British climate the num- 
ber of hardy evergreen climbing plants is not 
large, and for this reason the Ivy has an espe- 
cial value. No other subject will compare with 
it for covering bare walls or fences and many 
other unsightly erections. It is in the winter 
season, when so many trees and shrubs are 
leafless, that the Ivy asserts its real value. The 
small-leaved Ivies, of which there are many 
varieties, are very useful for growing among 
rockwork; and they are also especially well 
adapted for training over the roots of large 
trees. A northern aspect suits these small 
leaved varieties, where they look very pretty 
and harmonize satisfactorily with Ferns and 
similar subjects. 

Ivy as an edging is more frequently used 
now than was the case formerly. Contrasted 
with the glorious colors of masses of gay flow- 
ers in the summer season the effect is beauti- 
ful, and is much to be preferred to the many 
artificial creations, such as tiles, frequently 
used for the same purpose. A live margin of 
Ivy some 12 inches to 2 feel in width may be 
made into a dense fringe if the plants are prop- 
erly treated. They should be arranged in rows, 
and the growths pegged down in one direc- 
tion only as soon as planted. To keep the 
growths from getting overgrown and uncon- 
trolled, the young shoots should be pinched 
or cut back two or three times, according to 
the vigor of the plants, every summer. 

In addition to the many beautiful forms of 
the evergreen climing Ivies, there are vai ieties 
of the Tree Ivies that are little known. The 
Tree [vies are known to the botanist !>y the 
name of Hedera arborescens, and are of .1 non- 
climbing habit. In Figs, t and 2 two examples 
of the Tree Ivies are shown, and it a ill be no- 
ticed that they are bushes or low standards. 
The}' have a special value in the. winter season, 
as they can be lilted if grown in pots and re- 
planted to fill vacant flower-beds. If the plants 
are to retain their bush)- and compact form, 
they must be grown continuously in pots. The 
soil for these Tree [vies should comprise two 
parts of loam, one part of leaf-mould or decay- 
ed manure, and coarse sand in sufficient quan- 
tity to make the compost porous. See that the 
pots are well drained. I'otting may be done 
at any time between October and March. Jn 
April the plants should be pruned into shapc- 
ly specimens. During the growing period 
water freely, and in the summer established 
plants in pots will derive considerable benefit 
from periodical applications of manure-water. 

With respect to the planting of the ever- 
green climbing hies, the numerous forms of 
which have originated from the one species, 
Hedera Helix, a native plant of Britain and 
other parts of Europe, objection is sometimes 
taken to the growth of this subject on the walls 
of dwellings, on the alleged ground that it 
makes them damp ami for other reasons. A 
moment's reflection will refute such an idea. 
As a matter of fact it has just the opposite ef- 
fect. .Moisture is drawn of I by the aerial root- 
lets which adhere to the wall, and the leaves 
throw off the rain. When planting it is im- 
portant to remember that the Ivy does not 
take kindly to cemented walls, ami unless spe- 
cial measures can be adopted to erect a trellis 
or something of this kind, it may be courting 
failure to plant in such positions. 

Ivy may be planted at any time between 
September and November and February and 
April inclusive. W hen planting it is better to 
purchase plants in pots, as the root-, suffer less 
from disturbance. Should the soil in the pots 
be rather dry on arrival ol the plants, give 
them a good watering before planting. Fig. 
3 represents a small lv\ recentlv planted for 
covering a wall. \\ here il 1- intended to plant 
Ivy against falls, tin- ground should be trench 
ed fully two fret to three feel square, working 
in a plentiful supply of well rolled manure, 
and if a quantity of old m rtar rubbish can be 

incorporated s uch the better, .'is I \ v rev via 

in soil of a limy nature, h is well to remem- 
ber, however, that rich soil causes the variega- 
tion to lose much of its beaut \ and the leaves 
ultimately to assume a green o lor. For this 

reason plant the variegated sorts in 1 r soil. 

The various forms of the hardv evergreen 
climbing Hies may be propagated by cuttings 
outdoors, those made from firm shoots eight 
inches to a foot in length answering very well. 
F*ig. 4 shows a shoot suitable for making into 
a cutting, and a cutting properh prepared and 
read)- for insertion. Note how the lower hall 
of the leaves have been removed and the stem 
cut through immediately below a joint. These 
cuttings should be inserted 111 ordinary sands 
soil, half their length. 111 small trenches of suf- 
ficient depth, and the soil made linn at their 
base before leveling off ami finishing the oper- 
ation. A border under a north wall, or a simi- 
lar position, should be selected, and the propa- 
gation be done at any time between Septem- 
ber and November, and later when the weath- 
er is not very frosty. By these means plants 
may be raised with the greatest ease. 

Good s, u ts to grow are Hedera Helix can- 
adensis (the Irish Ivy), a very reliable variety, 
suitable for covering fences, walls and bare, 
unslightly places; H. digitata. dark green, 
varietd with white, equally good for walls, 
etc.; II. dentata; II. purpurea, purplish; H. 
rocgneriana ,the Giant Ivy), large heart- 
shaped leaves, suitable for arches, pergolas, 
tree trunks and walls; H. canadensis aureo- 



maculata, green and gold; H. marginata, 
leaves green, edged creamy -white; If. Silver 
Queen, margined and splashed ivory white; PL 
tricolor, green leaves, margined and splashed 
cream; H. maderensis variegata, beautifully 
variegated and suitable only for warm posi- 
tions, like most of the variegated varieties ; the 
extremely hardy and beautiful H. caenwood- 
iana, with deeply lobed leaves of medium size, 
dark gren ; and many others.— The Garden.

lichens and mosses, with sea-pinks and sc- 
dums, saxifrages and heucheras, that at al- 
most any season of the year, form a pleasant 
picture to the eye. 

Perhaps it is owing to nature's lavish handi- 
work in this respect that so few people have 
taken up this form of gardening; rather it 
should he an additional incentive to continue 
the good work by building a rock-garden close 
to our home and introducing some of the 
many flowering rock plants and alpines that a 
little care and attention will cause to flourish 
as luxuriantly as in their native habitat. 

There must be many people who, if they 
had ever given attention to these dainty tufts 
and cushions of dense foliage, and noted the 
exquisite coloring of the masses of brilliant 
flowers, would be seized with the desire to ex- 
cel in their cultivation. In England in the hist 
few years there has been a remarkable growth 
of interest in the cultivation of rock plants, 
and numerous rock-gardens have been con- 
structed all over the country. There, however, 
the rock necessary for the work has in many 
instances to be shipped long distances, mak- 
ing this form of gardening the luxury of a few ; 
here, on the other hand, there are few gar- 
dens of any extent that have not some portion 
occupied by rock that could with very small 
outlay be concerted into an excellent rock- 
garden. 

Messrs. Backhouse & Co. of New York, one 
of the best known firms engaged in that class 
of work, advertise to build rock-gardens from 
two hundred and fifty dollars up. L venture 
to say that for the tenth part of the cost of 
the smallest rock-garden thvs firm constructs, 
one could lay out 111 Victoria quite ;m interest- 
ing garden of this description. 

( >n this continent generally, alpines have 
been luit little cultivated, but I think 1 am 
right in saying that there are as many species 
and as attractive plants of this class native to 
North America, as among those long cultivat- 
ed in Europe. 

Foremost amongst the joys of rock-gar- 
dening is the pleasure of collecting the plants 
that we cultivate. W ithin a day's journey of 
Victoria may be found a collection of rock 
plants large enough to furnish charming pic- 
tures oi flower combination to the flower lover. 

There 1- no form of gardening that ap- 
peals so much to our finest feelings, or is so 
lull oi sustained interest as rock-gardening; 
every month of the year has its OW n blossoms. 
At the date of writing the rocks .are bright 
with Sisyrinchium ami Krythroniums, with 
saxifrage and bearberry, mimulus and arabis 
and wallflower. \ gardener coming in two 
or three d.ays a week will keep up a bright 
show of color in tin- garden during the flower- 
ing months; but tin- rock-garden is more de- 
pendent on the touch of the owner's hand to 
pi"' iduce the best results ; put in the plants 
yourself, form your own combinations of col- 
or ami massing, and your mck-garden will be 
a thing of joy and satisfaction the whole year 
n uind. 

KITCHEN GARDEN 

Those heginners in gardening who invest 
in a frame will naturally wish to make the full- 
est use of it, ami to do so ai ihis season it is 
essential to form a good hot-bid on which to 
place it. The materials for making the hot- 
bed should now hi got together, the best un- 
doubtedly being one-half long strawy and 
fresh stable manure, and the other half freshly 
gathered and unfennented leaves. Many, 
however, cannot procure leaves in this condi- 
tion, and must, perforce, rely on manure of 
the kind mentioned .above. It will be neces- 
sary to secure enough to form a solid mass 2 
feet thick at the top end and 1 foot wider each 
way than the frame, and before being made up 
into the bed it should he thoroughly turned 
and shaken up every other day for a week or 
ten d.ays. In making the bed form a good 
slope towards the south, ho as to catch as 
much sun as possible, and tread the whole 
firm as the work proceeds. After placing the 
frame in position, a few inches of finely sifted 
soil may be placed over the manure, and in a 



few days should be fit for sowing or the stand- 
ing in of seed-boxes. 

Flower Garden 

Where Christmas Roses are grown they 
will now be throwing up their beautiful wax- 
like white flowers, and steps must be taken, if 
not already done, to protect them from bad 
weather and the ravages of slugs. A hand- 
light or bell-glass placed over the plants will 
keep off rain, fog and sooty matter, which, do 
so much to despoil the beauty of the flowers ; 
but slugs are more difficult to deal with. 1 
have found that Kilogrub sprinkled round the 
bases of the flower and leaf stems is a good 
deterrent and, moreover, a simple one. An- 
other hardy plant that gives us its blossoms 
outdoors at this season is the fragrant Iris sty- 
losa. Sparrows are very fond of plucking 
these blossoms; hence some means must be 
taken to stop the mischief. A piece of fine 
fish or wire netting fixed over the plant or 
plants answers very well, or some strands of 
black cotton secured to sticks inserted round 
the clumps will do. 

Fruit Garden 

Many amateurs make a point of growing a 
tree or two of Morello Cherries, particularly 
where a north wall is available, as this is one 
of the fruits which do well in such a position. 
W'e must not, however, think' that a north wall 
is essential, as. this fruit will do quite well 
when grown in bush form in the open. Where 
pruning has not been done, this should be at- 
tended to at once. Before commencing the 
work it will be well to remember that the fruits 
are borne only on wood that was formed last 
year; hence it will be seen that these tire the 
shoots to retain as far as possible. Pruning, 
therefore, will consist of cutting out sufficient 
two years or more old shoots to make room for 
the young ones. In the case of wall trees the 
latter may be mailed into position as soon as 
pruning is finished, six inches apart being a 
good distance to allow for the shoots that .are 
retained, leaving these nearly or quite their 
full length. Of course, it will be necessary to 
remove some young ones, and the weakest and 
most unripe ones should he taken away. — The 
Garden. 



THE HOME GARDEN 

The first consideration in the laying out of 
the home grounds is to know wdiat you want 
for convenience's sake. The home is for use, 
not for ornament. The useful should be made 
attractive, .and when the attractiveness con- 
forms to the canons of good taste it is said to 
be artistic. Merc ornament — I mean orna- 
ment that is not related to some useful or

artistic purpose — is of no consequence. "Here 
is a handsome rose; you should have it," 
pleads the plant .agent. But does your place 
need a rose? Perhaps it needs a lilac bush, 
or even mere sward. Consider the place it- 
self before you consider the details. 

These are the immovable objects, or the 
permanent uses of the place. We will .assume 
that the house is built; this, then, is the lead- 
ing fixed poml. The limits of the place .also 
are fixed. It is necessary that the entrance be 
at a certain point in order that the going and 
coming may be direct and pleasant. There 
may be large trees or other natural features on 
the place. 

The General Style of Treatment 

Formal nr Natural? Then consider what 
general style of handling you desire. If you 
want a strictly formal treatment, let it con-

form well with the architecture, being a part 
of the yard scheme. In this case, the basal 
line of the building should be carried out hori- 
zontally by means of walls and other architec- 
tural forms. The cases are relatively few in 
which the strictly formal treatment is desir- 
able. If you want a "formal garden." that is 
a very different matter; this you may place at. 
one side or in the rear of your grounds,' in the 



same spirit that you would place a rose gar- 
den or a vegetable garden. 

In general the "natural style" is better. 
The term "natural style" really means very 
little, except that it has become established in 
literature as expressing a contrast to the rigid- 
ly formal treatment of grounds. It does not 
contend the grounds shall be strictly "nat- 
ural," for then they would be wild and very 
likely unlovable; it means only that free and 
often irregular lines shall be used rather than 
right lines and geometrical figures. The gen- 
eral theory of most home grounds should be 
the "open centre" and mass-planted bound- 
aries. 

The Open Centre and Massed Borders 

Of course, the front boundaries should usu- 
ally be left open, although one sometimes nitty 
wish to screen the place from undue publicity 
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-Cuttings of the Evergreen Ivy. That on 
the left is the kind of shoot from which 
cuttings are made, and that on the right 
is a cutting properly prepared and ready 
for planting. 



by means of a low planting next the street. 
The relative extent of open sward and border 
planting cannot be determined by rule; every 
place is a law unto itself in this regard (as a 
fact, in all regards), but it is well to say that 
less than one-fourth of the area should be 
devoted to mass planting. Usually the pro- 
portion ol planting should be much smaller 
than this, particularly on relatively large 
places. This does not mean that the lawn 
should be bare of all planting, but the general 
effort should be to avoid scattered and choppy 
effect. 

As for walks, make only enough to serve 
the purposes of the place. 

Avoid ready-made plants. The kind of 
planting that shall characterize every estab- 
lishment cannot be determined from any mere 
description of the place. "Paper plans" are 
at best only a suggestion. The only really 
satisfactory plan and advice, as a rule, are 
those that are the result of a careful study of 
the place— the immediate surroundings, the 
outlook, the personal desires of the 'owner, 
the climate, the soil, the size of the area, all de- 
termine what would be best to be done; but 
it is always safe to do too little rather than 
too much. 

Grading a Costly Business 

As for grades, let them be such that water 
runs away from the house. It is better that 
walks ascend toward the house, rather than de- 
scend. Make till grades gentle and flowing as 
far .as possible. If it is necessary to have a 
sharp bank, let it be on the outer boundary— 
unless the architecture is such that tin esplan- 
ade terrace can be made next the building and 
become a part of it. It is very rare that a 
sharp bank or bold change in grade can be 
made with good effect in the middle of any 
place of ordinary size. It is well to let the 
grade rise gently toward stone walls, boulders 
and trees. By all means do not cover the 
bases of the trees. The irregular little mound 
ol earth that stands naturally about a tree, 
and the spreading, bracing base of the tree 
itself, are characteristic elements in the beauty 
ol trees. Neither must you have a tree on a 
high knoll or terrace— nearly .always you can 
grade up to it or away from it in such a way 
as io leave a natural look.

J. 00k well to ;tl] drainage before the grad- 
ing is completed. If the land is wet or •'cold" 
111 places an umlenlrain of tile should be laid 
through the wet places. 1 1 it i s V cry hard 
clay, an undenlram will tend to aerate and 
loosen the soil. AH house drains should be 
carefully and permanently laid, and their posi- 
tion should be charted or marked so that they 
may be readily found on occasion. [f these 
drains .are laid in filled soil, great care should 
be taken to pound the earth 'underneath them 
to prevent settling. When willow-elms, or 
other dfain-loving trees grow in the neighbor- 
th <- drain joints should be thoroughly 
cemented to prevent the roots from entering. 
If the yard is filled or the kind has been deep- 
ly spaded or pl< iwed, allow for some settling of 
the surface. Usually the fresh grading should 
bo "iie to four inches higher than is desired 
for the permanent surface. 

Il is always well for the beginner to make 
a sketch or ground plan of his place, drawing- 
it to a scale ami indicating the position of the 
plantings .and other objects. On no account 
should this plan be a theoretical one, however; 
it should be the result of a careful study of the 
place— the place should not be the result of 
the plan. Hut the drawing of the plan fo- 
cuses and crystalizes ones ideas and gives 
definsteness to the work. It is well to study 
out the planting schemes with much care, 
making lists of the trees and shrubs and per- 
ennial herbs for each part of the area. These 
lists will he invaluable for reference and guid- 
ance; and gradually you will be compiling ex- 
perience about your plants that will be of 



value to others also. Finally, do not fear to 
take advice at every doubtlul point. — L. H. 
Bailey. 



THE PRUNING KNIFE 

Before undertaking to prune anything, the 
amateur needs to know a lew axioms of plant 
growth. He should be able to. give a reason 
lor every cut he makes. 

1. Lurly-blooming shrubs and trees are 
best pruned in summer time just after the 
blossoms fade. To prune in the spring is next 
best, though there is a great waste in the 
plant's summer work in the sacrifice of blos- 
som buds. 

2. Late-blooming shrubs and trees form 
flower buds in the spring shoots. They are 
best pruned in early spring. 

3. The great advantage of spring pruning 
is the rapid healing of wounds. For the great 
majority of our hardy ornamentals, and for 
shade and fruit trees, early spring pruning is 
best. 

4. Winter pruning is undesirable because 
the healing of wounds must wait until spring. 
Tender things are injured by cold, and hardy 
things by drying of the exposed tissues. The 
only justification for pruning in fall and mid- 
winter is that there is leisure to do it at no 
other season. Winter pruning is better than 
no pruning at all. Dead or unfeebled wood 
should be cut out when discovered, no matter 
wdiat time of year. 

5. Yearly pruning keeps the specimen 
well in hand, and makes heavy sawing and 
chopping unnecessary. It leaves the smallest 
wounds to be healed. It is a good habit for 
the amateur to get into, for it insures his com- 
bined interest |i individual specimens upon 
which the character and beauty of his garden 
depends. 

How to Prune Shade Trees 

An ideal shade tree should be symmetrical, 
free from dead or diseased parts, vigorous, 
bearing on a strong framework of trunk and 
limbs an ample but not crowded canopy of 
leaves. It has, moreover, the distinctive char- 
acter of its race, as the fan top of an elm, 
with its outer branches pendant; or the up- 
right oval of a hard maple. 

It is customary to let shade trees alone 
until their condition becames critically bad. 
Then some hired man is delegated to trim 
them, and he is instructed to "make a thor- 
ough'job of it." The result is generally deplor- 
able. Well-meaniijg^ conscientious ignorance 
can do far more harm with axe and saw than 
the same ignorance with chronic disposition 
to shirk. 

If a tree is worth pruning at all, the owner 
should get some ideas as to how it ought to be 
pruned, and then at least stand by to see that 
these are carried out. 



What Limbs to Remove 

All dead and broken limbs are worse than 
useless— they menace the tree's life. Long 
limbs, as of silver maple, become so heavy 
that they are in danger of breaking in wind 
storms and damaging neighboring windows. 
Such limbs must be cut back. Thinning of 
branches is next to be attended to. Interfer- 
ence chafes the bark, and the nutrition of the 
limbs thus involved is disturbed. Which ones 
show sickly foliage, and enfeebled growth? 
Those should be taken out, giving the advan- 
tage of more sun and air to the strongest limbs. 
These trimmings need not destroy the charac- 
ter of the tree. They put new life into it. A 
season's growth will take away the stubby ap- 
pearance. 

How to Cut Off Limbs 

Use a saw — never an axe ! Saw as close as 
possible to the main branch. Have no protrud- 
ing stub to be swallowed by the healing tissue 
that rolls in and covers the wound. Leave no 
ragged edges. Do not tear the hark. Finish 
the job with a knife, rather, after the saw- 
reaches the bark. 

Any break in the hark- admits the germs of 
tree diseases that float in the air. Every limb 
is rooted in the pilch of a larger one. Its 
wood is a porous mass of fibers, with starchy 
contents that drink in the rain. This forms a 
soil in which wood-destroying fungi thrive. 
Every rotten tree in the neighborhood casts its 
spores on the air. 

For this reason it is essential to cover 
wounds with extreme care. Some waterproof 
substance is demanded. White lead in linseed 
oil forms a paint that is efficacious. It must 
be carefully and conscientiously applied. One 
dressing rarely lasts as long as there is need. 
The larger the limb amputated, the larger the 
wound, and two or three years is not long for 
the healing process. The wound will need re- 
painting, else danger of inuoculation will still 
threaten the heart of the tree. 



Nature takes charge of the pruning of lau- 
rel and rhododendrons, as a rule. The ever- 
green leaves shade and discourage weak 
twigs. Occasionally a wayward branch must 
be cut back to keep the symmetry of the whole. 
Oftencr. buds and branch tips winter kill ; 
these should be cut back to sound wood, which 
will send out new buds. 



If you want to increase your black cap rasp- 
berries, the tops of the shoots should be fast- 
ened to the ground to root. The red raspber- 
ries arc better grown from root cuttings made 
in the late fall and buried through the winter 
in boxes of sand to plant in spring. Root cut- 
tings of these and blackberries are far better 
than suckers for that purpose.

There is no branch of science with which an 
acquaintance, even though of a very modest 
extent, is so illuminating as that which is call- 
ed chemistry. A lew precise statements tire 
made to us, we ourselves are caused to make a 
few astonishing and absolutely convincing 
"experiments" or "demonstrations" in confirm- 
ation of them, and at once a veil is lifted from 
the whole material world. Every tangible 
thing, from the air and the clouds floating in il 
to the most massive rocks and the hidden fires 
beneath them, assume a new meaning, and an 
unsuspected unity. The entire substance of 
this globe is shown to owe its di crsily to the 
qualities of elemental bodies, which can be un- 
derstood, separated, and dealt with by human 
skill. The waters of the ocean and of the earth 
arc resolved into gases! The very substance 
and process |f life are analyzed b\ vie tremen- 
dous revelation of chemistry, L'nsatiaicd l>\ 
feats so gigantic as these, the chemist proceeds 
to wrest the elemental bodies Jrom N'aturc's 
hands and, taking them into his own. "creates" 
with them ;m endless host of wonderful sub- 
stances w hich she had nut taken the trouble to 
produce I 



The growth of chemistry i or the spagiric 
art, as it w as once called I. was long and tedi- 
ous until after the publication of "The Scepti- 
cal Chemist," by Robert Boyle, in 1661. From 
that time onwards it was recognized that 
"chemistry is the art of resolving mixed or 
composite bodies into their constituent sim- 
ple bodies called "elements." or of combining 
the elements so as to form such mixed or com- 
posite bodies." The notion of the existence of 
"simple bodies." which we now call "the chem- 
ical elements." was due to Robert Boyle, lie 
supposed that there were a few he did not ven- 
ture to say how many — simple bodies which, 
by combining variously with one another, give 
rise to the vast variety of chemical substances 
known. We now know eighty "simple bodies" 
or "chemical elements," and of these seventy 
have been examined in a thorough and satis- 
factory way. What is meant by "a chemical 
clement" is not difficult to understand, (hie 
concludes that a substance is "a chemical cle- 
ment" when no amount of hammering or 
grinding or heating or electrical disturbance 
will resolve it into two or more other sub- 
stances; when, if it is distilled or dissolved or 
volatilized, il can, however completely it is 



during the process altered in appearance and 
combined with other bodies, yet be eventually 
recovered without diminution of its weight. 
The metal gold is a good example of tin ele- 
ment. Though it is. as metals go. fairly soil 
and more ductile than any, yet it cannot by 
any treatment be broken into component sub- 
stances. By very great heat it can be volatil- 
ized, and the vapor condenses as cubical crys- 
tals of pure gold. It can lie dissolved in cer- 
tain powerful acids and forms compound 
bodies ("salts"), often in the form of yellow 
translucent crystals, in no way resembling 
mcallic gold in appearance ; yet it can be sep- 
arated again from those compound bodies as 
metallic gold in appearance; yet it can be sep- 
quantity. 

There are now about eighty such in- 
destructible unchangeable elements known. At 
l he end of the eighteenth century only twenty- 
three had been discovered! A very striking 
fact about these ultimate natural kinds of mat- 
ter ("ultimate" so far as our present powers 
of manipulation and the conditions of this 
planet are concerned 1 is that they exist on the 
earth in very different quantities; some are 
very abundant, others extremely rare, many 
million times rarer than the commoner kinds. 
Another great fact is that they present them- 
selves under the usual conditions of warmth 
and pressure of the earth's surface, with the 
most different qualities of substance and ap- 
pearance. A great many are hard and heavy 
metals (those which we know familiarly); 
others are light metals, which can float on wat- 
er i sodium and potassium ) ; the element quick- 
silver is a liquid metal; the element sulphur is 
a transparent yellow crystal; the element car- 
bon a clear, hard one (the diamond), or at 
other limes a black opaque mass; the element 
bromide is a brown liquid ; the element chlor- 
ine a yellow gas; the elements oxygen, nitro- 
gen, and hydrogen are colorless gases! 
Though ranging from the lightest known gas 
to the heaviest known solid, and differing 
widely in appearance and texture, the elements 
all agree in the distinctive quality of being 
"simple bodies" incapable (here and now 1 of 
resolution into constituent bodies. It has taken 
a long time and the skill and ingenuity of a 
host of workers in their chemical laboratories 
to arrive at convincing methods of proving 
that this or that substance is really and truly 
"an clement." Metallic-looking substances are 
by no means till of them "elements"; they are 
often "alloys," definite mixtures of two or 
more elementary metals, others, such as 



pyrites, .are "chemically combined" with sul- 
phur, and yet look like pure metal. Colorless 
gases are not necessarily "elements." Choke- 
damp, or carbonic acid gas, ami olefiant gas 
(the gas we burn), are respectively compound 
bodies — the one of carbon with oxygen gas, 
the other of carbon with hydrogen gas. One 
of the most important and interesting facts 
about the elements is that their condition as 
solids, liquids, or gases is only an affair of tem- 
perature. The liquid metal mercury, or quick- 
silver, becomes at a temperature no lower than 
is met with in an Arctic winter a silver-like 
solid, w ith a metallic "ring." when struck. By 
skilful arrangement in the laboratory the con- 
dition of warmth or heat-vibration can be re- 
moved, and at the present day bodies can be 
cooled to within three or four degrees of what 
is called the "absolute zero" — that is, the total 
absence of heat vibration. At these low tem- 
peratures, which do not exist naturally on the 
earth's surface — temperatures which it is one 
of the great glories of man to be able to pro- 
duce at his pleasure — the (dement ' oxygen 
gas" becomes first a light blue liquid, and then, 
at a lower temperature still, a pale blue solid; 
hydrogen, too, has been made to undergo the 
same sort of change. On the other band, by 
applying greater and greater beat — culminat- 
ing in that of the furnace of the electric arc — 
chemists have succeeded in converting nearly 
every clement into the condition of gas. Just 
as solid oxygen, when its temperature is 
raised, becomes a gas, so solid gold, when heat- 
ed, first becomes liquid and then becomes a 
transparent gas. On cooling il again becomes 
solid gold. 



It seems to me that everyone would like to 
know, if only in a simple sort of way. what arc 
the names, the more obvious characters, and 
the relative abundance of the eighty chemical 
elements. If one knows the names of the ele- 
ments, and understands the difference between 
mere mechanical mixture and what is called 
"chemical combination," one can follow a great 
deal of what is said of geological and physio- 
logical matters and other subjects in which 
chemistry plays an important part. 1 should 
like to see a sample of every element in its 
pure state set out in the Natural History .Mu- 
seum. The existence of a definite number of 
these indestructible "simple bodies" of varied 
appearance and character is .an immensely im- 
portant thing to realize; and even more so is 
the associated and necessary conclusion that 
all the natural and all the artificial bodies 
which we know (upon this earth!) are either 



pure specimens of those elements and mere 
mechanical mixtures of them, or else (as is the 
case with an endless number and variety of 
bodies) arc "chemical, compounds" formed by 
that peculiar union of two or more elements 
which we call "chemical combination." 



In order to survey with some kind of inter- 
est the eighty "simple bodies" or elements of 
the chemist, we must adopt some kind of 
grouping or classification, and that grouping 
which would be best and appear most in ac- 
cordance with important facts to the fully-in- 
structed chemist is not necessarily the group- 
ing to be adopted at a first introduction. A 
division which at first sight seems to be one of 
considerable importance is that into (a) ele- 
ments which exist in the pure imconibined 
state in natural conditions, and (hi elements 
which are not known in the pure imconibined 
state in natural conditions, but base been ex- 
tracted and reduced to the pure slate by man, 
and by man only. This turns out to be a 
curiously irregular sort of division. The 
gaseous elements oxygen and nitrogen (form- 
ing our .atmosphere), and the extremely rare 
gas helium recently discovered), as well as the 
new gaseous elements argon, crypton, xenon 
and neon, found in small percentages in the at- 
mosphere, are the only gaseous elements found 
uncombined in natural circumstances on the 
earth. There are two gaseous elements — 
fluorine and chlorine — which are so active and 
generous in combining with other elements 
that the}- are only known as elements when 
separated in the laboratory from their combin- 
ations by man. In fact, the elements which 
are known in the pure state in nature are for 
the most part those which are sluggish or in- 
ert at forming combinations. The element 
oxygen appears to be an exception to this rule 
at first sight, since it is a greedy "combiner" 
and yet exists in vast quantity uncombined in 
the air. But this is due to a special fact in the 
history of oxygen. An immense proportion 
of oxygen exists in combination with other ele- 
ments as avides, etc.. ami the free oxvgcn of 
the atmosphere is continually entering into 
combination. The loss to the atmosphere is, 
all the time, continually being- made good by 
the throwing out of pure oxygen gas by the 
green parts of plants in the presence of sun- 
light. They have the remarkable power of "de- 
composing" the combination of oxygen and 
carbon called carbonic acid so as lo liberate 
pure oxygen. .Many of the metallic elements, 
such as those which enter into the composition 
of lime (calcium), .soda (sodium), potash (po- 



tassium ), clay (aluminium'), and also the vast- 
ly abundant element iron, are not known to ex- 
ist in the uncombined stale except when sep- 
arated by man. Iron ores are easily smelted, 
and so iron in a fairly pure state became known 
very early to mankind. Otherwise, it exists in 
the uncombined state only in meteoric stones 
and some rare volcanic rocks. Gold, copper, 
silver, mercury, and several rarer metallic ele- 
ments, as well as sulphur (in crystals) and car- 
bon (the diamond), occur in Nature in the un- 
combined state as well as in combination. 

On the whole, we do not get a satisfactory 
grouping of the elements 011 this basis of puri- 
ty in Nature versus separation by man. The 
most practical and convenient division of the 
(dements is into the non-metals and the metals, 
though the line of separation is not a sharp 
one. There are twenty elements which are 
non-metals and sixty which are metals, and 
they can be further divided into groups accord- 
ing lo their properties.

of the non-metallic elements, arranged in six 
groups:

Some of these names will be familiar to all 
my readers, even when the fact that the owner 
of the name is "an element" is not. Others of 
the bodies mentioned are seldom heard of, out- 
side the brotherhood of chemists. The capital 
letter associated with each name is called the 
"symbol" of the element, and is a matter of 
great convenience to be able to indicate the 
element in this short way when the composi- 
tion of chemical combinations consisting of 
several elements is in question. The elements 
associated in each of the groups have certain 
important characters in common, and I pro- 
pose to say something about each of them next 
week, and then to proceed to the more formid- 
able list of "metallic elements." 





ical History of the Late Lord Kelvin 



Mr. Gladstone was responsible for the dic- 
tum that "the present is by no means an age 
abounding" in minds of the first order." Lord 
Kelvin's sympathetic biographer, Professor 
Silvanus Thompson, F.R.S. ■ very properly 
rejoins that "there newer was an age so rich 
in minds of the first order in science." and 
among the galaxy of scientific worthies w hom 
the writer had in view, William Thomson, 
Baron Kelvin of Largs, will assuredly rank 
among the brightest. Mis wxis a life hard to 
compress into two volumes, so full was il of 
action and of thought. When on Xew Year's 
Day, iS'j_>. Sir W illiam Thomson was made 
a peer, we bailed the appointment in words 
which his biographer quotes as a dignity 
rightfully conferred on one w bo was "univ er- 
sally regarded as the first physicist, and one 
of the profoundest mathematicians, most sug- 
gestive thinkers and most original inventors 
of the age." In all these qualities, with really 
admirable skill 1'rofessor Silvanus Thompson 
depict- his hero and tell- the story of hi- mar- 
vellous career, from the writing-school a'. 
I iclfast 1 1 1 the I louse of 1 .1 irds the reader of 
these volumes watches the development of a 
master intellect, and follows with unbroken 
continuity the succession of i 1 s thought and 
effort 111 dealing with some of the deepest 
problems of science. 

It is interesting m remember thai William 
Thomson, Baron Kelvin, was the son of a farm 
laborer. James Thomson (working we sus- 
pect, on his father's tenant farm), an Ulster 
Scot, who, self-educated, became a school- 
master' a student at Glasgow University, 
Professor of Mathematics in Belfast, ami fin- 
ally at the University which his son made 
world-famous. Kelvin, like Mill, owed verv 
very much lo his lather. To his early instruc- 
tion in mathematical physics it was 110 doubt 
due that the future philosopher at 15 won a 
University medal for an essay "on the figure 
of the Earth," of which it has been said, "the 
mathematical handling throughout is mar- 
vellous." Kelvin was only 10 when begot hold 
of and mastered Fourier's line treatise. 
"Theoric analyliquc de la chaleur." Fourier, 
more, perhaps, than any other thinker I Xew- 
ton excepted), influenced all Kelvin's future. 
To most people mathematics are arid. To 
Thomson the great Frenchman's work was a 
fascination, a poem. Fourier's equations show - 
ed him that "natural causes could no( hi- de- 
duced backwards through infinite time. There 
must have been a beginning." Necessarily 
there is much that is mathematical in these 
volumes, hut Professor Thompson has intro- 
duced as little of x and y as possible. To Kel- 



vin himself the symbols of analysis were the 
embodiments of physical facts, and his bio- 
grapher conveys to the reader the essential 
significance without too much of the symbolic 
representation. In one instance only do we 
think he rather overrates "the non-mathemati- 
cal reader'" when, on page 139, he is supposed 
to gather a faint idea of sundry electric 
attractions "which can always be expressed 
by certain complicated integrations in terms 
depending only on the position of a point and 
on the law of the thickness of the stratum." 
W'e should like to learn the idea which the 
non-mathematical reader gathers of this pas- 
sage — which, however, is wholh exceptional, 
the volumes as a whole being admirably free 
from technicality. 

At Cambridge 

( hie of the first disappointments in Kelvin's 
career was thai be was Second and not Senior 
Wrangler at Cambridge in 1845. for the full 
story of this failure we 11111-1 refer to the 
"Life." In brief, the fact i<. as Kelvin told his 
biographer, that Stephen Parkinson "won on 
the exercises ol the first two days which were 
devoted to text book- work rather than to 
problems requiring analytical investigation." 
Besides, as Kelvin confessed, his own'gener- 
alsllip was bad." "1 spent nearly all m\ lime 
lone day) upon one particular problem thai 
interested me. about a spinning-top being let 
fall upon a rigid plane — a very simple problem, 
if 1 bad tackled it ihc right way. lint I got 
involved and lost time on il. and wrote 
something that was not good, and there was 
no time lelt lor the other questions." Besides 
Parkinson got through bis papers with light- 
ning speed. Mr. Fllis, one of the examiners 
declared that il exercised "a snake-like fascin- 
ation on him to stand and see how this young 
Johnian threw off sheel after -heel." "Par- 
kinson's pace" became a legend at Cambridge. 
Ami yet in the Smith's pn/.e examination he 
was second by a long interval to William 
Thomson. On the whole it was rather a for- 
tunate circumstance thai Kelvin was not Sen- 
ior Wrangler. That he was the best mathe- 
matician of bis year and one of the ablest that 
ever went to Cambridge admits of no doubt ; 
ami bis failure makes more tolerable the fact 
that Clerk Maxwell. J. J. Thomson and George 
Darwin, and several more, were Second 
Wranglers only, though their later work was 
utterly beyond anything thai their Seniors 
ever showed capacity to do. Kelvin's disap- 
pointment was the keener because the Pro- 
fessorship of Natural Philosophy at Glasgow 
was likely to fall vacant, and, young though 
he was, he was ambitious to secure the 
appointment. Winning the first Smith's prize 
smoothed matters, and in September. 1846. 
William Thomson, then only two and twenty 



was elected Professor of Natural Philosophy 
at Glasgow. 

As Tutor 

W as this youthful professor — "fair-haired, 
slim, alert, filled with a boyish enthusiasm for 
experiment, and possessed with an almost 
feverish passion for submitting everything to 
calculation" — a good teacher? To highly- 
gifted students, yes; to ordinary men. no. To 
the late Professor Ayrton, and many more. 
Ihc great master w as an inspiration ; but. as 
!)r. I lutchinson* writes : "A vast amount ol 
the abstruse teaching of Sir William never 
reached the brain of the average student:.... 
some of them left the class without picking 
up anything at all." Professor Silvanus Thomp- 
son confesses that: "By those who admire 
ami revere him most, it is frankly admitted 
thai- for the purposes of systematic leaching, 
he became a bad expositor, profound as wa- 
ins gra-p. and accurate as was bis phrase- 
ology." The same remark applies to Kelvin's 
so called "Popular Lectures and Addresses'' 
I he;, never were, and never will be, popular. 
In another sense Kelvin was the ablest ex- 
pounder of his age. The "Treatise on Natural 
Philosophy," by Thomson and 'fait. known 
in every college and university as "T. and T." 
is the classic work on the subject, the most 
famous in Us line since Newton's " Principia" ; 
but T and T" is not tor beginners. To neither 
of these great men did the art of easy ex- 
position belong; they were severe thinkers, 
rather than simple expositors, and yet their 
monumental treatise has done more to promote 
correct thinking and exact study in the dyna- 
mics of energy than any other in modern 
times. 

Perhaps Kelvin's sphere of work' was too 
large, lie seem- lo have touched and adorned 
every branch of physics. His biographer 
traces and describes with enviable lucidity the 
perennial stream of contributions which 
William Thomson made to natural science, 
from the age of ij. when he was discussing 
the "Secular Cooling of the Globe." to 83, 
when he was imagining "The Constitution of 
Ihc Atom-" and attempting to explain "The 
Radio-Activity of Radium." Scientifically this 
is the most valuable part of these volumes. 
Kelvin's speculations and inquiries irradiate 
the pages, quicken thought, and stir the imag- 
ination. Matter and energy of every kind are 
his themes, lie sees the mystery of things. 
"A watch-spring is much further beyond our 
understanding than is a gaseous nebula," be 
says. lie therefore lives and moves amid 
problems, that be i-, always trying to solve, 
of gravitation and cohesion, of the sources 
forms, conservation, and dissipation of energy, 
of wave-motion and vortex-motion, of elec- 
trical and magnetic attractions and repulsions, 
of the resistance to motion in fluids and 



liquids, of the rigidity of the earth, as tested 
by the moon's tide-producing power- of the 
nature of the ether of space, the medium of 
light, electricity, and gravitation — and so on 
and on. As Sir W. Tilden said: "lie has cal- 
culated the size of atoms, he has studied the 
structure of crystals, he has estimated the 
age of the earth." To which might be added 
that he has imagined the birth of a universe, 
starting with "1,000 million suns disseminating 
this space in a minute particles." and gradu- 
ally forming nebulae, worlds, and solar sys- 
tems. ( )vcr and above these contributions to 
pure science Kelvin was the unrivalled inven- 
tor of scientific apparatus. His compass, gal- 
vanometer, mirror instrument, siphon-recor- 
der, deep-sea sounder, his ammeter, watt- 
meter, volt-meter, and innumerable other in- 
ventions kept a large factory at Glasgow con- 
stantly empli iyed. 

Rare Modesty 

W hen the jubilee of bis professorship at 
Glasgow was celebrated, Kelvin summed up 
all his efforts in the word "Failure." I know- 
no more," he said, "of electric and magnetic 
force, or of the relation between ether, elec- 
tricitv, and ponderable matter than I knew and 
iried to teach fifty years ago." The fact was 
that Kelvin believed in the possibility of 
realizing a grand, comprehensive theory that 
would include all these things. He wrote to 
Mr. ((liver lleaviside: "W'e want a thorough 
mechanical theory which shall include the 
undulatory theory of light with electrostics 
and magnetic force- and electro-magnetic in- 
duction, with the mobility of the medium, and 
all the bodies concerned." That grand doctrine 
he had not realized: perhaps he lived, to see 
the beginnings of it in the electrical theory 
of matter, in the work- of l.armor. Lorentz, 
Stonev. Lodge, and others. It was the longing 
for some such universal generalization. Pro- 
fessor Thompson suggests, and no small 
jealousy of Clerk- Maxwell, thai prevented 
Kelvin accepting the electro-magnelic theory 
of light. Radium was introduced to an aston- 
ished world a few years before Kelvin's death; 
and it was perhaps natural that the veteran 
philosopher could not bring himself into Hue 
with most other scientific men in admitting 
that here we had the clue to the age of the 
sun and of the earth, and the warrant for the 
geologist's demand for hundreds of millions of 
years. Take him in all as a man bf science, 
Ffelmholtz summed him up justly and nobly 
when he said: "He is certainly one of the first 
mathematical physicists of the day. with 
powers of rapid invention such as I have seen 
in no other man." 

Kelvin's Letter- 
Kelvin's letters to his scientific friends, 
"covering every period of his life," especially 



those addressed to workers in the same field 
— Faraday. Helmholtz, Lord Raylcigh, Sir 
George Darwin, M. Liouville, M. Mascart, Dr. 
Fleeming Jenkin, and others — contain innum- 
erable characteristic passages illustrative of 
the man; as, when he writes to Professor 
Fitzgerald: "If we could but get the slightest 
inkling of how a fragment of paper jumps to 
rubbed sealing-wax. or a fragment, of iron 
to a lodcstone. I could be supremely happy- 
and would he temporarily content to ask no 
more of ether, not even gravity." In the same 
letter he throws out the suggestion. "Some- 
how or other we shall find rotation of a med- 
ium the reality of magnetic force." Professor 
Thompson has a fine chapter on "Views and 
Opinions," from which we quote one signifi- 
cant passage : 

One who knew Kelvin from his boyhood 
says of him: "J am quite sure lie was sin- 
cerely religious; I would say he was a sincere 
Christian (meaning by Christianity the relig- 
ion taught by Christ, not by the Churches) - 
he looked deep into essentials, and regarded 
distinctions between Episcopalians, Presby- 
terians, Quakers and Unitarians with supreme 
indifference. : 

Of one virtue Kelvin was a shining example 
—his industry was prodigious. Xothing in 
these volumes strikes us more like the man 
than a sentence of Lath' Kelvin's when he was 
confined (o bed by the doctor's orders :"Wil- 
liam is really very well in bed, and very busy. 
The days are never long enough for all he 
wishes to do." This memoir should be in every 
library, that young Britain may sec how one 
of the greatest men of this or any other age 
lived, and thought' and worked. — London 
Daily Telegraph.

"The man who has 
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Reserves in Canada 



(By Cy Warman), 
The call of nature has never been heard more 
distinctly than it is heard today. Back to the 
country, back to the farm, back to the wild ! 
And this national, this universal hunger for the 
open has set men thinking on how best to con- 
serve the natural resources of the American 
continent. 

In Canada much has been wasted, but so vast 
is the Dominion that much remains if only it 
can be saved from those who wantonly waste. 
Quite early in her career, Canada began I" set 
aside large areas of forests. The National Park 
at Banff, in the Canadian Rockies, is a vast 
wilderness of mountain -forest, covering many 
square miles. Here a great enclosure contain.-- 
buffalo, elk. deer, and many other animals. 

The Temaganii forest reserve in < >ntario con- 
tains 3,750,000 acres. Lake Temaganii alone 
has a shore line of 3,000 miles. In the Tem- 
aganii district, shooting is allowed in season, 
and fishing as well. This is a famous moose 
country. During the fishing season, and before 
the shooting season opens, moose may be seen 
daily wading about in the shallow.- of the lake-, 
feeding on the floating lily pods. Algonquin 
National Park is also in Ontario. Here is a 
perpetual reserve where nothing is killed, 
Four or five of the large rivers of the north 
country flow out of this wilderness of lake and 
wood. Algonquin J 'ark covers 1,800,000 acres 
of land and water. It is one of the most inter- 
esting places on the continent for the real na- 
ture student who does not hunt to kill. Dr. 
Wm. J. Long, the animal-story writer, has 
spent a good part of the past two winters here 
in this hushed wilderness watching the wild 
things as they go about their business. At 
this moment the Doctor, by permission of the 
Provincial Government, is camping in Algon- 
quin Park, trying to outwit the wolves who 
slaughter the deer when the snow lies deep in 
.the wood. When a light crust forms, a crust 
which will carry a wolf, butt through w hich the 
sharp feet of the deer breaks, the latter are at 
the mercy of these gaunt marauders. 

Down in Old Quebec there is the Laurentide 
National Park, the Caspesian Forest Reserve, 
and other government reserves, having a total 
acreage of 2,000,000 acres. Fishing and shoot- 
ing, under special licences, in the open seasons, 
is permitted in these reserves, but an effort is 
being , made to secure the enactment of law s 
which will prohibit shooting here altogether. 
A Herd of Buffalo. 
Out in Alberta, on the line of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, the Dominion Government have 
set aside 156 square miles. They have built a 
fence around this reserve 12 feet high, .and here 
in this Buffalo Park they propose to pasture 
the great herd of buffalo brought from the 
States last year, 'This herd was secured by 
Hon, Frank Oliver, Minister of the Interior, 
from under the nose of that mighty hunter then 
inhabiting" the Government reserve known as 
the "White House." This is by far the largest 
herd of buffalo left on the .American continent. 
Jn this new park alone they will have some 700 
animals. Of course, there will still be left a 
small band at Banff, and at [.anionic, in Al- 
berta. This is pretty far north for buffalo, but 
the deep grooves still visible in the unplowed 
plain show that the buffalo did frolic and wax 
fat in these far-flung fields in the goldcti days 
when only the Indians roamed in the west, ami 
it was not necessary to cache your chattel-. 

There will, in all probability, he set aside in 
northwestern Ontario another immense forest 
preserve. In this good work of saving to pos- 
terity a part of this la-t wilderness, the Can- 
adians should have the encouragement of all 
Britishers and the full appreciation oi the great 
American Republic, whose playground is being 
stripped of its forest and whose open fields are 
being furrowed by the larmor. 

The Provincial Government has set aside in 
British Columbia a grand sanctuary for tin 
mountain goat, mountain -In ep, elk, mule den , 
and other important wild animal- oi the Fa-t 
Kootenay district oi thai province. The Initial 
Act, as published officially 111 the "British Col 
tinibia Gazette," take- the form of an order 
proclaiming an absolute close season for ten 
years from 15th November, 10,08, throughout an 
area the boundaries oi which are specifically 
defined. It- southern line 1- sixty-three mile- 
north of the International boundary, and its 
eastern boundary, Flk River, is fifteen miles 
from the western boundan 01 Alberta, on the 
summit erf the continental divide The total 
area of the region, which thus becomes an 
absolute game preserve, i- about 450 square 
miles. It is reasonably certain that in the 
whole of the grand mountain regions of south- 
ern British Columbia there cannol be found an 
equal area w hich is at once so finely equipped 
with picturesque mountain and vallcv scenery 
and so richly -locked with grand game, li is 
undoubtedly the centre of abundance oi the 
White Mountain Goat, the number of which is 
estimated by competent sportsmen and guides 
at about one thousand head. 

The National Park at Banff, on tin Canadian 
Pacific, is one of the oldest, and. therefore, best 
known, parks in Canada. It comprises main 
thousand acres of grand, wild mountain and 
valley. Even without its enclosure, wild dees 
are seen daily feeding on the fir-clad hills and 
drinking from the mountain streams, 
Jasper Park. 
The grcate.si of all Canadian national breath- 
ing spaces has just been set .aside by the Don ■ 
inion Government on the eastern -lope of the 
Rockies, near where the national transconti- 
nental railway pierces the range through the 
Yellow Head Pass. This reserve is to be 
known as Jasper Parle. The name comes from 
Jasper House. House (or Howsc) was a pio- 
neer here 110 years ago. The .scenery within 



Jasper Park-, which holds 5,450 square miles, 
is said to be the grandest and wildest on the 
continent. This park holds Mount Robson, the 
highest mountain in Canada. All this exten- 
sive area has been set aside by the Federal 
Government of Canada, in which is vested the 
control and administration of the 'public lauds 
of the west. For till time this area will be pre- 
served in a state of nature, so far as such con- 
dition is consistent with the purpose for which 
the reserve is created. It will be open to the 
holiday-maker and the tourist; to the explorer, 
for much of it in detail is still an unknown land ; 
to the student of nature, to the artist, and to 
those wishing to study at first hand the prob- 
lems of forestry in a country where forests will 
he preserved in their natural state. Coupled 
with ;dl these attractions will be that of facility 
oi access. A transcontinental railway will pass 
through the very centre of the park, and the 
traveler will be able to step from a palace car 
into the heart of one of the largest reserves of 
natural grandeur and beauty in the world. As 
soon as the railway is completed, now only a 
matter of a few months, Jasper Park will be 
the goal of mans a traveler seeking rest and 
recreation in a retreat where nature reign-. 

There is a wonderful combination of beauty 
about these mountain-. Great masses oi boldly 
defined bare rock are united to all the beauty 
that variety of form, color, and vegetation can 
give. A noble river, with many tributaries, 
each defining a distinct range, and a beautiful 
lake (Jasper), ten miles long, embosomed .5,300 
feet above the sea, among mountains twice as 
high, offer innumerable scenes, seldom to be 
found within the same compass, for the artist 
to depict and for every traveler to enjoy. 

During his last visit to Canada. Mr. Kipling 
remarked to a literary friend: "The best thing 
about Winnipeg is that it has given us a new 
day." Canada will be able, when the new rail- 
way is completed, to give the transcontinental 
traveler an entirely "new day." Apart from 
its scenic grandeur, the Yellow Head country 
has other natural advantages. The altitude 
can be caricd at will. The presence of immense 
forests of fir. and the bright sunshine which 
prevails throughout most of the days of the 
year, give to the air of the region invigorating 
and health-giving qualities probably unsur- 
passed anywhere oil the continent. And then 
there are the hot springs, from which flow in 
large volume mineral waters possessing valu- 
able medicinal properties. Th'c source of these 
springs, situated between [8 and 20 miles from 
the entrance to the pass, but much nearer the 
line of the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, is at 
tin altitude of 4.209 feet above sea-level and 
I.200 feel above the level of the railway. So 
far as tested, the water of one spring was found 
to have a temperature of 1 1 ( > degrees Fait., 
while the water of another spring showed a 
temperature of 125 degrees. 

Big Game Districts 
These western wilds are also famous for 
their big game. Central British Columbia is 
the natural home of the hear family, and there 
tire moose and caribou, as well as beaver and 
other fur-bearing animals. The great deer- 
shooting ground-, however, arc in the high- 
lands of Ontario. Moose .are also numerous 
there. For deer, the northern part of what is 
known a.- Old Ontario may be recommended. 
Off from I luntsvillc, which is otdv 145 miles 
north, oi Toronto, beyond the Lake of Bavs, 
the wood- are full of red deer. At I lolh'iw 
Pake, a short day's journey from the railvv;,v, 
there is a hunter-' hotel, where parties niav 
lodge during the -hooting season. 

For moose, one should go north of Tor- 
onto (Grand Trunk and Temiskamiug and 
Northern Ontario railway I some 300 miles to 
Tcmagami. where good 'hotel accommodation 
may be had. a- well a- the serv ice- of reliable 
guides. The moose here are protected, a- a!! 
the deer family are in Canada, ami it quite un- 
usual for a hunter to go out without hav un- 
secured a 111. 11 ise head,

Who will interpret clearly and with 
the greatest rapidity? It is interesting to no- 
tice, before entering into detail, what charm- 
ing results can be obtained by the deft linking 
together of floral meanings. In these days 
we are till students and lovers of Shakespeare, 
so that it is unnecessary to quote how often 
be makes use of this really delicate art ; we 
remember at once Pcrdita, in "The Winter's 



Tale," and Ophelia, poor distracted Ophelia, 
in "Hamlet-" who seems to scatter flowers 
with mad lingers, but they tell a definite mes- 
sage when their- meanings are. correctly linked 
together. Now, this is a lost art in England: 
Leigh Hunt realized with delight how in the 
East a bouquet might be a dainty love let- 
ter, and speaks as follows: 

An exquisite invention this, 
Worthy of Love's most honied kiss, 
This art of writing billet-doux 
In buds and odours and bright hues, 
Of saying all one feels and thinks 
In clever daffodil- and pinks, 
Uttering as well as silence may 
The sweetest words the sweetest way. 

Lady Mary Wort ley Montague describes a 
Turkish flower letter, which contained a clove, 
a jonquil, a pear, a rose, a straw, cinnamon 
and pepper flowers. It is interesting to con- 
trast what a writer. Henry Peacham, of the 
year [612, say.- : 

Painted lecture- of Cod's sacred will, 
The daisy teacheth lowliness of mind, 
The camomile we should be patient still. 
The rue our hale of vices, poison, ill, 
The woodbine thai we should our friend- 
ships hold, 

Our hope, the savory, in the bitterest cold. 

The summer time, when (lowers .are so 
plentiful, i- not the season of the year when 
guests care to linger over dessert within door-, 
the scented dusk of open ah has a charm of its 
own. But for dark autumn and winter days 
this novelty can be commended to hostesses 
entertaining a number of people who know 
each other fairly well. There are no difficul- 
ties- for if the actual flower cannot be obtain- 
ed from garden or green-house, these are days 
when artificial imitations are so extraordin- 
arily good that they may well be mistaken in 
lighted rooms for the real thing, especially 
when they lie on perfumed water. 

Let us imagine, for instance, that a party 
is gathered together to welcome a returned 
traveller, and that this pretty novelty; which 
can be turned into a competition, with prizes 
attached, is to be tried. A finger-bowl placed 
in front of the one who has returned from 
distant places shows three blossoms — a sweet 
pea, a sprig of heather and a carnation! What 
message do they deliver? Before each guest 
is a dainty little card with numbered spaces, 
.and under each number the names of Hie 
flowers used in each finger-bowl ; if this is 
considered too complicated a method, each 
guest names, in turn, the flowers in his (or 
her ) linger-bowl, w hile numbering starts from 
right of left hand of the host or hostess. There 
may also he placed here and there pretty 
cards with short list- of meanings attached to 
flowers- because what has to be done is to 
link them together into a correct message. 
To return to the instance given; what do the 
(lowers say? The ordinary meaning connec- 
ted with sweet [teas' is that of movement, 
either departure or absence; the heath sug- 
gests solitude: the carnation deepening admir- 
ation. Do not the flowers, then, tell the trav- 
eller, even if he has been as far as '.he North 
Pole, that his absence, in solitary places, has 
increased, not lessened the .admiration of his 
friends— he has never been forgotten? 

Reverse the positions. Someone is about to 
leave home and country and hi- friend- de- 
sire that he shall remember them, perhaps, in 
the particular room where the party is given, 
for there hi- health will hi 1 drunk, hi- name 
mentioned with love. What -hall the flowers 
say? We -elect the blue steadfast face of the 
periwinkle, the gaudy poppy and- again, the 
sturdy heath. The message is clear enough: 
"Ma.; the pleasures ol memory he your con- 
solation in -olitude." The poppy is the flower 
oi sleep and consolation.

The 
parsley we so often see is the plant of festi- 
vity ; the grass of our gardens, the plant of 
usefulness! Maidenhair declares that the pos- 
sessor is to be trusted, the bracken fern prom- 
ises shelter ; but fern- as a class speak of fas- 
cination.

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question. Mr. Cawston believes that the na- 
tion will supply its own needs in about ten 
years. Mr. Bentley says "not in 100 years," 
and the Arizona ostrich farm declares it is 
doubtful. California growers assert that the 
ostrich farms of the United States arc now 
furnishing about 10 per cent, of home require- 
ments. Were it not for incubators this per- 
centage could not have been reached, for arti- 
ficial incubation, though usually not so pro- 
lific in results as the natural method, is respon- 
sible for a very large number of the country's 
ostriches. By this system as many as 75 birds 
have been raised in one year from five pairs at 
San Diego. From a Cawston incubator in 
May, 1909, one egg produced two birds. This, 
it is -aid, is the only instance of the kind en- 
countered on an American ostrich farm; but 
one bird lived only a few days. 

The rearing of ostriches and the prepar- 
ation of their feathers for the market entails 
heavy expense, but in careful hands the out- 
lay i- -ure to bring a liberal return, and all the 
experienced farmers agree that the industry is 
profitable. California is blessed with a climate 
admirably suited to ostrich farming, and it will 
always remain a leading factor in the industry. 
Arizona'.- success may lead to the establish- 
ment of farms in New . Mexico and other 
Southern Slates in the near future. In states 
like Arizona, where hind is cheap, thousands 
of acres can be made available for ostrich runs 
lor a comparatively little expenditure. The 
California farms, with abundant semi-tropical 
vegetation, are famous till over the world, and 
the most interesting details of the ostrich in- 
dustry arc at the disposal of the \dsitor. Eggs 
in their natural nests (hollows scooped in the 
ground by the male bird) and in incubators 
may be seen, together with chicks a few days 
old eating alfalfa. 

The Life of an Ostrich 
When an ostrich first steps out of its shell 
it is about a fool high ; its sturdy legs have no 
sooner become accustomed to their environs 
than it begins to peck the ground and starts 
life with a meal of gravel or shell or both; in 
two or three days the ostrich's diet is changed! 
to alfalfa, and that remains his dietetic staple, 
with grain sometimes included, through all his' 
years. The young ostrich increases in height 
at the rate of about a foot a month for several- 
months; when nine months old the first crop 
of feathers is plucked, and thereafter every 
eight or nine months. When four years old 
the birds mate, and at that age come their dis- 
tinguishing colors, the male's plumage being 
black and white and the female's dark drab. 
\\ hen fully grown the birds weigh from 250 to 
300 pounds and stand eight feet high. A good 
year's work' for a pair of ostriches is to raise 
two or three broods from the 45 eggs laid an- 
nually. When sitting, the hen covers the eggs 
during daylight, with the exception of an hour 
at noon, when the male relieves her, and the 
male protects them at night. After the hatch- 
ing, little attention is given to the young birds 
by the parents. The grown birds" are savage 
fighters, and great care is exercised in pluck- 
ing their feathers. The plucking is made safe 
by driving the ostriches into a corner and 
placing a hood over their heads; the plumes 
are then cut off about an inch from the body, 
and thus causes no pain. For the enjoyment 
ol tourists ostriches are trained as mounts, 
trotters, etc.; a famous trotter is "Black Dia- 
mond," of the Hot Springs farm. The os- 
trich s best and most striking imitation of 



The ostrich industry of the United States 
has developed into one of the most profitable 
of the new commercial enterprises of North 
America. The industry had its origin at San 
Diego, California, in 1883, when Air. W. II. 
Bentley introduced a small flock of birds; but 
there are now a dozen ostrich farmers, whose 
operations extend from California to Florida, 
although practically all the plumes come from 
the Pacific Coast states and Arizona. On 
January 1 of this year there were approximate- 
ly O.000 ostriches in the United States, accord- 
ing to farmers' estimates. Of the present 
number more than 2.500 are young birds. At- 
tracted by the profits of the business, reach- 
ing in some cases to as much as 12 per cent., 
more people are taking up ostrich farming. 
Taking into consideration these additions and 
the present large increase in flocks already es- 
tablished, it seems likely that in another de- 
cade lens of thousands of ostriches will be 
farmed in the United States. Evidently there 
i- room for expansion. Government reports 
-how that unfinished ostrich plumes to the 
value of hundreds of thousands of pounds are 
annually imported into the country. For the 
fiscal vear ended June 30. 1909, the imports 
totalled £858,783; in the previous vear the 
total was £713,410; and for 1907. £720,258. 
The imports of finished feathers, however, is 
practically nil. the value thereof in I909 being 
only £459. 

Principal Farms 

Including two farms under one manage- 
ment, there are seventeen ostrich farms in 
the United States; California and Arizona 
have seven each, and Arkansas and Florida 
one each. Arizona leads in point of numbers 
with nearly 4,000 birds, all in the Salt River 
Valley. These are owned by seven compan- 
ies, the largest being the Arizana ostrich 
farm of Phoenix. The largest farm of Cali- 
fornia belongs to Mr. Edwin Cawston. who 
owns 1,200 ostriches at South Pasadena and 
I. a Harba, and the estimated increase to his 
flock this year is 250 birds, or one-sixth of the 
estimated increase in .Arizona. The Cawston 
farms, the first stock of which was imported 
in 1 886, are valued at several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. The San Diego farm has more 
than too birds, and the same management has 
50 at Oakland, 600 miles north. Small farms 
are conducted at Santa Barbara. San Jose, and 
in I ,os Angeles, and moderately-sized farms 
are in operation at Hot Springs, Arkansas, and 
Jacksonville. Florida. The capital invested 
in the nation's ostrich industry exceeds £200,- 
000. While California .and .Arizona are close 
rivals in the industry, the finest plumes un- 
doubtedly are obtained in the Golden State, 
where it is claimed that the atmospheric mois- 
ture gives the feathers a degree of softness 
and .an "oily" touch that cannot be obtained 
in drier climates. Nevertheless the Arizona 
farmers find their business very profitable, 
and their flocks have increased wonderfully 
during the last three years. 

Values of Birds and Plumes 

It is impossible to learn from the ostrich 
farmer.- the value of their products, because 
for several reasons they do not agree on val- 
ues. While some climatic conditions appar- 
ently affect the output, and methods of selling 
are various, the farmers making the largest 
profit- handle their own stock in the market 
to a very large extent, and do not sell at un- 
satisfactory prices. The Cawston farm, for 
instance, litis a sales emporium in Los Ang- 
eles, .and usually has £20,000 worth of slock 
oii hand- The value- of ostriches in California 
and Arizona vary greatly. Quotations made 
to a correspondent of The Times at. the Ari- 
zona ostrich farm place the value of a full-' 
grow n bird at £70, and of "chicks." from four 
to six month- old, at £20. The Caw-ton quo- 
tations for grown ostriches range from £30 to 
£400. and the San Diego price for matured 
stock" is from £100 upwards, while the two 
California farms quote ostriches one month 
old at from £10 to £15. h'.ggs are quoted ai 
from £12 to £24 per dozen. Al the same 
rate, counting thirty hen's egg- to one ostrich 
egg, the barnyard fowl product would bring 
from 8s to lbs per dozen. The value- of a 
plucking range from £4 to L' 20 per bird. The 
difference lies in the methods of "making 
up" the plumes and their disposal a- raw or 
finished stock. Taking "woolies," for exam- 
ple, one farmer declares he sells them at five- 
pence each, while the farmers -ells their 
stock raw get about £1 12s per pound. As 
there are more than 600 "woolies" per pound, 
the difference in favor of the farmer who -ells 
them at fivepence each is about £11. the value 
of a young ostrich. The sale of "spads" brings 
a- much or more, when worked into fancy 
stock, as i- obtained for "prime-" by those 
who -ell their -lock raw. At the farm- the 
prices of plumes range from 4s upwards. The 
Cawston farm has on exhibition tin exception- 
ally large illume valued at £30. It was. oi 
course, "made up." The chief buying centre 
is New York. By the time the raw -lock- 
passes through tin: metropolitan buyers and 
is offered to the consumer the valine of the os- 
trich product.- of the United States runs im,, 
hundreds of thousands of pounds annually, 
Apart from plumes, large sums are derived 
from the stile of fans and boas. The California 
farmers find it very profitable also to admit 
visitors to their premises for a small fee. The 
record of visitors to the San Diego farm hist 
vear .-how- about 30.000 names, and at the 
South Pasadena and Oakland farms the num- 
bers were far greater.

Whether the United States will ever sup- 
ply from its own farms the whole of the home

Over fifty descendants of poets have now 
made claims, which have been held to entitle 
them to attend the dinner. Among the latest 
is Baroness de Bertouch, who writes to say 
thai her lineage goes back to John Wilmoi, 
the poet Earl of Rochester. 
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In the most recent issue of the leading Mar- 
athi paper the Kesari is to he found an article 
entitled Ajchi Konnsilen Udhyanche Parle- 
tnent ("Today's Council, tomorrow's Parlia- 
ment"). In it the writer states definitely that, 
whatever Lord Morley may say, the Indian 
people will never be satisfied until they receive 
Parliamentary institutions with plenary pow- 
ers. At the same time if we consider the state 
of the great dependency we find unrest in the 
Punjab and the United Provinces, murders and 
murderous attempts in Bombay, the pax Bri- 
lannica barely existing in Bengal. It must 
therefore be reluctantly admitted that the re- 
forms which for two years occupied the 
attention of the Secretary of State and his 
advisers, and embodied everything that 
Western experience could teach or the highest 
statesmanship inspire, have failed to satisfy 
Indian wishes and to fulfil the hopes enter- 
tained at Whitehall that anarchy would auto- 
matically disappear on their introduction. It is 
idle to attribute this failure to Indian ingrati- 
tude' because Englishmen experienced in 
Eastern affairs will readily admit that, as a 
rule, the Indian is at least as capable of feel- 
ing and showing gratitude as a European. In 
the hope therefore of ascertaining the true 
cause let us cursorily examine the ancient 
Hindu theory of government. 

The Duties of the King 
That theory is fully disclosed in the Mahab- 
harata, the most majestic work ever produced 
by the human intellect, a work, too, which is 
today as popular with Indians as when 40 
centuries ago it was chanted to instruct the 
youth and beguile the tedium of the Princes 
of Hastinapura. Unlike all systems of govern- 
ment known to the West, the Hindu system 
contains no popular element whatever. In it 
we find no Witanagemote in which the nobles 
may advise the monarch; still less has it any 
place for a comiti centuriata, with its stormy 
masses of spearmen, to scrutinize and control 
the encroachments of the Royal prerogative. 
In the kingdoms described in the Mahabar- 
ata the inhabitants are rigidly divided into 
four wholly distinct and separate classes 
(Udhyog Parva, p. 67, Roy's translation). 
First come the Brahmas whose duty it is 



to study, to teach' to minister at sacrifices — 
receiving in return gifts from "known" or- as 
we should say, respectable persons. Then fol- 
low the Kshattriyas or the warrior class, whose 
whole life has to be spent in fighting and in 
warlike exercises. Thirdly come the Vaisyas 
who acquire merit by accumulating wealth 
through commerce, cattle-breeding, and agri- 
culture. Fourthly, we have the Sudras, or 
serfs, who are hound to obey the other three 
classes, but who are forbidden to study their 
scriptures or partake in their sacrifice. 

High over all classes is the King, lie is the 
living symbol of strength and power. He is 
"the tiger among men," the "bull of the Bhar- 
ata race," and his form and features bear the 
visible impress of the Most High. The whole 
arduous business of government rests on his 
shoulders. He cannot appeal to his subjects 
to help him in carrying out good administra- 
tion nor can he leave his duties to others. For 
to beseech and to renounce are both against 
the laws of his order ( Vana Parva, p. 457). 
At the utmost he can employ counsellors to 
advise him, but their numbers must never 
exceed eight (Canti Parva, p. -75). In any 
case they only tender advice when asked 
(Udhyog Parva. p, 100), and the full respon- 
sibility of all acts rests on the King only. It 
is he who must keep up the arsenals, the de- 
pots, the camps, the stables for the cavalry, 
the lines for the elephants, and replenish the 
military storehouses with bows and arrows. 
It is he who must maintain in efficient repair 
his six different kinds of citadels — his water 
citadels, his earth citadels, his hill citadels, 
his human citadels, his forest citadels, and his 
mud citadels (Canti Parva, p. 277). It is he 
who must see that the capital has abundant 
provisions, impassable trenches, impenetrable 
walls; that it teems with elephants, cavalry 
horses, and war-chariots. He must maintain 
an efficient staff of spies to ascertain the 
strength of neighboring monarchs and do his 
utmost to cause dissension among their ser- 
vants (Canti Parva, p. 224). The war office 
ami the foreign office are alike under his im- 
mediate headship. It is for him to conclude 
treaties, to lead to battle his armies, and 
during peace to keep them prepared for war 



(Canti Parva, p. 22S). But the duty which 
comes before all others is to protect his sub- 
jects. That, indeed, is imposed on him as a 
religious duty. "For having protected his 
Kingdom a King becomes sanctified and finally 
sports in Heaven" (Canti Parva, p. 68). 
"Whether he does or does not do any other 
religious acts, if only ho protects his subjects 
he is thought to accomplish all religion. "(ibid., 
P- 193)- 

The Penalties of Sedition 

In return for the proper discharge of his 
innumerable tasks, he is regarded by his sub- 
jects as the incarnation of Indra. He is en- 
titled to a sixth share of the gross revenue of 
the country. Fearful penalties attach to the 
infringement of his rights. "That man who 
even thinks of doing an injury to the King 
meets with grief here and Hell hereafter" 
(Canti Parva, p. 221). "lie will be destroyed 
like a deer that 1ms taken poison." On the 
other hand, should the King fail to meet his 
obligations — and above all' it he does not pro- 
tect his subjects — lie offends grievously. 
"These persons should be avoided like a 
leaky boat on the sea, a preceptor who does 
not speak, a priest who has not studied tin- 
Scriptures, a King who does not grant pro- 
tection." (Canti Parva. p. 170). "A King who 
does not protect his kingdom takes upon him- 
self a quarter of its sins." (Drona Parva, p. 
625). In the last resort his subjects will be 
freed from their allegiance. "If a powerful 
King approaches kingdoms torn by anarchy 
from desire of annexing them to his domin- 
inos the people should go forward and receive 
the invader with respect." 

In a similar manner the entire Civil admin- 
istration must he conducted by the King. He 
must see to it that wide roads, shops, and 
water conduits are constructed. He must look 
after the streets and by-paths, lie must treat 
all classes impartially, ami, above all, scrutin- 
ize carefully the work of the Courts of Jus- 
tice. "The penal code properly applied by the 
ruler maketh the warders (i.e., Judges) adhere 
to their respective duties, and leadeth to an 
acquisition by the ruler himself of virtue." 
(Udhyog Parva, p. 383). But although the 



subjects have the right to expect kindness or 
even easy condescension. "The heart of a 
King is as hard as thunder." (Canti Parva. p. 
57). "Knowledge makes a man proud, but the 
King makes him humble" (Canti Parva, p. 
223). "When the King rules with a complete 
and strict reliance on the science of chatise- 
ments, the foremost of ages called the Kirta 
is said to set in" (ibid., p. 228). "The King 
must be skilful in smiting" (ibid., p. 174). 
"Fierceness and ambition arc the qualities of 
the King" (ibid., p. 59). "The King who is 
mild is regarded as the worst of his kind, like 
an elephant that is reft of fierceness" (ibid., 
p. 171). Indeen, failure to treat subjects with 
rigour is visited with penalties as tremendous 
as failure to protect them. "They forget their 
own position and most truly transcend it. 
They disclose the secret counsels of their 
master; without the least anxiety they set 
at nought the King's commands. They wish 
to sport with the King as with a bird on the 
string" (ibid., p. 172). And in the end they 
destroy him. "The King should always be 
heedful of his subjects as also of his foes. If 
he becomes heedless they fall on him like vul- 
tures upon carrion" (Canti Parva, p. 289). 
Influence of the Mahabharata 

Here we have commended as a pattern of 
administration a despotism such as the West 
has never experienced. It is inquisitorial, 
severe- -sometimes, perhaps, wantonly cruel. 
But from the fearful pitfalls that encompass 
weakness it is certain to be slceplessly vigi- 
lant and in the highest degree virile, forceful, 
and efficient. Now it will be asked what 
bearing the doctrines of a work four thousand 
years old have on the problems of the present 
day. But it must be remembered, as that 
eminent scholar, the late Mr. Jackson, the 
victim of the abominable Nasik outrage, 
pointed out, that Hindu civilization and Hin- 
du thought are at the bottom the same now 
as in the days of Pudhisthira. 

The Mahabharata is the constant compan- 
ion from youth to age of every educated 
Indian, its tales have provided matter for the 
poetry, the drama, and the folk-songs of all 
ages and of all languages. No Hindu will live 
in a house facing south, as it is there that 



lives Yama, the god of death. No Hindu will 
go to sleep without murmuring Takshaka as 
a preventative against snake bite. For Tak- 
shaka rescued the snakes from the vengeance 
of Janamajaya, the great-grand-son of the 
Mahabharata hero Arjuna. The independent 
Indian Princes conduct their administration 
exactly on the lines indicated in the Mahab- 
harata. and even States as enlightened as 
Baroda and Kolhapur still adhere to the 
Council of eight Ministers recommended in 
that immortal work. Indeed, its teachings 
really explain the puzzle of Indian loyalty to 
the British government. According to West- 
ern ideas, no amount of pax Brittanica would 
compensate the conquered for foreign rule. 
The Poles still sigh for the bad old days of 
independence and misrule, and are in no way 
comforted by the efficiency of German admin- 
istration. But the Indian's allegiance to his 
native kings was, as the Mahabharata lays 
down, released by their weakness, and he 
readily transferred his loyalty to those who, 
although foreign, had yet shown that they 
could govern vigorously. Lastly, Mr. Roy, in 
the introduction to his translation, entertained 
no doubts on the subject, for he replied to the 
critics who charged him with unlocking to the 
barbarian the Sacred Scriptures that he did 
so in the cause of good government. 

The immense size of the Indian Empire 
precludes anything like the centralization of 
the Kshattriya Monarchies. We would also 
recognize that a century's inculcation oi 
Western ideas must have created a certain 
demand for Western institutions. But the re- 
forms recently introduced have been framed 
on a scale generous enough to satisfy all 
reasonable requirements. Therefore, when 
Press attacks on the government and unrest 
still continue it may be well to consider 
whether during the last 20 years Indian polity, 
while striving to suit Western has not, by 
steadily weakening the Executive, offended 
Eastern ideas. It is no doubt the case that 
the agitators proclaim that their need is for 
further concessions. But the sick, whether 
physically or mentally, arc often strangely 
mistaken as to the remedies their maladies 
require. — London Times. 



ir John Tenniel 



"Sir John rarely sees anybody now." was 
the message, and the real pathos of it was 
apparent later when the "great artist and 
great gentleman"— -to use Air. Balfour's noble 
eulogy — came forward to greet the delegate 
of The Daily Telegraph, empowered to express 
the good wishes and congratulations of the 
readers of this journal to the master of cari- 
cature on his approaching 90th anniversary, 
which falls on Monday. Upright, alert, and 
with no sign of the tremor of age. Sir John 
Tenniel approached his caller, shook his hand 
listened attentively to the few words of good- 
will, which he acknowledged with some feel- 
ing and courtesy, adding, pathetically, "You 
know 1 am now quite blind." Yet the steady 
silvery voice maintained the note of a high 
courage. There was no murmuring, no falter- 
ing, neither did his caller attempt that banal 
thing, "the interview," so much loathed by 
Sir John's bosom friend and colleague, Charles 
Kcene. The message had been delivered. It 
had been heartily recehed. Sir John however, 
detained his visitor for a few moments to ask 
a question or two about life in Fleet street. 
"They send me Punch every Monday night." 
"Yes. I have it read to me. and the drawings 
described." he bravely concluded. Just then 
perhaps, for a second, the veteran artist was 
011 the brink of emotion. It was time to go, 
Ave atmte Vale ! 

Out in the quiet street one fell possibly as 
a caller might have done 111 1564 when visit- 
ing Michel Angelo in his 90th year, not that 
the personalities of the men cm he likened, 
yet in their arl each "walked alone." The 
Italians wen- wont to say that in In- lonely 
career Michel .Angelo walked alone because he 
was like an executioner. Xo gentler hcr.ds 
man in caricature than Sir John Tenniel ever 
drew breath. At the farewell dinner lo hit 1 on 
June 12, 1901, Mr. Balfour, as one of his 
"predestined victims," paid a full tribute to the 
justice, courage ami restraint of In. masterly 
gifts. To the caricatures by Sir John Tenniel 
in "Punch" numbering over 2.000, it is certain 
that the future historian must turn in order 
to grasp the trend and character* of English 
thought during half of the nineteenth century. 
The license and ferocitv of earlier generations 
of cartoonists rol) them of much historical 
value. 

It was in the contemplation of these labors 
and of the appreciative forgiveness of his v ic- 
tims that Sir John Tenniel found himself 
bereft of speech when bidding farewell to his 
friends nine, years ago. As .Mr. Birrell admir- 
ably described the situation — it made one in 
love with silence. One eminent speaker after 
another rose to render tribute to the many- 
sided artistic genious of their guest, to his 
wonderful fairness in holding the political 
balance. The late Duke of Devonshire was 
especially happy in his appreciation, and told 
the story of Gladstone's constant interest in 
the Tenniel cartoons. During the passage of 
one of the Irish Land Acts Sir John had illus- 
trated a possible agrarian situation which 
Gladstone found to be of high comedy, and 
chaffed the Duke considerably about it. In the 



cartoon the tables were turned, and landlords 
were shown hiding in a ditch and waiting for 
their returning tenants with blunderbusses. 
Hut everybody has his particular favorite 
among the cartoons. It seems incredible that 
the first Tenniel "Big cut." as the principal 
drawing was called, appeared as far back as 
1851. Tenniel had joined "Punch" at Christ- 
mas. [850, on the resignation of Richard Doyle, 
who had taken umbrage at "Punch's" policy 
in regard to the Catholics. Douglas Jerrold had 
discerned Tenniel's worth in the illustrations 
to "Aesop's babies," and had recommended 
him. Previously the young artist had won a 
£200 prize for his ".Allegory of Justice" in the 
competition for the decoration of the Houses 
of Parliament. His painting of Dryden's "St. 
Cecilia" in the Poets' Hall" has, alas! faded 
with the rest. His first cartoon was "Lord 
Jack the Giant Killer," the subject being a 
light between Lord John Russell with a sword 
and Cardinal W iseman with a crozier. 

During a period of over forty years Sir John 
was absent only half-a-dozen times from the 
weekly "Punch" dinner, and by eight o'clock 
each Friday night his drawing' usually made 
directly on the woodblock, would be deliver- 
ed. One of the wonders of "Punch" is still 
the prescience displayed in the chief cartoons, 
and very rarely indeed has an error been com- 
mitted. The Tenniel gallery remains as a 
political history of the highest value. There 
is probably a consensus of opinion that the 
cartoonist reached his widest span in the fa- 
mous "Dropping the Pilot,' 
the t ime the addith »nal note 
Tenniel's own — as Bismarck 
his hands alsi 1. This loss of 
was made much more palpable in the cartoon 
of the "Political .Mrs. GtimmidgC'" showing 
Gladstone seated under the portrait of Bca- 
consfield in an attitude of regret- and [ohn 
Bull exclaiming. "She is thinking of the old 
'tin!" Many good judges hold "Before the 
Tournament" and "After the .Melee," with 
this famous pair, as among Sir John's strongest 
drawings. Others still speak of the "Wolf" 
cartoon of 1867, "They are saved," and of the 
prophetic "Vision on the Way. Beware!" 
heralding the Franco-German War. But, as 
before stated, each has his favorite, and that 
there should he so many is a remarkable tri- 
bute to the artist's achievements. Xo wonder 
that his retirement in 1901 should be describ- 
ed as something like the suspension of a law 
of nature. 

'I'he gay and sparkling humour of a "Punch" 
symposium has been frequently echoed by 
Sir Francis Burnand and others. It is amusing 
to be reminded that Keeue, who did Sir 
lohn's cartoons for a month in 187S, was a 
rare visitor, and a gruff one at that. 

His usual comment, on being appealed to 

for an opinion, was "D d bad!" And in one 

of his letters he wrote, "Obliged to go to the 
'Punch' dinner for company." But Sir John 
and the rest have borne testimony to his great 
goodness of soul and to the happy-family 
relations of all connected with "Punch." Just 
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now. when most people are thinking about 
Westminster, it is appropriate to recall Keene's 
annoyance at the failure of the public to 
grasp the point (merely a triumphant non- 
sequitor) of his W'est-min-i-ster joke. "Bus 
Conductor: Westminister , Westminister! 
Old Gentleman (gently): Why do you say 
Westminister? Minister is a clergyman; min- 
ster, a sacred edifice. 'Bus Conductor: Then 
what's the good of the W : ? Away ye go. Bill! 
(triumphantly)." Such is a paraphrase of a 
joke which troubled the public and "Punch's" 
table for a long time. 

Sir William Agnew, who is Sir John's 
junior by only "a lustrum is one of the few 
old friends who call to exchange* reminiscen- 
ces of the joyous past; yet it is pathetic to add 
that these staunch comrades have to bear with 
each other's physical infirmities, for one, as 
we know, is blind and the other of increasing 
deafness. Otherwise, each is a wonderful 
example of a triumph over years. To the 
younger Agnews Sir John remains the preux 
chevalier and hero of their boyhood. The Ten- 
niel legend endures. Mr. Lockett and Mr. 
Morland Agnew are full of Manchester 
memories, when Sir John and the rest of the 
"Punch" staff used to hold high revels. One 
reminiscence dovetails into .another. When 
,£22.000 was raised for the Children's Hos- 
pital, the "Punch" men excelled themselves. 
Sir John and the incomparable Miss Kate 
Terry danced their wonted horn-pipe together. 
At 63 tiie artist was as nimble as ever, and 
kept going for a quarter of an hour as fresh 
as a "skipping' ram." The charity fun was un- 
bounded, and at one stage Sir John hid behind 
a screen, extended his hand, and charged hall 
a crown a time for it to he kissed. When the 
manager of the locd theatre died, the "Punch" 
staff and the Terry family, with Sir Arthur 
Sullivan, gave a benefit performance lor his 
family, playing "Box and Cox," and the "Wolf 
111 Sheep's Clothing," Tenniel being a resplen- 
dent cavalier in the hitter, ami Burnand and 
I)u Maurier taking the chief parts of the for- 
mer. Mr. Lockett Agnew. who is a well-known 
rider to hounds, pays a high compliment to 
Sir John's appearance in the saddle. "Never 
a horse-man in the wide sense. Not a man for 
cross-country, hut a marvellous figure 011 
horseback, and I have been told that in the 
saddle he strode a horse just like the Duke of 
Wellington." It is interesting lo learn, in this 
connection, that the authorities of the Army 
Pageant are now scouring Britain to obtain 
a man with just this qualification. The sym- 
paty of all will go out to Sir John, deprived 
of an exercise which, until he was nearly 80, 
was his daily recreation, Michel Angelo has 
been mentioned. He could still mount his horse 
at 89. But. in the life of our great veteran 
there arc many jovial days to be recalled, and 
to bring hack glad laughter. Never can Sir 
John forget the humorous plight of Mark 
Lemon, who had set forth from John Henry 
Agnew's to Williams's in a four-wheeler, to 
visit him on cartoon business during some 
Manchester high jinks. En route Mark, with 
his 18 stone, got the better of the cab. and the 
bottom fell out. Holding the window-ledges 
with each hand, he had to run for some yards 
before the driver discovered the unrehearsed 
joke. 
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Advancing civilization has meant the 
doing away with some of the old fashions that 
made life infinitely more harmonious and com- 
fortable, and this tendency is nowhere more 
evident than in the building of many of the 
modern homes. In a book recently issued, 
M. Shaw Sparrow gives us come interesting 
information in regard to home making and 
incidentally a few historical facts: 

"From the thirteenth lo the fifteenth ccn- 
turv we watch tentative efforts in' house-plan- 
ning, the aims being to isolate servants from 
the household, to give ladies greater comfort 
and privacy .... Evils sprang from many of 
the improvements, particularly from the grad- 
ual decline of patriarchal life in the feudal 
hall. There was more friendliness between 
masters and servants when the hall united 
them together; and that is why there were 
patriots of Queen Elizabeth's time who said: 
'All eatinge in Chambers should be prohibited 
other than such as are ordynarely allowed to 
keep Chambers.' 

"Kittle by little the hall was whittled away, 
until at last it was often nothing more than 
a vestibule, as in the town houses built by 
the brothers Adam, or, again, as in those 
country houses where the staircase faces the 
front door and sitting-rooms lie to right and 
left of an entrance passage. Today, happily." 

Sparrow, "architects have recog- 
value of a great house-place and a 
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•aluable chapter is that on "Hin- 
Success in Home-making." illus- 
trated with very handsome designs, as are all 
the chapters. Indeed, the wealth of illustra- 
tion is one of the great features of this book. 

"Social influences," writes Mr. Sparrow, 
"are often very ancient, but one among them 
is far and away older than tiny other, older 
and more powerful too: it is family life in 
homes, for the long story of the hearth is the 
history of civilization. 

"To neglect the home is lo neglect substance 
for shadow. Yet the people today are sup- 
posed not to care a row of pins for domestic 
architecture; and that is why newspapers and 
popular magazines never give space to house- 
building and design and handicraft. 

"Even thosse * which publish diagrams of 
headaching chess problems never ask their 
readers to study plans and elevations ; and so 
in the opinion of editors (and many, editors 
try to be in touch with everything that hinges 
on the people's fancy) chess problems are 
attractive as well as useful, while home archi- 
tecture and furnishing are nuts beyond the 
ability of ordinary folk to crack. 

"Bad art in household life is more harmful 
by far than bad art elsewhere as in theatres 
and novels. ... W'e guard the amusements of 
our daily life and neglect the life itself — the . 
home and its needs and traditions." Those 
building bouses will avoid many blunders of 
taste and design if they follow Mr. Sparrow's, 
detailed criticisms and suggestions. 

"A very singular fact is to be noted in our 
industrialism," he says, "namely, that thor- 



oughness rarely appears in its work unless it 
endangers our lives or appeals to our criticis- 
ing love of sport. Home life is not looked 
upon as a sport; and, again, jerry building and 
jerry furnishing do not (as a rule) imperil our 
lives, like illmade guns and ships; the injuries 
they indict on us are moral and social, and 
these are not easy to bring into legal evidence. 
Take the case of thin walls between bedrooms. 
Do they not destroy the most needful pri- 
vacies of domestic life, since every sound in 

one bedroom is heard in another The 

Home Defence Society would be invaluable, 
and traditions of the hearth are worth organ- 
ized protection." Mr. Sparrow has a gospel of 
the home well worth preaching and following.

READINGS FROM THE OLD MASTER 

The Trout and His Seasons 
The trout i- a fish highly valued, both in 
ibis and foreign nations, lie may be justly 
said, as the old poet said of wine, and we 
English say (if venison: "To be a generous 
fish." A fish that is so like the buck A that he 
also litis his seasons: for it is observed that he 
comes in and goes out of season with the stag 
and buck. Gesncr says his mime is of a German 
offspring; and says he is a fish that feeds 
clean and purely, in the swiftest streams, and 
tin the hardest gravel; and that he may justly 
contend with all the fresh water fish, as the 
mullet may with all the sea fish — for pre- 
cedency and daintiness of taste: and that be- 
ing in right season' the most dainty palates 
have allowed precedency to him. 

And next you are to notice thai he is not 
like the crocodile, which, if be lives ever so 
long, yet always thrives till his death; but 
'tis not so with the trout, for after lie is come 
to his full growth, he declines in his body 
and keeps his bigness, or thrives! only in his 
head till his death. And you are to know 
that lie will about, especially before the time 
of his spawning get. almost miraculously, 
through weirs and floodgates, against the 
stream even though such high and swift places 
as is almost incredible. Next that the trout 
usually spawns about Octobci or November, 
but in some rivers a little souncr or later: 
which is the more observable, because most 
other fish spawn in the spring or summer, 
when the sun hath warmed both the earth and 
wtiler and made it lit for generation. And 
you are to note that he continues many 
months out of season: for it may be observed 
of the trout, that he i- like the buck or the ox. 
that he will not be fat ill many months, 
though he go in the very -ante pastures that 
horses do, which will he fat in one month, ami 
si i you may observe that nmsl other fishes 
recover strength, and ^p'V. -.'oner fat am! in 
season than the trout doth. 

And next you are to note, that till the -un 
gels to such a height a- to warm ihe earth 
and the water, the trout is sick, and lean and 
lousy, and unwholesome : for yon shall, in win-

t here lies al the w atch i< if an\ 
that comes near to him : and 
loves the May-fly, which is l>n 
worm or cadi-, and these make tin trout bold 
and lusty, ami he is usually latter and better 
meat at the end of that month than at any 
time of the year. 

Now you are to know that ii i> observed 
that usually the best i routs are either red oi 
yellow, though some, as the Fordidgc trout, 
be while and yet good, but that i- not usual: 
and it is a note observable that the female 
Irout hath usually a less head, and a deeper 
body than the male trout, and is usually the 
belter meat. And not that a hog back and a 
little head, to either trout- salmon or am 
other fish is a sign that the lish i- in season.

As he spoke the strap 
gave beneath the inordinate weight of chalk- 
stream trout, and slipped through his fingers. 
The creel fell to earth. 1 stooped — for this 
man w.as worthy of all reverence — and picked 
the tiling up, bracing myself unconsciously to 
lift it. My body flew upwards with a jerk 
which caused me severe pain, and when I had 
recovered from ihe shock of surprise the creel 
was in his hands. In the gathering darkness 
1 must have failed to take hold of it. 

"Sir," he said, "I thank you. And now I 
will even w ish you a good night's rest, and. an 
you angle on the morrow, a fair south wind 
and a dark water." So saying, he began to 
move silently away.

Again 1 heard the 'gentle 
sigh, ami with it the dark shadow that was my 
acquaintance became one with the blackness 
that filled a space between two ageless yews. —

FLY FISHING FOR BLACK BASS 

I agree fully with Dr. llcnshall that, ounce 
for ounce, inch for inch, there is no fish of 
tlie sweet waters that can excel the small- 
mouthed black bass in game qualities and 
cleverness. At times these fighter.- are er- 
ratic and almost hysterical in their actions 
and treatment <>f different baits and lures. The 
experience to which attention is called deals 
only with fly casting on a beautiful lake nest- 
ling among the hills of \'ew Hampshire. This 
lake always had a bad name among fishermen 
who iried their -kill there, for only small lish 
were taken, and those few in number. The 
reason, 1 believe, after investigation, was the 
large supply of land-locked smelts in the deep- 
er waters, and ihe bass were so well fed and 
so shy that die ordinary worm, grasshoppers, 
crickets, minnows, frogs, etc.. were no tempta- 
tion at all. Plenty of large fish had frequently 
been seen and one or two hooked, but not 
landed. 

This particular lake was almost like a crys- 
tal in ils absolute clearness. Its waters were 
cold all the time, as its source of supply came 
from living springs alone. It was about two 
o'clock in the afternoon thai I first saw this 
charming bit of water. The sun was shining 
brightly and a stiff breeze was blowing. In 
addition squalls of fierce wind added their 
power every few minutes, whipping ihe sur- 
face into froth and spray against, the rocks. It 
was difficult to manage a boat, and still harder 
to control a cast at all; but: it was ideal 
weather for bard work-, as neither the boat nor 
sportsman, line nor leader could be made oul 
clearly by the bass in their water}-, rock-gir- 
dled home. A reef of rocks was selected as the 
best place, for here many large fisli had been 
observed w hen the waters were smooth, , 

The first essential factor was to row the 
boat far up to the weather shore, then turn her

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broadside and drift down towards the reef, 
thus giving two men an equal chance lo cast, 
and this we did. I used a yellow-belly (worst- 
ed) Montreal and an oriole, the gentleman 
with me a green drake and a split ibis. At the 
first east I struck a bass that weighed q.'A-lb. 
He fought hard, long, and well, jumping clear 
of the water some five or six times. He was 
brought to net. Then my companion struck a 
3A.ll). bass, an excellent fighter, and 1 gave 
him the net. When we had drifted too near 
we began all over again, and the sport kept up 
until the twilight fell. None of the small fish 
were kept, but all unhooked and returned to 
their home. The catch was just jo-; jib., and 
not a fish that did not weigh over 2lb. 

It seemed to be rather remarkable that so 
many large fish were taken while the wind w as 
so violent and unsteady. Not only were these 
fish of all sizes good fighters, but they were 
extremely clever. One big chap, who rose 
well and whom I struck- sharply and surely, 
jumped high out of the water several times 
and then made for the bottom. I could not 
hold him with the light rod with which I was 
fishing, and were were too near the reef to 
pull the boat into deeper water: so he select- 
ed a large rock that had a V-likc split in ii, 
drew my line into it. and then wound himself 
up about another rock. I could not dislodge 
him. tor it was difficult lo keep the boat in 
hand, so after a bit he rubbed my leader 
against the rocks, until it parted quite near the 
line. 1 lost him, naturally; hut I enjoyed the 
battle, and 1 only hope that he freed himself 
from that Montreal fly, and that he will live 
long and lie aide to give good battle again. 

The next day there was still good sporl, 
fish about the same size taken, but not so 
many— -a total in weight of tSldb.: but the 
wind blew from a different quarter and died 
down long before sunset. This, in my opinion, 
made the difference. After my luck was noised 
abroad other sportsmen tried fly easting there, 
but without good results. The lessons learn- 
ed might be enumerated. Do not give up be- 
cause a lake has a bad name if fishes have been 
seen in its water.- often. Cast your flies dur- 
ing a good strong breeze, always dril'l to- 
wards the place selected. Use two flies at 
first, and if a companion be with you let him 
use a different set. Then if there be selective 
tendency shown the popular taking fly can be 
used only. Always .-oak wed! both flies and 
leader- thai are to be used. Strike a black 
has- fairly bard. Do not try and net a big fish 
until he has been well played. — h". M. Johnson.

Ii will lie a welcome announcement to all 
angler.- when we hear that die dispute with 
the Dominion Government over the control of 
our fisheries is al last settled. Then we may 
get something done in the matter of the pro- 
tection of our best rivers; those of them within 
easy reach of town are in sore need of it. 

Quite a lol has been written lately in dif- 
ferent papers about the possibility of catching 
our salmon with the fly, so much so indeed 
that die old fallacy should by now be almost 
dispelled and the doubling should at last be- 
lieve, thai Pacific salmon will take a fly at the 
right time and place. In a river where there 
are no places where the fish can lie and feed 
mi their way up from the stilt water ihe}' can 
be caught with the fly. Xoi. all our rivers arc 
suitable for fly-fishing for salmon. Lut it is 
possible to make such places in a river, as has 
been demonstrated not only in the Old Coun- 
try, but. also here on Vancouver Island, and. 
were the Provincial Government in control of 
the fisheries, we might perhaps prevail on

I love corners. - 

There arc corners and corners; ol course, 
hare corners, devoid of imagination and bereft 
of interest, arc to he avoided at all cost. 

The corner under the stairs, for instance. 
Personally I prefer it occupied by several dog 
baskets, aft the least, a chicken hamper, per- 
haps, and a neat fishing box, tidily arranged, it 
is true, but still en evidence. 

lint there are other misguided people who 
say that such objects are an eyesore, and that 
an old oak chest of Charles l.'s time, flanked 
by a Chinese gong on a carved oak stand is 
more correct. 

How a child loves the cupboard in a dark 
corner, a love tempered by fear, sometimes. 

lie is certain that a wild animal or a bogie 
of the fiercest description lurks in the dark- 
ness, ready to flash out at the slightest provo- 
cation. 

On the other hand, what joys are connect- 
ed with corners, what splendid smugglers' 
caves they make, or a lion's den, for instance, 
for hide-and-seek. 

To pursue a more practical train of thought, 
the usual so-called "cosy corner" is by no 
means a cosy corner at all ! 

To begin with, the cushions arc too hard, 
perhaps, and too few, and the shape of the 
seat leaves much to be desired. 

f can think of one really cosy corner in an 
old house, far away — my home — a comfortable 
scat, near the fire. 

The seat holds two, and is just the right 
height, the cushions are many and very soft v 

Overhead is a shelf holding quaint odds 
and cuds of old blue china, besides a few 
carved ivory figures. 

From this favored spot the doings of the 
whole room can be comfortably and quietly ob- 
served, and should one be inclined to be so- 
ciable, or the reverse, tin? is far the most de- 
lightful scat in the room, and that is saying 
a good deal, for it is an old-fashioned room, 
and revels in dear, comfortable old-fashioned 
furniture. v 

I think the management of corners should 
be almost the most important part in the ar- 
ranging of a house. 

1 so often see awkward corners, or corners 
that contain quite the wrong thing. 

A Chippendale corner cupboard, or one of 
inlaid Sheraton, of the thirteen pattern, is 
charming: old oak, too. is very effective, and in 
room that is apt to be dark, a three-sided 
mirror looks very well, and seems to open out 
quite a distant vista of light. 

How ugly mid-Victorian corners often 
were, with hideous brackets, draped with im- 
possible head or embroidery work. 

The fingers that labored at those atrocities 
had so much better have spent their time at 
other things ! 

The vases with which the brackets were 
decorated — how inartistic ! 

Cottage corners are invariably the recep- 
tacles of all the treasures of the household. 

An inevitable cupboard, (I speak of the old 
cot: ages in the countryside of England), some- 
times a really good old oak one. is piled with 
I 'nele Toby's grinning china dogs, lustre jars 
and glass rolling pins, the gift of sailors from 
far-off lands. 

Spiders love corners even more than some 
of us do. Small blame to them ; hut the house- 
maid who comes to the rescue with her morn- 
ing broom, scarcely considers the dainty 
structures she sweeps away so relentlessly. 

\\ ould it were as easy to dust the corners 
ol our minds, the murky, dark corners that col- 
lect cobwebs so quickly, and that are so hard 
to cope with. 

-Most of us possess such corners at some 
time or another, and lucky is he who is able 
to sweep them clear of such furniture. 

Like the fairy gossamer of a dewy autumn 
morning are some of these cobwebs', and we 
would not sweep them away — if we could. 

They shine persistently through a dull, 
everyday background, a shimmer of sweet 
memories, like a chain of sparkling diamonds. 

Away with the broom that shall rob us of 
such treasures ! 

We most of us inspect the corners of our 
hearts, from time to time, some of us take out 
the contents with a ruthless hand, dust them, 
and put them back, just as they were before. 

Sometimes the position is slightly altered. 
Occasionally we frown, perhaps, and push the 
denizens of one corner hastily back again; it 
cannot be looked at or thought about, not yet. 
More often it is with a tender hand that we ar- 
range our corners, perhaps with a tear, or a 
smile — for memory's sake. 

Most people have a soft corner somewhere, 
even under the hardest and most unpromising 
exterior. 

Sometimes We. arc in a tight corner— a most 
unpleasant position. 

Through the long years I think with af- 
fection of the corner of the nursery where 
some cherished toys were kept. 

The doll's house, lived there, and a wooden 
horse, with a very blunt hfcdd, and whose broad 



back was studded with tihtacks driven in by an 
•amateur carpenter. 

The owners of the horse, "buffer," are. fir 
away now, and the corners of their bedrooms 
are filled with even more precious possessions 
than the old horse, cricket bats, hockey sticks, 
and a battered old walking-stick gun, the ter- 
ror of the nursery.

HOW TO GROW UP 

Girls grow up sometime, boys never. So 
runs the ancient proverb. It has just re- 
ceived support from a decision oi the French 
Courts. At least, if we really understand the 
import of an impolite judgment. The lad)' of 
3y brought, a suit for breach of promise 
against a man of 79, to which French justice 
answered. "Whereas, owing to her age. plain- 
tiff had sufficient experience of the world to 
know that there is an clement of uncertainty 
in every matrimonial scheme." but quite 
omitted to note that the young spark oi 70 
had also "sufficient experience of the world' 
to know that il is not considered noble to 
make promises, even of marriage, and break 
them. Thus is there ever one law for the 
man and another for the woman. The lady, 
being 39, had attained to the age of discretion. 
The man at 70 is not there yet. After all, it is 
a kind of compliment to the fail' sex. 

(>nc point, unfortunately, the French 
Court omitted to make clear, a poinl most 
important lor our future guidance: At 39, it- 
appears, a woman has "sufficient experience 
of the world" to go warily and expect disap- 
pointments, matrimonial and other. But 
when precisely is this experience attained? 
What is the age of discretion? The French 
judge, you may think, showed his discretion 
in avoiding any definition. It is not a bad 
plan, when you have to deal with a question 
on which everyone disagrees, to speak ol it: 
so plain and simple that there can be no two 
opinions about it. Then the natural inference 
is that these who do not hold yours are tools. 
If von take thai lone with sufficient empha- 
sis you Will find a vast number of folks on 
your side. For human nature is weak', and al- 
ways inclines to agree with those whose talk- 
is arrogant. 

Put let Us' preserve absolute calm, and ob- 
serve our dear friends. Some of them, you 
see. have not grown up. and apparently never 
will. They are as playfully silly, as Huffy, as 
kittenish at 35 as they were at 15. Yot| can- 
no! associate them with discretion in any- 
thing. On the contrary, they take a pride in 
being foolish. They realize that a pretty im- 
becility is not the least jpart of their charms. 



Without that they would be the merest com- 
monplaces of femininity. And, naturally, they 
have no intention of bartering their power to 
amuse for the doubtful blessing of common 
sense. They are wise in their day and gen- 
eration. Lor the world and men being such as 
they are, your babyish simpleton will always 
get a deal more of consideration and protec- 
tion and affection than is her due. Which 
hard-hearted novelist was it that wrote the 
incisive sentence. "She had large eyes, and 
was rather stupid, so no wonder the men ran 
after her'' 

Growing Backwards 

( )f such creatures you cannot fairly say 
that they ever reach the age of discretion. 
When their hair is white and their limbs fee- 
ble, they will still say the silliest things and 
exhibit the silliest emotions and still get af- 
fectionate indulgence. Possibly they are not 
within the official experience of the French 
Courts, but we know them well enough over 
here. Another type is still more puzzling: 
the people who do reach the age of discretion 
and grow out of it, or grow backwards. "Who 
has not met undergraduates and ingenues so 
worldlv-wisc and so cautions that they divine 
guile in the simplest saying, and cannot allow 
themselves to .exhibit the most unimportant; 
emotion. The whole of their- juvenile abili- 
ties is concentrated in a tremendous effort 
nut to give themselves away. They would 
rather die than get to know the wrong people. 
They would rather be tortured than commit a 
faux pas. They arc. in fact, discretion itself, 
which is not at all a beautiful sight. 

As a rule they grow up. You have settled 
yourself comfortably to detest and despise 
"them when they suddenly begin to blossom 
forth and be human. At an age when ordin- 
ary people are beginning to find the "uVi 
sprightly runnings" of youthful simplicity ra- 
ther too much of a good thing, these precoc- 
ious creatures begin to display a new and 
powerful talent for folly. Instead of suspect- 
ing everybody, they become absurdly credu- 
lous. In their youth they were cold to the 
most respectable people; at middle age they 
begin to gush over the most dubious, in- 
stead of exhibiting an inhuman self-control, 
they allow themselves wild eccentricity. .In 
their youth they would never display the most 
natural and human sentiment : at middle ago 
they become absurdly sentimental. What has 
the French court to say to such people? They 
have been to the age of discretion, found it a 
dull region, and gone back again. 

W hat wc want is not merely a definition 
of the age, but a prescription of the right 
method to get there, of the wise way to grow 
up. That, afflicted spinsters of 39 and more, 
or less, have good reason to demand. Prob- 
able we shall find that the safest way to get 
to the age of discretion at the right time is 
nol to be too discreet. If wc never let our- 
selves run the smallest risk, ii wc would ra- 
ther die than make a mistake, we arc not likely 
to understand what real discretion is, what 
are the mistakes that matter, and what are the 
dangers worth risking.

"It is not true, and it was not true, and 
heaven forbid that it ever should be true," says 
the girl to the robber in the fairy talc. When 
we think of the stories that are not true (here 
we may discard political stories as a theme 
too painful) we marvel why there arc so many 
of them, and why they naturally fall into cer- 
tain marked classes, which are found almost 
everywhere all over the world. M. Van Gcn- 
nep has recently devoted a book to this sub- 
ject, "La Formation des Legcndes" (Flam- 
marion), but neither he nor any man has 
solved the mystery, while 1 do not pretend to 
be the OEdipous of this riddle of the Sphinx. 
Mow do stories grow, and how are they dif- 
fused, and how are they modified? 1 have 
been told, in a smoking-room, a very terrible 
tale about a respected family in Blankshire: a 
tale which the narrator thoroughly believed 
in as a contemporary anecdote of private life. 
I said "That is the plot of Horace VValpole's 
play, 'The .Mysterious Mother'; and Walpole 
got it from Howell's Letters, written in the 
time of Charles 1., and Howell got it from 

", but here the Other man, dreading the 

lecture to which he was obviously doomed 
(for I was getting into Comparetti's essay on 
OEidpous), said "1 don't care; these things 
keep on happening in families. History re- 
peats itself." Hut he begged the question; 
myth, not history, repeats itself. 

In another case the story was about a con- 
temporary young lady, and 1 was again so pe- 
dantic as to observe that the anecdote was told 
by Grammont about la belle Stuart, who was 
so cruel to Charlesll. It may or may not have 
been true about a lady as remarkable for her 
simplicity as for her beauty, but in the new 
case the yarn was certainly false. In early 
boyhood 1 was told a very comic story about a 
leading drunkard in a country place, but later 
I found it, word for word, in the French of 
Bcroalde tie Verville, who was facetious in 
the Sixteenth Century. Indeed, I know but 
one tale of this kind which is dated ; it could 
not have been told before the Apocrypha was 
cut out of the Bible by the Puritans, and was 
due to a Cavalier wit. 

There are learned legends too, believed in 
by r the wise, such as the story that, in remote 
times, kings were regularly put to death at a 
given period; annually, triennially, or with a 
run of nine years, and so on. We are actually 
told that the King of Cnossos in Crete, when 
the town was as civilized as Brixton, was but- 
chered in a cave every nine years. The cave 
has been dug out and the soil has been sifted, 
but neither royal nor any human bones have 
been found, only bones of oxen, goats and deer. 
That does not- prove much either way, but 
there is absolutely no reason for the belief, 
which rests on a statement of Homer to the 
effect that the mythical King Mimos reigned 
— and then follows an adjective which nobody 
can translate, but which is taken, by friends 
of the legend, to mean "by periods of nine 
years," or "for nine years." About the cave 
not a word is said. .Another example of im- 
plicit belief was the remark made by a scien- 
tific character, that the King _of Tyre, in 
Ezekiel's time, was burned annually. For 
proof he cited Ezekiel xxvii. 14, "Thou hast 
walked up and down in the midst of the stones 
nf fire." This hardly proved the ease, as the 
king seems to have been none the worse. Hut 
"the stores of fire" are merely the precious 
stones "in Eden, the garden of Cod," sard, to- 
paz, beryl, diamond; there are ten of them, 
mentioned in the previous verse, and in verse 
17, the king, for his misdeeds, is to he ejected 
from his earthly paradise of prosperity. In 
fact, as evidence for this learned legend. 1 
know hut one case in which a barbaric king 
had to immolate himself at the end of twelve 
years, and as he was a subject king, with a su- 
zerain over him t so the old Portuguese travel- 
ler says who tells the tale), one may suspect 
that reasons of state caused this violent form 
of superannuation. No independent prince 
would have stood it. 

M. Van Gennep thinks that all or most of 
our romantic stories, such as Faust, Reynard 
the Fox, the fables, from .h'.sop downwards, 
the "Jataka" or fables of the Buddha, Cinder- 
ella, Polyphemus the one-eyed, are uncon- 
scious thefts from the folk-tales of the world 
in general. The process was this, he supposes: 
the tales, say, Cinderella, were originally cur- 
rent stories by no one in particular, told' from 
mouth to mouth. Then they were taken up by 
literary narrators and published. Then they 
descended on the people again, and were so 
scattered that there are more than four hun- 
dred versions of Cinderella found among races 
so illiterate as the Santals in India and in 
scores of other remote tribes. The versions 
have been collected and published by Miss 
Cox. 

Here I must differ from M. Van Gennep. 
The literary tale of Cinderella, fairy godmoth- 
er, dance at court, glass slipper and all, was 
published by Charles Perrault at the very end 
of the Seventeenth Century. The popular ver- 
sions, in France, in the Gaelic-speaking High- 
lands, in the Lowlands, and among scores of 
wild remote people, were never taken from 
Perrault's literary version. They are full of 
the old savage clement; there is no fairy god- ■ 
mother but a friendly beast, sometimes the re- 
incarnation of a dead mother, tn the same 
way "Beauty and the Beast," "Orpheus and 
Eurydicc," "Jason and Medea," and all the 
rest of them, arc literary expurgated versions 
of old tales, found in every quarter of the 
world: they did not reach the Samoans, the 
Zulus, the Maoris, the Red Indians, the Hua- 
rochiri of Central America in the Sixteenth 
Century, throtigh published . literary versions 



of European fairy tales or through European 
poets treating subjects from Greek mythology. 
The natives of New Guinea have a tale in 
which a heroic boy maltreats the other boys, 
who say: "You would be better employed in 
avenging the murders of your father and two 
uncles," a thing of which he has never heard. 
That incident is common in European folk- 
talcs, but the people of New Guinea did not 
borrow it from our printed ballads, any more 
than all peoples'have borrowed their innumer- 
able tales of the Origin of Dqath from mission- 
aries. I have never seen any missionary in- 
fluence in the tales of Australian black fellows 
collected ami translated by missionaries such 
as Mr. Siebert and Mr. Strehlow. On the 
other hand, there are cases in which Mediaeval 
minstrels wrote knightly romances on sub- 
jects found in folk-tales, while minstrels of 
lower grade turned the romances into ballads 
like those of King Arthur. But th?se ballads 
did not reach all the red, black and yellow 
men, as far as we are aware. The negro ver- 
sion of Orpheus and Eurydicc in the United 
States is borrowed, apparently, from the story 
in the opera of "Orfeo" ; the names are retain- 
ed, slightly altered. But the Red Indian ver- 
sion, the most touching of any, and the Maori 
version are native in every detail, and are no 
more borrowed from the Greek tale than the 
Greek tale is borrowed from them. 

M. Van Gennep says that, in the opinion 
of most critics, the non-moral tale (he writes 
"amoral") is older than the tale with a moral. 
Hut this idea, he says, is wrong; great intel- 
lectual development is necessary to the com- 
poser of a non-moral unpractical -story. "Sav- 
ages arc, of all men, the most profoundly 
moral," by which he seems to mean that in all 
things they "drive at practice." Certainly the 
fables of animals have morals, as a rule, and 
all the stories in which courtesy and kindness 
are rewarded; these exist in endless numbers, 
in savage and civilized countries. If dodgi- 
ness is moral, it is also recommended in 
"Brer Rabbit," and the "Odyssey," "The 
Shifty Lad," and "Jack the Giant Killer," and 
so on. How many tales turn on the punish- 
ment of impertinent curiosity? Then comes 
the story merely intended to amuse, but even 
in this you can find a moral, as well as "in the 
bosom of the rose," with its lesson : "Gather 
ye roses while ye may." 

M. Van Gennep, however, thinks, if T fol- 
low him, that, in current opinion, the "conte," 
the romantic folk-tale, comes first. The scene 
is not localized, the date is "once upon a time," 
and the persons are not named, all this coming 
first in a long pedigree. Then names are 
given, places are assigned, the story is offered 
as history. This is what is called "legend"; 
we often call it "saga," as the Germans do. 
Finally, comes Myth. The scene is out of hu- 
man place and time, and the actors are divine. 

I do not think that many myths of gods 
and goddesses are exalted "contes" or popular 
tales. The process is rather this : First, the 
popular tale, as if the young adventurer, aided 
by a wise old woman or some such anonymous 
person or animal, who knows a great deal. 
Then the youth is put by an elephant, or a 
giant, or a god, or a king, on some dangerous 
adventures. The hostile being who insists on 
the lad's undertaking the adventures has a 
daughter or wife, usually a daughter, who 
helps the adventurer to succeed, and he runs 
away with her, or wins her hand and half the 
kingdom. It would be impossible to enumer- 
ate the wild, remote regions where that tale 
is found, without names of places or persons. 
In Greece it is Jason, Medea, and the Golden 
Fleece, or Theseus, Minos, Ariadne, and the 
Minotaur. In another version the strength of 
the hostile being who insists on the adventures 
lies in a stone or other object, carefully con- 
cealed, or in a golden or purple lock of his 
hair. The daughter betrays the secret of the 
adventurer. Thus while Minos is the hostile 
king, Theseus the adventurer, and Ariadne 
the daughter who helps him; in another story 
Minos is the adventurer, Nisus is the hostile 
long, and the girl who loves the adventurer is 
Scylla, daughter of Nisus, who betrays to the 
lover, Minos, that her father's strength lies in 
his golden lock of hair, which she cuts off, like 
Dalila. What has happened is that in pre- 
historic Greece a Sennachie, so to speak, a clan 
minstrel, has taken a popular tale and given to 
it a local habitation — Crete, Megara, Jolcos, 
Athens — and given heroic names to the char- 
acters. Then comes the Epic poet, Homer, 
who interweaves the heroes with the tale of 
Troy ; but it is a thing too little noticed that he 
alone cuts all the popular fairy element- 
things magical, objects which contain men's 
lives, like the brand of Melcager, winged 
horses, like Pegasus, friendly talking animals, 
and so forth — out of the sagas as he knows 
them. Homer alone does this: the old poets 
of 8001-1700 B. C, and the great Athenian 
dramatists, and Finder stick to fairy properties 
in the fairy tales. 

M. Van Gennep seems to dissent from 
the notion that the story, not localized 
ami without names, is older than the pseudo- 
historic "saga." as of Theseus and the Mino- 
taur, which is localized. Hut to prove his 
theory would demand an exact geographical 
disquisition on three or four of the most wide- 
ly distributed stories, showing how, if they 
were, once Greek or other civilized tales with 
names and places, they reached the ends of 
the earth, losing the names and places on the 
way.

HUMAN DETERIORATION 

There can be no doubt that present eco- 
nomic and industrial conditions are tending 
to rapid deterioration of the race throughout 
the world. A young, vigorous, undeveloped 
nation ourselves, whose life-blood is constant- 
ly freshened by a sturdy class of immigrants, 
such tendency is not yet as apparent with us as 
with the older nations, where greater conges- 
tion and fiercer competition are rapidly bring- 
ing about decadence. Yet if existing condi- 
tions in this country are to be allowed to pre- 
vail such deterioration is undoubtedly inevit- 
able for us, even if delayed, and it behooves 
us to look ahead and take preventive measures 
for the future accordingly. Nor does the situ- 
ation admit of delay. Great Britain is today 
confronted by a not only numerically great 
but steadily increasing class of physical, men- 
tal and moral defectives of her own producing, 
who have in turn created problems in soci- 
ology, criminology and public health which 
threaten her very national existence. 

It is stated that the average British re- 
cruit for the Crimean War, when England con- 
tained a large class of well-fed, sturdy yeo- 
manry, was nearly three inches taller and near- 
ly thirty pounds heavier than the average re- 
cruit for the Boer War, two generations later, 
when an undernourished, degenerate popula- 
tion, four out of five of which lived in cities, 
was found to have developed. And before the 
end of the latter war, in which only about 
250,000 soldiers out of a population of some 
35,000,000 were required, the recruiting offi- 
cers had to accept as soldiers adult males only 
five feet tall, in spite of the fact that such un- 
dersized racial degenerates were fully recog- 
nized as lacking not only in physical strength 
but also in constitutional stamina and mental 
ballast. Statistics for the year 1906 show that 
the height of the average British infantry re- 
cruit for that year was 64^ inches, his weight 
was 123 pounds and his chest measure was 33 
inches. When we compare this stunted de- 
velopment with Sargent's actual averages for 
youthful American college students, of (>8 
inches height, 139 pounds weight and 36.3 
inches chest measure, we can appreciate that 
the days of the sturdy English "beefeater" are 
gone, and that Kipling's reference to the "thin 
red line of 'eroes" has more applications than 
one. 

Even the German government, which re- 
quires thorough physical training in schools 
and gives great attention to the maintenance of 
a high standard of living in the industrial 
classes, finds a steadily decreasing percentage 
of German conscripts able to conform to army 
physical standards. Its investigations have 
demonstrated the fact that the larger the town 
the greater the proportion of male inhabitants 
unfit for military service, and that this unfit- 
ness materially increase's ! with the second gen- 
eration. 

On our part, we must not forget that in 
1S00 only 4 per cent of American citizens lived 
in towns, while in 1900 the proportion of city 
dwellers was 30 per cent. Under the then 
more primitive conditions of life, at least an 
abundance of nourishment was within reach 
of all; but at present the cost of living has 
forced the large class whose wages have not. 
proportionately advanced to give up the more 
expensive nutritious foods which they were 
formerly able to procure. Even organized la- 
bor, with its more generous wages has largely 
joined the present meat boycott, and it is a sad 
commentary on existing conditions, which it 
will take more than political sophistry to ex- 
plain, that a large pan of the body politic 
must deprive itself of an essential article of 
nourishment in order to struggle more effec- 
tively against economic conditions rapidly be- 
coming intolerable. If it cannot justly be 
claimed that a large part of the American 
population is yet suffering from chronic mal- 
nutrition — as is the case witli the British mass- 
es — still it can be safely asserted that our poor- 
er classes are already practically on its verge. 
It can also be safely asserted "that if present 
conditions are allowed to persist, the cost of 
living must continue to rise and the financial 
extremes of society become more and more 
widely separated. And as medical men we 
can not afford to remain blind to all but the 
practice of medicine and surgery while remedi- 
able causes are allowed to create in this coun- 
try a "submerged tenth," in whom want, mis- 
ery and insanitation will inevitably breed de- 
scendants degenerate from the physical, men- 
tal and moral standpoints alike. No one ap- 
preciates like the physician how the incidence 
of disease and recovery therefrom are largely 
dependent on ability to secure the reasonable 
comforts of life. Our hospitals, asylums and 
penal institutions arc chiefly filled from the 
class of the impoverished, which by its very 
helplessness and degeneracy retaliates upon 
society at large for permitting conditions un- 
der which such human derelicts are largely 
produced. 

To the medical profession as a whole pub- 
lic opinion intrusts the welfare of the race, 
and through this welfare the destiny of the 
nation, not only for the present but for the 
future. Let us not overlook the fact that many 
of its undoubted physical ills — causes of dis- 
ease and death — find their origin in deep- 
seated economic, industrial and political con- 
ditions quite beyond the reach of drug or 
knife. Proper attention by us to such present 
conditions will have a profound effect in re- 
ducing the gravity of the problems which the 
physician, sociologist and statesman of the 
future will be called upon to solve. The reas- 
onable well-being of all classes of citizens is a 
matter of fundamental medical importance 
which cannot be eliminated from any consider- 
ation of the physical future of the race. Such 
general welfare is favored by conditions which 
bring the greatest good to the greatest .num- 
ber; not by those which pile up excessive 
wealth for the few and increase the difficul- 
ties of actual existence for the many. — .Medical 
Record. 
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The Lenten Diet 



A twentieth-century Lent is a very mild 
form of religious restraint. With the "decay 
of piety" and general deterioration of bodily 
strength, Lenten fasting amongst Western 
nations has gradually developed into a mere 
remnant of the past. In England, especially, 
the conditions laid down even by the most ex- 
acting are far from severe' and with the ex- 
ception of those in delicate health a modern 
Lenten regime is, if anything, beneficial to 
those who adopt it. Many make considerable 
changes in their habits of life between Ash 
Wednesday and Easter Sunday. Not only 
Catholics, but followers of the Church of 
England, largely curtail their allowance of 
flest meat during that period. Strangely 
enough, this custom, commenced from motives 
of piety, is frequently continued in the .inter- 
ests of health. The lessening of the amount 
of meat usually consumed leads to a vari- 
ation in diet, which is in every way excellent. 
Quite a popular idea is to partake of meat 
once a day only, and the benefits derived 
therefrom are by no means inconsiderable. At 
the commencement of the Lenten season the 
effect on trade is most marked. All kinds of 
resolutions are made, luxuries are set aside 
(temporarily), fewer pleasures are indulged 
in, but, alas! such is the frailty of human 
nature that long before the expiration of the 
prescribed time many have returned to nor- 
mal abits. Facilis est descensus! There arc 
those who gladly welcome the spring fast' as 
it provides a reasonable excuse for a respite 
from the strenuousness of entertaining and 
being entertained, and is likewise conducive 
to rest and economy. 

Old English Customs 

"Stock-fish" was greatly in request in by- 
gone days. In the household accounts of 
Tdward II, there appears an amount of £41 
odd for several thousands of these. This de- 
lectable form of diet consisted of salted cod, 
ling, hake, and the like, and was extremely 
hard ami tough. Not only was a considerable 
amount of soaking necessary before it was 
possible to cook it, but frequently the fish 
bad perforce to be beaten on a stone before 
it would yield to the knife. In those days the 
means of transit were so slow that to secure 
frest fish fell only to the lot of those who 
lived within easy reach of the sea or some 
favored stream. 

Green vegetables were also very scarce in 
England as late as the Tudor period, and 
many of our forefathers contented themselves 
with cooked nettles. Sorrel and garlic were 
looked upon as savories, and frumenty was 
quite a popular dish. Dean Swift alluded to 
the last-named dish when he wrote, "I hate 
Lent, I hate different diets, and frumenty, 
and butter and herb Porridge' and sour, devout 
faces of people who only put on religion for 
seven weeks." 

Use of Fish 

Fashion has much to do with the kinds of 
fish used in Pent. In luxurious circles salmon 
sole, and turbot are cle rigtieur as also is lob- 
ster, provided it he described as homard. The 
skilful chef, of course, has almost endless 
resources with regard to the preparation of 
prime fish. Pew there are, however, who 
would partake with good grace of cod or brill 
at a hhigh-ciass restaurant in place of the 
varieties accepted as correct. Yet wholesome 
and savoury dishes can be made from the 
cheaper kinds of fish. The mere fact of cheap- 
ness depreciates the value of many a good 
article in the estimation of a fashionable epi- 
cure. If well-cured kippers were costly they 
would immediately be favored by admirers of 
the haute-cuisine. It is open to the ordinary 
housewife to make many a tasty dish of the 
less expensive kinds of fish. Apart from boiling 
and frying fish can be poached, braised, gril- 
led, cooked "an gratin" ; or in butter, also 
described as "a la Meunicre." Braising is suit- 
aide for parge pieces, poaching for fillets and 
other small portions. Cooking in butter and 
frying are best used in the case of small 
specimens and slices of large fis if not too 
tick. 

( )il is by far the best medium for the fry- 
ing of fish, but care should be taken to secure 
the best quality of pure olive. The choice oil 
of Tuscany- generally described as Lucca, is 
the best obtainable. 

Pish soups are seasonable just now. For 
this purpose white fish stock, prepared from 
the trimmings and bones of sole or whiting, 
onions, a little parsley and white wine, is very 
useful. The stock can be made in the ordinary 
way, the special faults to be avoided being 
over-dilution and excessive stewing. Haddock, 
herring, and mackerel may he made delicious- 
ly savory if stuffed with a mixture of chopped 
milt, parsley, chervil, and shallot. If liberality 
characterize the hostess she may allow- the 
cook to add new-laid eggs and nutmeg. Pep- 
per and salt are always indispensable in any 
combination of forcemeat. One frequently 
hears enthusiastic praise of the manner in 
which the Jewish community, fry fish, and it 
is usually referred to as if some mystery were 
attached to their methods of cookery. There 
is in reality nothing obscure in the matter. 
Jews, as a rule, select the right kind of fish, 
use good oil, and are dexterous in the use 
of garlic, which, when handled clumsily, is 
most displeasing. 

Fleshless Delicacies \ 

Assuming abstinence from flesh meal to he 
the. basis of Lenten penance, quite a tolerable 
meal can be put on the table wherein the] of- 
fending element shall be omitted. Native oys- 
ters would come first on the menu. Or 'one 



might be content with a morsel of the real 
Gorgona anchovy. Following either of these 
a plate of bisque de homarcT provides an ex- 
cellent soup. The ntxt tempting item on this 
strictly Lenten bill of fare would give the 
diner a choice between salmon, sole, and tur- 
bot in any of the numerous forms used to 
present them. Nor must vegetable luxuries be 
overlooked. Asparagus, though costly, is de- 
cidedly toothsome in February and March, 
peas and delicate beans fresh from the hot- 
house are more savory than most meats- 
whilst green artichokes, mushrooms, and sea- 
kale are not to be despised. If desirous of main- 
taining the character of the dinner in every 
possible particular, eggs a la rcligieuse are 
worthy of inclusion. The dessert could be 
varied and good, for the abstinence is still 
maintained, notwithstanding a moderate in- 
dulgence in grapes or pineapples, or even 
Peche Mclba. Liquors, of course, may be 
taken to taste; nor isMhere a ban on the 
choicest Havanna cigars for the gentlemen, 
whilst even the ladies might toy with a cigar- 
ette a la Russe.

A CANADIAN SONGSTRESS 

There are plenty of men who can sing fal- 
setto, a kind of thin soprano, and many women 
wdio have more or less baritone voices in im- 
itation of men, but Miss Dollie Toye, from 
Winnipeg, and now in London, is believed to 
be the only woman who can sing high soprano 
and suddenly switch off to a remarkably pow- 
erful tenor. As a tenor there is absolutely no 
suggestion of the female voice; she floods the 
hall with mighty melody much as Caruso 
docs ; in fact, while she has not probably the 
quality of the great Italian vocalist, the aver- 
age man could well believe that he was listen- 
ing to Caruso when Miss Toye is singing be- 
hind the scenes. 

Those musically trained may judge of the 
powers of this two-voiced woman from the 
fact that she has acquired the phenomenal 
range of four half-octaves in the upper regis- 
ter, reaching F above high C with ease; in 
the lower register she goes to A below low C. 
This is a range never before attained, and the 
greatest throat experts of New York and Lon- 
don express the opinion that Miss Toye's case 
has no parallel. 

A lady who possessed a man's voice was 
sure to have had some curious experiences, 
and a press representative who called up\m 
Miss Toye at the Empire Theatre was not dis- 
appointed. 

This charming young lady — she is but 23 
years old — says that her double voice is a gift 
of nature, due to the peculiar formation of her 
throat, but she had to study hard and long ere 
she could produce the clearest of sopranos, 
and the richest, deepest of tenors. 

"I was quite a little girl when I first dis- 
covered that I could sing like a lyric tenor, 
but for a time I thought nothing of it. One 
day at our home in Toronto my elder sister 
was upstairs dressing to receive her beau. I 
had often heard him singing, and in an impish 
moment I thought I would see if I could im- 
itate him at all successfully. I was so small 
that my feet hardly reached the pedals of the 
piano, but I just managed, and sang the young 
man's song, 'A Starry Night.' Well, my little 
scheme succeeded beyond all expectations, for 
my sPter came down in a great hurry, asking, 
'Where is he?' 

"Naturally I was alone. I said that I 
thought he had gone out again. My sister 
could not understand this, and when her young 
man arrived she asked him why he bad called 
so early and left so quickly. His reply that 
that was his first visit of 'the day added so 
much to the mystery that I owned up, for. 
truth to tell, my success had rather startled 
me." 

During her visit to Europe, Miss Toye is 
accompanied by Miss Elsa Wyman Maxwell, 
who composes the singer's songs, while Miss 
Toye supplies the words. In this way the two 
ladies have produced some thirty-five ditties. 
"Here's to the Rose" was written, composed, 
rehearsed and ready for public production in 
half an hour.
